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Test scores show junior high slump

A 220-page report on the progress of 
elementary and junior high schools 
students in reading and mathematics 
skills shows Newton students to be 
learning above the national average, but 
the rate of learning drops off in junior 
high schools. 


The test scores of last year's students 
are also the first evidence that a down¬ 
ward trend in junior high math scored is 
being reversed. 

The report by Vincent Silluzio, director 
of the Department of Research and 
Planning, covers STEP tests in grades 
four through nine excluding grade eight. 

The Otis-Lennon intelligence quotient 


(IQ) test was given in grades four and 
seven with an average score of 109 
throughout the city. In previous years the 
Kuhlmann-Anderson test was u^ which 
expectedly resulted in averages six 
points higher due to variances in the 
tests. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
had noted the decline in STEP 
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(Sequential Tests of Educational 
Progress) scores in reading in the junior 
high. 

One possible explanation for the 
declining rate of learning in junior highs 
in reading is "the great concentrated 
effort in elementary grades," where 
scores were "in excess of the rate 
elsewhere," he said. 

"The other possibility," Fink said, "is 
perhaps there has to be more con¬ 
centrated efforts to teach skills of 
reading" in the junior highs. 

The superintendent could not refer to 
any studies that show a tendency for 
students who learn faster in elementary 
grades score lower in later grades. 

The superintendent said he has met 
with the junior high school principals and 
plans to meet with the teachers soon. 

Two charts in the beginning of the large 
volume show that students in sixth grade 
had the slowest rale of learning the math 
and reading skills tested than students in 
any other grade. 

U.sing reading standardized scores 
ranging from 400 to 490, Newton students 
.started off testing in the beginning of 
fourth grade six points above the national 
average at 427, increased seven points 
each for the next two years to get to 441, 
which is nine points above the national 
gained three points by the beginning of 
.seventh grade when the national went up 
five, and gained 14 points in junior high 
when the natonal went up 19. Ninth grade 


Newton students ended up two points 
above the national norm at 458 in reading 
skills. 

The same general pallcm of learning in 
grades four through seven in math was 
seen, but by the end of grade nine 
students recovered the four-point lead 
over the national average. 

The report refers to achievements from 
one grade to the next, and the national 
standard to the Newton standard in terms 
of stanines, a scoring system from one to 
nine. 

Stanines are "qualitative units of 
measurement based on growth." 
Superintendent Fink said, and lake into 
account the varying difficulty of tests 
from one grade to the next and the 
amount that averages of a group of 
students would increase from one year to 
the next. 

The middle or "average" stanines of 4- 
6 cover percentile scores ranging from 
percentile 23 to 77. The middle stanine 5 
includes scores in percentiles 40 to 60. The 
national average for all tests Is stanine 5. 

Stanines 7 and 8 arc "above average” 
and include percentile bands from 77-89 
and 89-96. Stanine9 is rated "high" with a 
percentile rating from 96-99.9. 

The report with Scholastic Aptitude 
Test resulLs will be discussed at the 
.School Committee meetings of Oct. 12 and 
13 at Mason-Rice School. 

Tlic following paragraphs on each 
school were compiled from the report. 


The location of top, middle, or low in the 
Newton IQ spread was stated in the first 
page on each school. Oftentimes an 
average score for a group of studenLs in 
one grade would change some number of 
percentile points from the previous 
grade, but this would not result in a 
change in the stanine score. 

The complete report will be available in 
all schools and in all branch libraries 
after the School Committee meets. 

At Angler School students were in the 
middle third of the Newton IQ spread and 
last year’s students scored above or equal 
to the Newton norm in reading and math. 
Average scores of sixth grade students 
have improved one stanine point in 
reading and math since fourth grade, 
Beethoven School rated in the top third 
of the Newton IQ spread and scored 
higher than the Newton average in all 
grades and in bnlli tests. Over the past 
throe year's the sixth grade class kept in 
top 99.9 percentile band nationally in 
reading but dropped from Itiat top score 
in fourth grade to stanine 8 (percentile 
band 89-93)in sixth grade math. 

The average Bowen School IQ score 
in the top third of the Newton IQ range, 
and last year’s students achieved better 
than the Newton average in all tests 
except for grade six math. The national 
percciUile band for math dropped about 
10 points to 82-86 in sixth grade last year.

Dave Wunel's day is often made when 
an unusual photograph comes across his 
desk. 

When all the DPI photographers on his 
.staff have been covering such large scale 
events as the openuig of school in Boston, 
he searches for an unusual photo llial he 
can send to hundreds of newspapers in 
New England. 

Wurzel, u Newton resident, is phuto 
editor of United Press International in 
New England. 

The Publicity Club of Boston recently 
invited him to explain how he chooses the 
100 photos that travel across the UPI 
wires each day. 

Each day he receives more pictures in 
yie mail from publicity agents than he 
could ever use, and most of them wind up 
in the round file, he said 

"The worst thing to happen is to get a 
cheap photographer," he said, noting a 
better photographer is worth the extra 
money if editors decide to use the phuto. 

Like most editors, he looks for photos 
with unusual action and a diflerenl angle, 
not with fifteen people standing in a row. 


He showed only one of the latter type of 
photos, but unfortunately those are the 
type that he gets the most of. 

Une of the photos he showed the group 
of more than 50 publicists was of a large 
face of a boy eating a pie at an 
amusement park. If the amusement park 
tiad sent a picture of 100 children, or a 
view .of the park, it would never have 
been used. 

But the unusual pleasant face was used 
by hundreds of editors in New England. 

Wurzel received hundreds of photos of 
various schools opening for September, 
but the une he chose was humorous, 
showing lOO boiAs being held in a stack by 
two college students. 

The Newtonville photographer said he 
has never won a prize, but takes pride in 
knowing many of the people who have 
learned from him have. 

Wurzel also told the publicists that 
there arc several types of photographic 
lenses, and the person hiring the 
photographer should not be afraid to 
suggest different lenses be used for 
an unusual effect.

The proposed parking garage in the 
Newton Centre "triangle” received u 
setback Tuesday night when the Finance 
Cninmittec failed to approve a resolution 
asking for an appropriation for drawing 
plans. 

The resolution had been ajiproved by 
the City Planning and Public Buildings 
commilteos. 

The proposal is being handled by Aid. 
Eliot Cohen, chaimian of the Land Use 
Committee. (Johen offered the resolution 
in order to try to lake advantage of a new 
federal public works act that could pay 
the entire cost of the project. 

Cohen presented design plans drawn up 
by a Newion Highlands architect. Tw" 
alternatives would provide a total of 243 
or 221 spaces on two levels, one un¬ 
derground. The existing parking lot 
provides 137 spaces. 

The haste with which Cohen appears to 
be pushing the resolution disturbed many 
aldermen. The public works act itself 
requires quick action, since it calls for a 
formal application for funding almost 
immediately, with assurances that 
construction can start 90 days after ap¬ 
proval. 

Cohen believes that whether or not the 
city can meet federal deadlines the 
parking facility is needed in Newion 
Centre, and plans paid for will not be 
wasted in any event.

George Withington, a 
Republican opposing 
Democrat Joe De Nucci for a 
seat as state representative 
from the 16th District, gave his 
stand on several issues this 
week. 

Withington is opposed to the 
graduated income tax; the 8 
percent meals tax, especially 
for senior citizens; and the 
10.75 percent lax on unearned 
income. 

He believes that 
establishment of a celling on 
state spending would control 
escalation of taxes. .Unem¬ 
ployment will be decreased by 
improving the business climate 
in Massachusetts, he says. 

Withington favors revision of 
welfare laws so that 
Massachusetts pays no more 
than the national average paid 
by other states. 

Local control of schools and 
zoning should be expanded, 
Withington believes. 

He would support "ap¬ 
propriate punishment" for 
crime, which he says continues 
to grow because criminals 
know they can “get away with 
it." He would favor the death 
penalty for premeditated 
murder. 
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Mofenson knocks 
anti-ERA arguments 


Slate Rep. David J. 
Mofenson fD-Newton(. House 
chairman of the Committee on 
Human Services and Elderly 
Affairs, has called the leading 
arguments against the state 
Equal Rights Amendment 
"misleading" and "specious." 

"Those opposed to the EflA 
claim that the Massachusetts 
ERA will wipe out a wife’s 
right to be supported by her 
husband, that it will encourage 
common toilet and bath 
facilities, and will bring about 
the weakening of the family 
and social disruption,” 
Mofenson said. "Using 
selective data from other 
states whose laws are different 
from our own is misleading and 
only serves to confuse voters 
seeking to make a rational 
choice.” 

Mofenson explained that 
unlike Colorado or Maryland, 
the present Massachusetts 
alimony statute provides for 
alimony to Ik awarded on the 
basis of need, not on the basis 
of sex. In deciding who will 
receive alimony and how 
much, the court takes into 
consideration things like the 
length of the marriage, and the 
education and financial 
resources of both spouses. The 
Massachusetts statute already 
meets the standards of the 
ERA. so no one entitled to or 
granted alimony under the 


present law will lose it with 
passage of the amendment. 

Mofenson who carried the 
ERA amendment bill for the 
Judiciary Committee the first 
time it came before the House, 
also said the ERA won't affect 
rest rooms. Chairman of the 
Special Legislative Com¬ 
mission on Privacy, he ex¬ 
plained that the right to in¬ 
dividual privacy is con¬ 
stitutionally protected and is 
part of both federal and state 
law. Under the ERA, the state 
would retain the rights to 
require separate toilet, bathing 
and sleeping facilities. Fur¬ 
thermore, in the 16 stales 
which already have state equal 
rights provisions, the only 
change in public facilities has 
been that when men don't have 
to pay a dime, women don't 
have to pay a dime. 

"Far from undermining the 
fabric of society, "Mofenson 
said, “a state-passed ERA will 
significantly enchance our 
existing statutory framework 
of equal rights laws and 
reinforce our commitment lo 
the principle that ‘equality 
under the law shall not be 
denied or abridged because of 
sex, race, color, creed or 
national origin.' In providing 
that all people shall be entitled 
to equality of opportunity, it 
will improve the quality of life 
(or al! of us."

Health inspection of all 
food handlers underway 


Dr. J. Carolyn Zavarine, 
Commissioner of Health in 
Newton, announced this week 
that an intensive health in¬ 
spection has begun in all of the 
city's food establishments. 

'These establishments In¬ 
clude not only places where 
food is consumed on the 
premises, such as restaurants, 
cafeterias, sandwich shops, 
taverns and delicatessens, but 
also retail food places such as 
supermarkets, grocery stores, 
fruit and vegetable stands, 
meat and fish markets, candy 
and ice cream stores, and all 
other places selling food. 

Although these food places 
are inspected regularly 
throughout the year, this 
special fall clean-up drive is 
carried out to see that all 
establishments qualify for next 
year's renewal. of licenses. 

This drive by the Health 
Department Is started early in 
September so that all places 
will have plenty of time to do 
any major renovations or 
painting before the end of the 
year. 

Violations are discussed with 
the proprietors at the time of 
the inspection and re¬ 
inspection made until 


corrections are obtained. 

It has been customary for the 
Licensing Board to obtain 
approval from the Health 
Department on all food places 
before a license is issued. In 
addition to the license, a food 
permit for all places selling 
food to the public. 

The State Sanitary Code and 
local requirements which are 
enforced (or each 
establishment pertain to 
wholesomeness of food, 
protection of food (especially 
perishables), handling of food, 
health and cleanliness of 
employees, and construction 
and cleanliness of equipment 
and utensils. 

Laboratory control is carried 
out by bacteria swab tests 
taken from eating and drinking 
utensils to see that they are 
hygenhygienlcaily safe for use. 

Inspection also includes such 
environmental factors as safe 
water, toilet and handwashing 
facilities, garbage and rubbish 
disposal, vermin control, 
construcUon and cleanliness of 
floors, wall and ceilings, 
proper lighting and ventilation, 
and general housekeeping. 

The program is under the 
supervision of Harlan W. 


Kingsbury, R.S., chief sanitary 
officer, and the inspection done 
by three sanitary inspectors, 
each covering one third of the 
city. Senior Sanitary Inspector 
Charles M. Hopkinson covers 
the territory of Newtonvllle, 
West Newton, Auburndale, 
Lower Falls, and Waban. 

Inspector Charles W. Fierce 
covers Nonantum, Newton 
Corner, and Chestnut Flill, and 
Inspector Robert R. DeLuca 
covers the territory of Newton 
Highlands, Newton Centre, 
Upper Falls, and Oak Hill.

Solid waste legislation 
passed in Congress 


Solid waste energy 
legislation originally in¬ 
troduced by Congressman 
Robert Drinan (D-Newton) in 
1975 has been passed by the 
House of Representatives. 

Drinan said the legislation 
will aid cities and towns in 
producing energy and recycled 
materials from municipal 
trash. 

It will accelerate “energy 
from trash" technologies by 
providing for technical 
assistance and other incentives 
to municipalities to help install 
solid waste facilities, Drinan 
said. 

Research, development and 
demonstration will also be 
expanded. 

“Few people realize the very 
substantial energy content in 
solid waste," the congressman 
explained. “Conservative 
estimates indicate the energy 
available from municipal solid 
waste in 1973 alone was equal 
to: the amount of energy 
needed to light every home and 
office in the United States; 28 
percent of the oil projected to 
be delivered through the 
Alaskan pipeline; or 10 percent 
of all coal consumed by utilities 
in 1973. 

"More recent figures show 
that the solid waste energy 
potential is now greater than 


the equivalent of 200 million 
barrels of oil per year, or 
500,000 barrels of oil per day," 
he said. 

Drinan said he feels the 
legislation will create jobs in 
Massachusetts. 

"Massachusetts is ideally 
suited to take the lead in 
developing solid waste 
technologies. The high 
technology companies for 
which Massachusetts is 
famous should be able to take 
over a large share of this new 
growth industry, aided by our 
many research and develop¬ 
ment Tirms. In addition, em¬ 
ployment will be created at 
solid waste facilities where 
both skilled and unskilled . 
workers will be needed to run 
and maintain the energy 
producing equipment."

Historic Newton, Inc., has 
been promised by Mayor 
Theodore Mann that he will 
designate *66,000 in the 197W3 
capital improvement program 
for construction of the foun¬ 
dation (the Board of Aldermen 
must approve).

given by the Mutual Bank for 
Savings, which has oHered 
*5000 a year for three years to 
be used toward salary for an 
archivist and supplies. 

With these in^calions of 
help. Historic Newton. Inc., 
has applied to the National 
Historic Publications and 
Records Commission for a 
*7000 grant for further aid in 
setting up the archives. 

Mrs. Elsie Husher. chairman 
of the Newton Historical 
Commission, is the project 
director. 

The total three-year cost of 
setting up the archives. In¬ 
cluding construction, vrill be 
$I98,100. Mrs. Husher said that 
maintenance cost, after the 
first three years, will consist of 
the salary for an archivist one 
day per week plus the cost for 
utilities and upkeep of the 
building. Jackson Homestead 
will pay 80 percent of the ar¬ 
chivist’s salary. 

The construction has been 


estimated at *160,000, of which 
the Friends of the Jackson 
Homestead' the city’s present 
historical society and museum, 
have pledged * 100 , 000 . 

Most of the city's historical 
records are stored in the 
basement of City Hall, where 
few people know the location of 
any items, or even what is 
there. 

The new building will 
provide more than double the 
space now occupied by the 
records at City Hall. In the new 
space will be stored the 
documents after they have 
been repaired and treated 
against aging and and placed 
in proper storage containers. 

During the first year, 1977, 
the archivist will begin the 
inventory of historical 
material. The second year, 
according to the plan, the 
Homestead annex will be built. 

By the end of the third year, 
the archives should be in 
working order.

Special consent forms 
prepared for flu shots 


The Museum of Fine Arts 
will be free every Tuesday 
from 5 to 9 p.m. beginning Oct. 
12 for six months. Support from 
the Massachusetts Council on 
the Arts and Humanities has 
enabled the museum to waive 
the usual Tuesday evening 
admission fee of 75 cents. 

A special evening of art and 
entertainment cosponsored by 
the Museum of Fine Arts and 
the Boston Office of Cultural 
Affairs has been planned to 
celebrate the first day of the 
free admission policy. 


Special consent forms ex¬ 
plaining swine and Victoria 
vaccine will be distributed to 
all people participating in the 
flu clinics to be held soon at 
Newton-Wellcsley Hospital. 

The forms describe the flu's 
sysmptoms, the vaccine itself, 
possible side effects and 
special precautions. Par¬ 
ticipants will also be asked to 
sign the forms to indicate they 
have read and understand the 
risks and advantages of the 
vaccine. 

Those eligible for the first 
clinics include people age 65 
and over and those 2 S and up 
with chronic disease. Chronic 
disease or high-risk groups 
Include those with heart, lung 
or kidney disease, diabetes or 
other chronic metabolic 
disorder. 

Guidelines for children have 
now been released and they 
indicate that children ages 3 to 
18 with chronic disease should 
receive a split vaccine, two 
doses four weeks apart. 

They should be vaccinated 
by their private physicians or 


whereever they receive health 
services and not at ! the 
federally-funded clinics, ac¬ 
cording to Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital. 

The clinics for high-risk 
residents ot Newton, Wellesley 
and Weston will be held at 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital's 
Usen Auditoruium late in 
October, probably during the 
last week of the month on three 
dates. Exact dates and times 
will be released as soon as 
possible. 

The vaccine given to high- 
risk people will provide 
protection against both swine 
and Victoria flu. 

After the high-risk groups 
have been vaccinated, clinics 
for healthy adults 25 and older 
will be held with the 
monovalent vaccine given 
which provides protection 
against swine flu only. 

The vaccine is not recom¬ 
mended for healthy individuals 
under the age of 25. 

The Visting Nurse 
Association will provide 
vaccine to home-bound people. 

The City ot Newton will 


provide bus transportation for 
ils residents to the clinics at 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital via 
the bus shuttle service. This 
schedule will be published at a 
later date.

Legislators 
and immunity 

Some highly respected attorneys, who 
are experts on federal and constitutional 
law. insist that members of Congress and 
State Legislaturescannot be arrested while 
travelling to and from the places where 
their law-making sessions are held. 

They also maintain that a state or 
federal law-maker cannot be prosecuted 
for an alleged violation of the law com¬ 
mitted during the performance of his of¬ 
ficial legislative duties. 

For example, they say a State Senator or 
Representative cannot be arrested for 
drunken driving while going to the State 
House to attend a legislative session or 
while returning home after the session, 

Neither, they contend, could a member 
of either the Stale Senate or House of 
Representatives be prosecuted for 
soliciting a bribe while carrying out his 
legislative duties. The same thing is true 
for members of Congress, in their opinion. 

This immunity, they declare, is provided 
in the First Amendment to the U.S, 
Constitution. 

A test case reportedly is coming up in 
federal court which may eventually es¬ 
tablish whether legislative immunity ac¬ 
tually exists. 

State House sources say that Attorney 
Walter Hurley, counsel for State Senator 
Joseph DiCarlo of Revere, reportedly will 
seek to have extortion charges against 
DiCarlo dismissed on the ground that they 
violate the legislative immunity granted 
him under the Constitution. 

Federal judges disagree on whether 
members of the Legislature do legally 
enjoy such immunity from prosecution. 

Out in Illinois earlier this year, two The 
federal judges sitting on a three-member 
Appeals Court panel ruled that a member 
of the Illinois Legislature, who had been 
indicated on charges of political corrup¬ 
tion, could not be prosecuted because he 
had an immunity which he could invoke. 
The vote was 2-1. 

However, the full eight-member Appeals 
Court bench reversed that decision by a 5-3 
vote, with the jurists again split on the 
immunity issue. Now the case is being 
appealed to the U.S. Supreme Court where 
a landmark decision is expected to make 
history. 

The issues involved presented a com¬ 
plicated legal picture. Whether the 
legislator there waived his immunity by 
testifying before a Grand Jury was one of 
the questions in dispute. 

The two Appeals Court judges, who 
maintained that the Illinois legislator was 
immune from prosecution on corruption 
charges, held that the Constitution granted 
him such immunity to guarantee his in¬ 
dependence in performing his duties. 

If the ruling of those two Appeals Court 
Judges is finally upheld by the U.S. 
Supreme Court, it obviously would also 
apply to Senator DiCarlo. 

Federal judges in Massachusetts might 
not interpret the immunity aspect of the 
First Amendment in the same manner as 
their judicial counterparts in Illinois, but 
the Supreme Court ruling undoubtedly 
would the same for DiCarlo as for the 
Illinois law-maker. 

The issue involved is an intriguing one. 
So is the question of what the reaction of 
the voters would be to a legal argument 
that a legislator is immune to prosecution 
for alleg^ wrongdoing. 

Attorneys representing legislators in 
such cases, of course, are not primarily 
interested in the political implications. 
Their first concern is to have their clients 
acquitted.

Countering Carter's claims

WASHINGTON — Throughout his campaign for the 
presidency, whenever Jimmy Carter has been asked to 
detail his plan to reorganize the federal government — that 
is, to tell ^>ecificalJy how he will reduce the number of 
agencies in Washington from 1,900 to 200, as he has 
promised — Mr. Carter has invariably ducked the question 
by changing the subject to what he says were his ac- 
cofTqjUshments when he was governor of Georgia. 

So it was no surprise at aQ, when this issue surfaced in his 
debate with President Ford, to hear Mr. Carter say that he 
would do "the same thing" as president that he did when he 
was in the statehouse in Atlanta, which he says was "a 
tremendous success." 

But just how successful was Mr. Carter In reorganizing 
Georgia's government? Did he, as his campaign 
propaganda declares, eliminate 278 of the state’s 300 
agencies? Did he slash administrative costs by SO per cent? 
WeU, I don’t know. But here’s what those who do know say: 

— "I have personally not been able to Identify any 
savings that resulted from reorganization per se.” This 
interviewee said Carter's claimed reducUon of ad- 
ministartive costs "is strictly fiction," adding, "A detailed 
analysis would not show such a reduction.” — Georgia Slate 
Auditcr Ernest Davis, quoted in an AP story in the New 



York Times, Feb. 18. 1976. 

In that same story Davis also said: “Mr. Carter speaks 
against the tai load on the average worker. As governor, he 
proposed the state’s first tax increase since 1955 and roost of 
the levies were direct c«aumer taxes.” 

— "There may have been a few Inconsequential boards 
that were eliminated, but mostly he just created a monster, 
like HEW in Washingtoa” - Sam Caldwell, Georgia's 
Commissioner of Labor, quoted In the Washington Post, 
Feb. 28, 1976. 

— "Carter’s reorganization was less significant ad¬ 
ministratively than it was In a political sense, as a tool in 
creating a sense leadership and uniting various groups 
behind him for whatever else be wanted to do." — Same 
Postartkle.paraphrasingthe opinion of “Mac" Simpson, a 
University rf Tennessee political scientist, who has ex¬ 
tensively studied Carter’s gubernatorial record. 

— "When asked for figures to back up Carter's claim 
f ^ he cut administrative costs by 50 per cent). Carter's 
news director, Rex Granum, replied 'there are no such 
statistics available.' ” -a Excerpt from 1976 Carto' profile, 
authored by Phil Stanford and published by Capitol Hill 
News Service, an organization begun by Ralph Nader. 

— "He couldn't pass any of his reorganization bill. We 
had to get it passed for him — or about 60 per cent of It 
anyway.” — A top Georgia politician, quoted in Tune 
magazine. May 10, 1976. 

— "Several veteran capital figures question the effects of 
the reorganization, scoffing at Mr. Carter’s appraisal of it 
as a ‘radical piece of surgery that restored the patient's 
health.’ Mr. Mathews called the program nothing more 
than a ‘cosmetic rearrangement of the furniture,’ and other 
oitics who asked not to be identified were more or less 
agreed.” — Tom Mathews, Georgia Speaker of the House, 
quoted in the New York 'nmes, May 16.1976. 

"Govemof Busbee, however, complains that the largest 
of Mr. Carter’s creations, the Human Resources Depart¬ 
ment, had 'unnecessary layers of management, lack of 
accountability, unclear lines of authority, confused job 
drftniUons, and inadequate administrative procedures ...’ 

"After studying Mr. Carter’s campEdgn pamphlet, most 
say his broad claims are oversimplified, exaggerated and 
misleading." — George Busbee, Georgia’s present 
Democrat governor, who supports Carter, quoted in the 
Christian Science Monitor, July 19. 1976. 

“The real Jimmy Carter, as viewed through his own flies, 
was much more a politician than he cares to admit. As 
governor, he did not always live up to the high standards he 
publicly professed and continues to profess. The Carter 
governorship shows dearly that he and his staff sometimes 
used his power in traditional political ways — to seek jobs, 
promotions, appointments and a myriad of other favors on 
behalf of campaign workers, political contributors, and 
cooperative legislators. 


— "Carter also authorized thousands of dollars in state 
revenues for local projects intended to bolster friendly 
l^islators — contrary to his often-stated pnndple that 
pubbe projects should be financed purely on their merits, 
not for political motives. As governor, he excoriated 
secrecy but often was secretive, he denounced lobbyists 
while accepting favors from some of them, and he held aloft 
a banner of candor that did not always cover Jimmy Car¬ 
ter." — Excerpted from a two-part series in the 
Philadelphia Inquirer, Sept 5, 1976. 

— "A great majority of the nearly 300 slate agendes, 
boards, and commissioners he sa>3 he merged or shuttered 
were in fact non-functionaJ relics that simply hadn’t been 
cleared from the organization charts." — Newsweek 
magazine, Sept 13. 1976. 

—' "I’m not sayin' that he was a spendthrift or anything, 
but Jimmy has a tendency to shoot off at the mouth a lot. 
That savings business is a lot junk and one agency was 
left in a real mess. I respect the maa He worked hanl and 
tried, but saving money? No, nobody can show me any 
savings ...’ ” 

"Asked about the daimed savings. Carter campaign 
staffers were unable to point to any specific dollar amounts 
in the plan, either before or after it was instituted.” — New 
York Daily News, Sept. 15,1976 report by William Sherman, 
quoting G^rgia's state legislative expert Pete Hackney. 



The Catholic Church's problem with abortion

NEW YORK ~ The kind of difficulty 
that the Roman Catholic hierarchy is 
facing in regard to the abortion issue is 
not peculiar to the Church nor limited to 
this one i-ssue. American institutions, in 
general, have a hard time telling their 
adherents what they may or may not do 
on Election Day. 

The Catholic Church is opposed to 
abortion. The hierarchy — the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops — wishes 
to amend the Constitution of the United 
Slates "to correct the tragic errors of the 
Supreme Court on abortion." This is 
generally understood to mean that tlie 
Qiurch would call for an absolute ban on 
legalized abortions. 

In the last few weeks, the bishops have 
met with the Republican and Democratic 
candidates for President of the United 


Slates to discuss the highly controversial 
Issue with them. 

After the dialogues, the bishops let it be 
known that Democrat Carter's views 
were a “disappointment” and that 
Republican Ford’s views were “en¬ 
couraging.” 

This characterizaUon brought protest 
from within the Catholic Church, in¬ 
cluding some strong words from many of 
the Catholic clergy. 

A national organization of priests felt 
that the hierarchy was focusing on 
abortion "to the neglect of other im¬ 
portant social issues." They did not wish 
their parishioners to go to the polls and 
cast a vote for or against the presidential 
candidate purely on the basis of this one 
Issue. 

The bishops hastened to declare their 
political neutrality. “It is not our job to 


endorse candidates or oppose can¬ 
didates,” announced Archbishop Joseph 
L. Bernardin, president of the con¬ 
ference. 

He went further to note that the position 
was not formulated "in the context of 
what is sinful and what is not sinful” and 
that, therefore, people should “vote as 
their conscience dictates.” 

The problem of the hierarchy is 
revealed in the seemingly contradictory 
behavior of most Catholics in the country. 
According to a New York Times-CBS poU, 
Carter runs strongest among those 
Catholics who favor an anti-abortion 
amendment. 

The reason lies outside the narrow 
circle of the abortion debate. Blufr<ollar 
Catholics are far more Democratic than 
wealthier Catholics, for obvious 
economic reasons. These same hard¬ 
working types also tend to be more or¬ 


thodox in their adherence to their faith. 

What this means is that the Catholic is 
not just a church-goer; he is also a union 
member. He may also be a veteran, a 
hunter, a PTA activist, a precinct cap¬ 
tain, a Southerner, a passionate en¬ 
vironmentalist, etc. 

Our plural society, with its many in¬ 
terest groups pushing for their own 
things, breeds plural individuals, making 
it Impossible for any institution — be it 
chur^ union, corporation, women's 
group, or Masonic lo^e — to dictate the 
vole of its members. 

The notion of a “plural Individual" 
sounds like a self-contradictioa Yet, 
within each of us dwell several persons, 
forming various views in the many en¬ 
vironments through which we move in 
our different roles. On Election Day, we 
cast one vote only, but it is the precessed 
pro(kict of our plural personalities. 



It must be the water, Maybe it's some 
peculiar chemical dumped into the 
Quabbin Reservoir. Whatever It is, 
Massachusetts political activists have an 
insatiable drive to isolate a problem and 
then find the absolutely worst solution for 
It. 

I haven’t brushed up on my history, but 
I’m sure the Volsled Act got its start in 
Massachusetts. 

Occasionally, they stumble onto a 
meritorious solutions, like abolishing the 
Governor’s Council and county govern¬ 
ment; but most of the time they play right 
into the hands of the very evil forces they 
are so bent on correcting. 

In 1978, we can look forward to a brand 
new edition of "The Foul-up Follies,” the 
house cut. 

As you may remember, the 
Massachusetts House of Representatives, 
affectionately known as the Great and 
General Court, has 240 members. 


The House cut; one giant mistake 


Thanks to the I,eague of Women Voters 
and other like-minded groups, a con¬ 
stitutional amendment was passed 
which, in 1978, will reduce the size of the 
House to 160 members. The reasons for 
the cut were to improve efficiency and to 
improve the "quality of the mem- 
benhip.” 

What will happen with a reduced 
House? 

1 have worked tlus year all over the 
Commonwealth and here in Newton 
trying to recruit candidates for the 
House. I heard two recurring themes 
from potential candidates on why they 
didn't want to run; 1, they will be 
redistricted out of their seats in 1978 and 
2, money. 

You see, since the districts will be 
bigger in 1978, this year's successful 
candidates will probably face an In¬ 
cumbent in the primary or in the general 
elecUon. 

In addition, they wiU run in an area 
they would not currently represent, thus 
making the job of running this year 
almost pointless. That is one reason why 
many seals are uncontested this year. 

Finances are even more important. 
The average House district has about 
13,000 registered voters. Assuming two 
voters per household means to send just 
one mailing to each household to let the 
voters know how you stand on the issues 
oreven just to lei them know that, in fact, 
you are running will cost about $500 at 
bulk rate postage plus an additional |300 
for printing of the material which you are 
sending and 1150 for the envelopes at 812 
per 500. 


One mailing will cost a candidate 
nearly 81000. 

There are many ore expenses a can¬ 
didate must incur if the campaign is to be 
at all successful. Ask yourself, how much 
money could you raise if you wanted to 
run for the State Legislature? You’ll 
quickly see why few people want to run. 

Bul when the House cut lakes effect, 
just watch what happens to the cost of 
campaigning. The d^tricts nearly double 
in size, thus the cost of the mailing will 
approach the 82000 mark. What does all 
this mean? 

For one thing, the average person who 
may have thought about running when 
the district was small will probably rule it 
out completely because running for of¬ 
fice, in most cases, will be beyond that 
person's ability to raise the necessary 
money. Result: only the wealthy or in¬ 
cumbents will run, insuring that even 
fewer candidates will run, giving the 
people less of a choice and keeping the 
same old faces in the House. 

Recently, Rep. McGrath and others 
said they would not lake money raised by 
Speaker McGee to help in their reelection 
efforts. That’s very noble, but when the 
districts ga bigger and the tails get 
higher, those very same candidates will 
eagerly take the money and that will put 
them firmly in the pocket of the House 
leadership. 

The House leadership, by the way, will 
need even fewer voles with a smaller 
House to maintain its domination over 
that body. A leadership which, at best, is 
totally self-eervlng. 


Finally, there's the efficiency of the 
representative. 

After 1978, fewer members of the House 
will have to deal with an increasing 
workload and also try to provide con¬ 
stituent service. Today, you can call your 
representative and ask for help in 
plowing through the state bureaucracy or 
voice your opinion on legislation. 

After 1978, that representative will be 
serving nearly twice the number of 
constituents that he or she serves now. 
You will have diminished access to the 
person who is supposed to represent you. 
The distance between you and your 
representative will increase. 

incidentally, a large pay raise is sure to 
come with the reduction of the House. 
This raise is supposed to improve the 
quality of the membership by attracting 
better-qualified people, j 

If that’s so, you should look at the 
county government and see the huge 
salaries some of the officials there make 
and compare their qualifications to those 
of your pet hamster. 

The only way to improve your govern¬ 
ment and your legislature is to improve 
the candidates. The ooly way to improve 
the candidates is to participate in the 
elections and give money to the can¬ 
didate's campaign. 

If everyone (wd attention to the offices 
and the candidates, the cost of cam¬ 
paigning would go down and the caliber of 
the candidates would increase.

5. The Division of 
Employment Security must be 
reorganized. Completely 
funded by the federal govern¬ 
ment, but administered by the 
State, the Department is a 
“study in Ineffectlveneiw.’’ The 
prime labor market at present 
almost ignores its presence. 

6. The establishment of an 
Economic Development 
Corporation for Massachusetts 
and New England. 

7. The expansion of the 
vacation industry. 

8. A new mass transportation 
system. 

9. The establishment of a, 
world technology center in, 
Mas.sachusetts both for.

A yuar-long effort to make 
state government more ac¬ 
cessible is on its way to being 
achieved. State Rep. I<ois G. 
Pines iD-Newton) said this 
week. 

Gov. Michael Dukakis is 
expected to sign :i bill to in¬ 
crease the amount of in¬ 
formation about the activities 
of state agencies available to 
the public. The House pa&sed 
the bill last week. 

The present version of the 
bill, sponsored by Rep. Pines 
and Secretary of State Paul 
Guzzi, requires the secretary 
of state’s office to inform the 
public of “significant executive 
orders, new department 
regulations, hearings on the 
ainendnienl or repeal of 
regulations, and other items of 


sufficient public interest." 

The information is to be 
issued in a bi-weekly 
Massachusetts Register. 

Rep. Pines said the bill is "a 
vital step in bringing govermn- 
inent and the pulnlic closer 
together," 

“The bill will help satisfy the 
need to know what is hap¬ 
pening in slate government. It 
will be of value not only to 
lawyers who regularly have to 
deal with state agencies, but 
also to the people of the 
Commonwealth in playing a 
greater role in their govern¬ 
ment,'' she observed. 

The bill also requires of 
secretary of slate's office to 
compile and publish 
regulations of all slate agen¬ 
cies.

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A climate of 
nonconfidence

BUCHAREST, Romania 
'UPIi — As the story goes, 
there was a small country with 
only one old Jew who wanted lo 
commit suicide because of 
antisemitism. But the coun¬ 
try's leader pleaded with him 
In stay alive because, he 
argued, without a Jew there 
could be no antisemitism. 

Convinced suicide was not 
the answer, the old Jew suc¬ 
ceeded in escaping from the 
country. The leader, in 
desperation, searched for a 
way out of his dilemma until he 
found a nonJew in another 
country who was willing to 
po.se as a Jew for money. 

for, the story goes, the 
leader needed antisemitism so 
his people could blame all the 
problems of the country on the 
Jews. 

Entitled "A Special Contract 
for Hiring a Man," the talc is 
an allegory written as a play in 
J!)7I by Alexandra Miordan, a 
Romanian Jew and well-known 
playright. The .story never got 
to be told publicly. 

Romanian authorities for¬ 
bade its production and both 
Miordan and the country’s top 
director, who wa.s going to 
stage the play, IJvlu Ciulci, 
have been In disfavor ever 
since. Ciulei is now in Paris. 

The incident not only high¬ 
lights the strictly controlled 
Communist government's 
power of total censorship but 
reflects the existence of a 
subtle antisemitism prevailing 
in Romania that the authorities 
obviously do not want pub¬ 
licized. 

Jewish sources have dubbed 
the antisemitism a "climate of 
noiiconfidence" in the Jews. 

Though the government offi¬ 
cially opposes antisemitism, 
the climate exists because 
many of the estimated 50,000 
Jews still living in Romania 
seek emigration to Israel or the 
United States. Therefore, they 
arc not trusted as loyal 
Romanians. 

Those seeking exit visas lose 
their jobs through demotions, 
particularly if they work in the 
media or with propaganda, but 
remain on the payroll in other, 
lesser positions. They wait 
irom six months to a year to 
get the visa and occasionally 
un application is rejected. 

More than 2,300 Jews emi¬ 
grated lo Israel in 1975 and 
about the same number will go 
(his year, said Chief Rabbi 
Moses Rosen, 64. He was 
elected to (he position in 1948 
by 600 rabbis. Now there is no 
competition for his job — only 
ho and a Hassidic rabbi 
remain. 

Another 50 to 60 Romanian 
families of all religions emi¬ 
grate to the United States each 
month, a U.S. Embassy official 
said. Israeli Embassy officials 
will not comment on 
emigration to their country. "It 
is a closed subject," one said. 

The topic of emigration from 
Romania Is current in 
Congress because (he nation's 
trading status >vith the United 
Stales as a Most Favored 
Nation — which entitles it to 
export 2,500 items tariff-free to 
the United States — is up for 
renewal. 

Under an amendment to the 
trade bill proposed by Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., 
Romania must permit emigra¬ 
tion of Jews and other 
minorities to qualify for 
preferential trade treatment. 

MFN, as it is called, is vital 
for Romania because, govern¬ 
ment officials said, its goal is 
$1 billioti in trade a year with 
the United States by 1980. The 
current trade level is about 
$450 million. 

Rosen, an Orthodox rabbi 
with a snow white beard, 
doesn't think much of the 
Jackson amendment. 

"To apply the Jackson 
amciulinenl to Romania is not 
right because Romania 
allowed 350,000 Jews to leave 
the country” in the 1950s, he 
said in an interview in his of¬ 
fice. "If il*appeared Romania 
was forced to let the Jews go, 
this would be a ealastrophy. 

"As for the Soviet Union, 
30,000 Jews a year went to 
Israel before the Jackson 
:miendment. Now it's only 
10,000 tu 12,000 a year. So the 
amendment was good for the 
Jews'?” 

More than 800,000 Jews lived 
in Koinania before World War 
11. The Nazis killed half of 
them. The remainder are 
spread throughout 70 com¬ 
munities. including 25,000 who 
live in Bucharest. 

"The danger to the com- 
iiiuiiity is the lack of leader¬ 
ship,” said Rosen, who only 
shrugged when asked what will 
liappeii after he dies. There are 
135 synagogues in the country, 
14 of which are open daily for 
prayers. 


More than 80 per cent of the 
Jews arc connected with the 
community, Rosen said. 
Others are members of the 
Communist party and, as true 
Marxists, ignore their religion 
in a country where before the 
war the parly was run almost 
entirely by Jews. 

"I warned 25 years ago that 
aliyah (emigration to Israel) 
should be more organized, that 
some leaders should be left 
here,” Rosen said in accented 
Etigli.sh. "Even after all those 
who want to go leave, there will 
be thousands of .Jews here, 
.lews in the free world must 
help." 

He said the government has 
given permission for rabbis to 
come to Romania from the 
We.st, including Israel, to serve 
the community for several 
years, a.s would missionaries. 
None has arrived. 

Hope that a young Christian 
convert would be a new rabbi 
died recently when he .suddenly 
quit his rabbinical studies after 
two years. 

Most of the Jewish communi¬ 
ty is over 60 and less than 2,1X10 
of the Jews countrywide are 
between the ages of 10 and 25. 

It Is clearly dying. 

The community, which oper¬ 
ates 11 kosher restaurants that 
feed 2,500 elderly poor a day 
throughout the country, sur¬ 
vives with a hefty $3 million a 
year donation from the Ameri¬ 
can Joint Committee. 

Rosen, who is a member of 
parliament as representative 
of a minority and who rides in a 
chauffeured Mercedes, ac¬ 
knowledges the existence of 
antisemitism. But both he and 
Western diplomats emphasize 
the government "quite 
definitely” is not antisemilic. 

•‘The policy of the govern¬ 
ment is against emigration,” 
Rosen said. “They want the 
people to stay. They are trying 
to do everything possible to 
convince the people not to go, 
"If I tell you that everyone 
who wants lo go, goes, it would 
be a lie. Those who seek exit 
visas, they no longer have 
career possibilities. There arc 
those who lose their jobs.” 

The rabbi, a practical man 
wilh a wisdom and a wry sense 
of humor that has enabled him 
successfully to juggle the 
demands of Westerners and 
Rcimanian officials alike the 
past 28 years, thinks (he 
climate for Jews has improved 
over the past decade. 

Jewish sources described (he 
1960s.a.s an “era of irritation” 
for the Jews, a situation that 
has eased. Thus, by his stan¬ 
dards, Rosen does not think it 
unfortunate for Jews to wait up 
to a year for an exit visa. 

Nevertheless, according to 
the sources, most Jews are 
afraid to go to the U.S. or 
Israeli embassies for fear of 
being noticed by the secret 
police. 

Yet those who do have the 
courage to walk into those 
embassies largely seek to 
escape Romania not because of 
political oppression but for 
belter economic opportunities 
and the increased living stand¬ 
ards they bring. 

Tlie average monthly salary 
in Romania is little more than 
$ 100 . 

Neither religious ferv’or nor a 
sudden Zionist zeal impels a 
Romanian Jew to leave every¬ 
thing he knows for Israel, 
where life in some respects is 
tougher than in Romania. War 
has been unknown in Romania 
since 1945. 

"Most Jews left for economic 
reasons,” a Jewish source 
said, adding there are those 
who want to go because of 
repression in Romania. "But a 
lot of them write back home 
from Israel saying life is very 
difficult and they write how 
bad it is there. They try to go to 
the United States or Ger¬ 
many.” 

Government officials ac¬ 
knowledged Romania is not 
anxious for its citizens to 
emigrate but it nevertheless 
recognizes the need, on 
humanitarian grounds, for 
families tu reunite. 

"There is sympathy for the 
Romanian position,” a U.S. 
official said. "The United 
Stales has no interest in 
Rumanians emigrating 
wholesale.” 

The Romanian government 
readily admits it can take up tu 
a year fur approval of an exit 
visa. It gives the reason as 
bureaucratic paperwork. 

"Of course, we don't have an 
official policy of encouraging 
people to leave,” one official 
said. "We have a lot of jobs 
open and we don't have enough 
labor to fill all the posts." 

Rumania's labor force is six 
million out of a population of 20 
million.

Answer: This Is a special cake, moist and spicy with the 
crunch of peanuts. I predict there won’t be a crumb left! 

PEANUT SPICE CAKE 
2 cups onslfted floor ' 

24 teaspoons baking powder 
V, teaspoon baking soda 
‘’4 teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoon ground cinnamon 
■■4 teaspoon ground nutmeg 
V4 teaspoon cloves 
4 cup margarine, softened 

1 cup sugar 

2 eggs 

one-third cup molasses 

1 cop milk 

4 cup chopped cocktail peanuu 
Cream Cheese frosting follows 

2 tablespoons chopped peanuU 

Sift flour, baking powder, soda, salt, cinnamon, nutmeg 
and cloves together. Set aside. In large bowl, cream 
margarine and sugar together. Add eggs, beat well. Blend 
in molasses- Add dry ingredients alternately with milk, 
beating until well blended. Stir in 4 cup peanuts. Pour into 
greased and floured 10-inch tube pan. 

Bake at 375 degrees 45 minutes or until done. Cool In pan 


for 10 minutes. Remove from pan and complete cooling on 
wire rack. When completely cooled, frost top with Cream 
Cheese Frosting and garni^ with 2 tablespoons chopped 
peanuts. Makes one 10-inch cake. 

CREAM CHEEISE FROSTING: In small mixer bowl, 
cream 1 pkg. (3 oz.) cream cheese. 2 tablespoons 
margarine and 1 teaspoon vanilla extract together.

2 medium oranges, unpeeted 
1 medium lemon, unpeeled 
8 to 9 large firm tomatoes, peeled, 
cored and sliced (8 cups) 

7 cups sugar 

1 ta lespooo whole cloves 

2 sticks cinnamoQ 

1 cup goldeu or dark seedless raisins 
Cut a thin slice from each end of oranges and lenwn; 
discard. Cut fruit in half, lengthwise; with shallow "V” cut, 
remove white center core and any seeds. Slice halves as 
thin as possible into half-cartwl^ls, then cut in half. 
Combine with peeled, sliced tomatoes and sugar in 5 to 6 


quart saucepot. Add spices that have been tied loosely in 
cheesecloth. Bring to a boil; reduce heat and gently boil for 
1 hour. Stir frequently to avoid sticking. Remove spice bag: 
add raisins. R^uce heat slightly; slowly simmer about 45- 
55 minutes longer, bringing mixture to 222 degrees on candy 
thermometer, or until jell test Is reached. 

(The jell test is when the juice drops as one mass from the 
side of the spoon or when 2 drops run together and fall as 
one or “sheets'' from the side of the spoon.) Mixture will be 
reduced and clear, but syrup will not be extra thick. Pour 
into hot jars; seal immediately and process In a boiling 
water bath (submerged in boiling water) for 10 minutes. 
Yield; 8 to 9 jars

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Mata Hari 
comes 
home 

Netherlands fUPti — Mata 
(lari finally has achieved 
recognition in her home town. 

The (act that Loeuwarden Is I 
in one of the most puritan parts | 
of one of Europe's more' 
puritan countries did not I 
prevent authorities from I 
erecting a monument to the I 
famous courtesan, whom I 
France executed as a German 1 
spy in 1917. 

Even the local branch of the I 
Dutch Salvation Army, which I 
occupies part of the house' 
where Mata Hari was bom 100 I 
years ago, takes a charitable ' 
view of the woman whose name 
has become a synonym for the | 
seductive female spy. 

loeuwarden knew her as 
Margaretha Gertniida Zelle. 
She was tall, dark and 
strikingly beautiful, the daugh¬ 
ter of a prosperous hat-maker. 
His shop now specializes In 
bridal outfits, but still has a 
comer (or selling hats. 

The monument is a bronze 
statue of a scantily clad dancer 
which stands on a square in the 
city center. 

Alderman Joop Ten Brug, 
who attended its unveiling on 
behalf of the city council, said 
no nne has complained, al¬ 
though before the statue was 
erected some people “won¬ 
dered whether it was really a 
good idea to go to these tenths 
to commemorate this par¬ 
ticular citizen of Leeuwarden." 

But tourism promotion won 
the day and now, Ten Brug 
said, people seem to like the 
monument. No one has defaced 
it. which he said regularly 
happens with other statues in 
the city. And after it was un¬ 
veiled, townsfolk kept fresh 
(lowers and wreaths at its 
base. 

When she was 19 Margaretha 
Zelle married Capt. Rudolph 
Campbell Maclcodofthe Dutch 
Colonial Army, and soon went 
with him to Java, now a part of 
Indonesia. There, she learned 
the art of seductive Oriental 
dancing and found the name 
Mata Hari. supposedly a Malay 
phrase meaning “eye of the 
day" — the sun. 

It was a tragic marriage. 
One of her children was 
poisoned by a servant (the 
other died later In Holland) and 
eventually she divorced, to 
begin a dancing career in Paris 
• in 1905 under the name Lady 
Macleod. Her career took off 
three years later when she took 
off her clothes and changed her 
stage name to Mata Hari. 

She was reputed to have had 
many lovers in high French 
political and military circles. 
After the outbreak of World 
War I she moved to The Hague, 
where a plaque was unveiled in 
September on the house in 
which she lived (or three years. 

Returning to Paris, she was 
arrested as a German spy and 
executed by a firing squad at 
the Vincennes prison Oct. 15, 
1917. 

Details of the case are ob¬ 
scure. since the French 
government inexplicably still 
refuses to permit publication of 
the official records. One theory 
is that justice miscarried and 
some say Mala Hari was ac¬ 
tually spying for France but 
was arrested on the orders of 
British intelligence. 

Whatever the truth. Mata 
Hari became fixed in legend 
after Greta Garbo played her 
in a film. 

From his office window, 
Capt. Charles Storm of the 
Dutch Salvation Army can look 
down on the Mala Hari statue. 

Storm said the decision to 
erect it was perhaps “debata¬ 
ble" but added he'd heard no 
comments, for or against, 
among the army’s 40-odd 
members here. 

The monument cost $6,900 — 
most of it paid by the city and a 
national cultural fund. 

“We made no moral evalua¬ 
tion." "ftn Brug said. "Mar- 
garcthe Zelle belongs to history 
and the monument marks her 
legend. After all. time heals 
many wounds." 

Henricus W. Keikes, city 
editor of the local newspaper, 
the l,eeuwarder Courant. said 
the idea (or the monument 
grew slowly in conversations 
among a number of local 
residents, including a distant 
relative of Mata Karl, and was 
supported by the Dutch As¬ 
sociation (or promoting tou¬ 
rism. 

To mark the inauguration, a 
local distiller brew^ up some 
“F,au de Mata Hari." which it 
describes as "a man's drink.’' 
of course. 

Keikes, who unveiled the 
monument, owns a collection of 
Mata Hari memorabilia and 
has written a book about her 
girlhood in I«euwardea. 

“The strange fate of Mata 
Han has given birth to a legend 
which still fascinates the 
world,” he said. "Our monu¬ 
ment acknowledges this fact, 
and is not meant to be a 
judgment or approval of what 
she did."

Everyone at Newton North High School seems to be 
smiling this week. Experts are having difficulty deter¬ 
mining why. 

There have been no recent sightings of streakers along 
Main Street.

The ventUation is sllU broken and the cafeteria has not 
been smoke-bombed within the past week. 

Various theories have been put forward. Some attribute 
the vast show of teeth to Jimmy Carter's recent visit to 
Massachusetts, while others are trying to show a 
relationship between the number of smiles and the Im¬ 
proving economy. 

Then again it may have something to do with a 35-6 
knockout blow that North dealt to the Brockton Boxers last 
Sunday at Dickenson Stadium.

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"The field was a factor, it certainly did not 'give' us the 
game though." commented coach Pat Coleman. "The 
Brockton players were carrying the ball with one hand.

First half 

After kicking off, Newron's defense looked good, 
especially right tackle Phil Jennings, who got to Boxer 
quarterback MikeDamlano fora 14 yard sack.

NU repeats emergency 
medical services course 


Northeastern University's 
Center for Continuing 
Education, in cooperation with 
the Masachusetts Academy of 
Emergency Medical 
Technology, will again this 
year oHer courses In 
emergency medical service. 

The course, for certification 
of emergency medical 
technicians (EMTs), is 
designed to train people in the 
skills needed to provide prompt 
and effective emergency 
medical care. 

Under a state mandate to be 
implemented by 1977, all 
persons involved in tran¬ 
sporting people with medical 
problems must have received 
certification as an EMT. and 
have passed a national registry 
examination. 

The course is open to 
everyone. It is particularly 
valuable to members of 
departments of public safety, 
industrial. security and safety 
personnel, people working in 
hospitals and extended care 
facilities, and others who are 
interested in entering various 
health-related fields. 

Many people have taken 
Northeastern's EMT course 
just for the basic knowledge 
required to handle emergency 
situations in the home, at work, 
or wherever immediate 
medical assistance is needed. 

Included in the course is 
instruction in respiration and 


resuscitation, bleeding, 
wounds, shock, soft-tissue 
injuries and Injuries to the 
skull, brain, neck, spine, and 
the extremities. In addition, 
various medical, emotional 
and environmental 
emergencies will be discussed. 

This year the course will be 
offered at three university 
locations, and includes 31 
classroom sessions, 10 hours of 
field work in a hospital 
emergency room, and tne six- 
hour Heart Association car¬ 
diopulmonary resuscitation 
tCPR) course with a cer¬ 
tificate awarded. Participants 
will be awarded a Nor¬ 
theastern University Cer¬ 
tificate upon successful 
completion of the course. 

State guidelines for 
examination require 81 hours 
of study; Northeastern has 
expanded the course U> an 
additional 20 hours. 

Courses will begin on the 
university's Boston campus 
Oct. 25 and continue through 
Feb. 14. meeting twice a week 
on Monday and Wednesday. 

Instructors for the course are 
physicians and registered 
emergency medical 
technicians.

On the other end of the 
spectrum, scores of 
academics, journalists, 
student activists and a couple 
of American mi-ssionaries — 
not all of whom were leftists 
but most of whom were 
Marcos' opponents — also 
found themselves behind bars. 

Anti-Marcos activists who 
e.scaped the first sweep of 
arrests found themselves faced 
with the choice of disappearing 
or risking indefinite detention.

Haoul Manglapus, 
chn.se to stay out of the country 
and campaign actively against 
Marcos from abroad. 

Branded "steak com¬ 
mandos’' by pro-Marcos 
newspaper columnists, 
Manglapus and his group have 
a fertile audience for their 
papers, books and lectures, 
with about one in every 50 of 
the Philippines population of 42 
million living outside the 
country. 

Then, in 1973 as the shock of 
martial law set in. Marcos was 
hit with his most costly and 
determined opposition in a far 
more concrete form. Filipino 
Moslems in the south, suspi¬ 
cious of Marcos’ attempts to 
disarm them, launched a full 
.scale rchclUon in the .southern 
islands of Mindanao, Sulu and 
Tawi-Tawi. 

Admittedly seeking logistical 
help and training from the 
neighboring Malaysian state of 
.Sabah, the Moslems formed 
the More National liberation 
Front and it.s iniJitary arm, the 
Bangsa Moro Army. 

The initial fighting took a 
heavy toll. More than 4,000 
government troops were killed 
or wounded by official count, 
and over one million non- 
combatants forced into refugee 
centers or dislocated. By 1976, 
Moslem dissident strength was 
put at 6,000 to 7,000 men. 

Surrounded by Moslem na¬ 
tions. co-members of the 
Association of Southeast Asian 
Nations, ami relying almost 
totally on the Moslem Middle 
riast for vital oil Supplies, 


Marcos was under heavy 
economic and political pre.s.s- 
ure. He offered complete 
amnesty to any rebel who 
surrendered- 

flis approach now is to "fight 
with one hand, pacify with the 
other." He calls the rebels 
misguided rather than subver¬ 
sive and goes out of his way to 
build mosques and finance 
trips to Mecca. 

However, in the north, on the 
central plains and mountains 
of f-uzon north of Manila, there 
is no amnesty for the New 
Peoples’ Army (NPA), the 
militant Maoist fighting wing 
of the outlawed Communist 
Party of the Philippines 
fCCPi, 

An offshoot of the once 
powerful Hukbatahap commu¬ 
nist army, the NPA has always 
been, in the eyes of the law and 
the American oriented 
military, subversives seeking 
to overthrow the government 
by violence. 

The man who led the NPA, 
Beriiabe Buscayno, better 
known as “commander 
Dante," was an illusive figure, 
little heard of after the 
declaration of martial law 
when his troops were 
estimated to number some 
1,800 under arms. 

Until his capture last month, 
a price remained on Dante’s 
head, and like Jose Maria 
Sison, the Communist Party’s 
ideological chief, he topped the 
military’s most wanted list. 

But compared with the 
violent anti-Marcos riot days of 
1970 when thousands of 
students used a “Dante for 
president” slogan, Dante in 
1976 was almost forgotten. 

As the years passed, the 
martial law regime became 
more and more accepted as 
“not such a bad way of life." 
Hundreds of detainees were 
released uncharged. 

Former Senator Jose W. 
Diokno signed a release paper 
and was "out". Most jour¬ 
nalists walked out without 
charges to go into business or 
seek work overseas. 
Academics on the moderate 
left found themselves free, and 
in ino.st cases reinstated at the 
University of the Philippines 
and other colleges. Again, no 
charges of subversion were 
filed. 

It wasn't a one-way street. 
Some of the empty bunks in 
Manila's Camp Crame and 
Bicutan Detention Center were 
refilled, in some eases briefly 
by student magazine editors, 
labor and squatter agitators, a 
priest (Father Edicio de la 
Torre who is now facing sub¬ 
version charges connecting 
him with the NPA) and, in one 
case, a woman agitating 
against a government dam 
project on ancestral trial 
lands. 

Outside the jails, militant 
priests and nuns, a vocal 
niinurity in the powerful and 
traditionally conservative 
Catholic church in the 
Philippines, started fighting 


against the extremes of 
martial law. 

Under the statement “there 
is nowhere else for the people 
to go", church lifting of the 
martial law strike ban, more 
pay for the country’.? sugar 
cane workers and for freedom 
of speech. 

In 1976, despite government 
pre.s.sure and pressure from 
church conservatives, Manila 
Archbishop Cardinal Jaime Sin 
publicly defended the use of the 
pulpit as a place to condemn 
injustice in any form. 

Foreign missionaries, two of 
whom have been expelled, and 
several who were jailed at the 
outset of martial law but 
.subsequently freed, took sides, 
some with the conservatives, 
others with the radicals. 

In the same year, a steady 
trickle of military reports 
came into Manila from the 
provinces detailing armed 
encounters with small groups 
of “subversive elements”. As 
often as not the dead and 
wounded were identified as 
“former detainees," many of 
the names recognizable as 
former university activists. 

What was not clear was 
whether all or some had joined 
the CPP or NPA la term ap¬ 
plied loosely to regional 
dis.sidenls as well as the 
traditional Luzon 
organization), whether they 
had formed .some kind of united 
front with them, or whelher 
they were merely in hiding. 

I.ast month, the military 
lumped the NPA and many of 
the activists together as Com¬ 
munist party officials in a 
highly publicized line-up which 
included dc la Torre and a 
physicist, a pre-martial law 
journalist, student and faculty 
activists and a fonner beauty 
queen. 

Most of the 26 had been free 
ill Manila before martial law 
and arre.stcd only afterwards. 
The blatant exceptions were 
Dante, captured only the day 
before with his wife and child 
in his home territory of 
Pampanga, and Victor Corpuz, 
a renegade army lieutenant 
who defected to the NPA in 
1970. 

The girl, Nelia Sancho, when 
que.stioned by Marcos, denied 
that she was a finance officer 
for the CPP in Mindanao. The 
others, including one wounded 
in the leg, said nothing, nor 
were they asked to. 

Military prosecutors said 
Dante and t'orpuz would be 
tried alongside Sen. Aquino, 
who is currently facing a 
military tribunal on charges of 
murder, subversion and illegal 
pos.session of firearms. 'The 
priKsecution has said it will 
prove Aquino is a ranking 
Communist leader. 

A few days later, pressure on 
the church intensified with a 
statement by Defense 
Secretary Juan Ponce Enrilc.

The Green Thumb 


By GEORGE ABRAHAM 

Green tomatoes—In some 
arca.s, home gardeners have 
wound up the season with a lot 
of green tomatoes on hand. 
Don't forget these make fine 
food and can be saved for as 
long a.s Thanksgiving Day. 
Some people pull up a whole 
vine by the root.s and hang 
them upside down in a cellar or 
garage. Others pick the green 
fruit before frost and store 
them in a cool dark place. A 
pantry or a shelf in the cellar is 
fine. Do not store in a bright 
.sunny window. Store them one 
layer thick. Sort them out 
every Iwo or three days, and 
discard the bad ones. Handle 
I hem carefully, and they seem 
to keep belter with stems off. 
You can wrap each tomato in 
newspaper or iii wax paper. 

Household bleach (such as 
CTorox, etc.) can help you keep 
fresh lomaloes longer, too. Add 
one tablespoon to a quart of 
waicr. Wash solid tomatoes 
with the solution, dry with a 
paper towel and pock each 
tomato in a newspaper. Keep in 
a bushel basket in a cool part of 
the cellar. 

Here are some recipes for 
using surplus green tomatoes: 
For green tomato mince meat, 
one peck green tomatoes, 
chopped fine and drained. 
Three lemons, chopped rind 
and all; one Ib. of raisins, and 
one lb. currants chopped. Five 
Ib.s. sugar, one tsp. nutmeg; 
(wo tsp. each of cinnamon, 
cloves and allspice. Six tart 
apples chopped and one cup 
butler; two lbs. salt. Boil all 
together over a medium fire. 

stirring almost constantly to 
keep from sticking. Boil until 


lender, dark and thick. Can in 
clean sterile jars. Makes a 
delicious mince meat pie. Also 
culled “Mockmince meant." 

Green tomato relish; Ideal 
for sandwiches, hamburgers, 
hols. One gallon of green 
tomatoes, six onions, six red 
sweet peppers, six green 
peppers. Grind ail together. 
Add one cup salt, let stand over 
night, drain. Add one-half 
gallon of vinegar, three cups 
sugar, one cup flour, one pint 
prepared mustard. Cook one- 
luilf hour, or till dear and seal 
in jars. 

LSpringtaiLs in soil—You've 
probably noticed tiny white 
worms jumping in the water or 
.soil of your house plants, 
especially when you're 
walering. These are 
springtails, a pest which feeds 
on organic matter. They are 
harmless except in large 
numbers. Control; Dust soil 
with diazinon or use a mild 
solution of household bleach 
such as Clorox, etc., at rate of 1 
Ica.spoonful per quart of water. 
Apply several times or until 
they are cleaned up. Note:

We like Silica gel to 
dry flowers because it results 
in Irue-lo-life colors.

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Grandmother flying again 
despite crippling crash 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) - Helen 
McGee, who has no legs, does 
more traveling than most 
people with two legs. 

Mrs. McGee, 58, who had the 
courage to win back her pilot’s 
license after she was nearly 
killed in a plane crash six years 
ago. Just participated in the 
Powder Puff Derby. 

She has toured Guatemala, 
flown in three Pacific Air 
Races, flown to meetings in 
Denver and Hawaii and regu¬ 
larly “drops in" on friends 
near the Grand Canyon and 
Tucson, Ariz. Next year, she 
says, she is flying to Peru. 

She calls herself a “stubborn 
Swede" and ambles about on 
artificial limbs with the aid of 
crutches. She wears a cheery 
smile that belies the anguish 
she has suffered. 

Mrs. McGee, who still main¬ 
tains a fulltime job as 
secretary to a high school 
principal, says it is painful and 
tiring getting about on ar¬ 
tificial legs. But she was 
determined to free herself 
from the "jail’’ of a 
wheelchair. 

She was 51 years old when 
she took her first ride in a plane 
and was immediately inspired 
to take flying lessons. Before 
that “I never gave flying any 
thought at all." 

A year after she earned her 
license she was sitting in the 
copilot's seat, flying with three 
other people to a luncheon. The 
plane failed to gain altitude 
after taking off from a small 
field in eastern San Diego 
County, plunged to earth and 
caught fire. Others were 
thrown from the plane, but 
Mrs. McGee was trapped as 
fire started burning all around 
her. 

One of the passengers, 
Virginia Renn, “saved my 
life," she recalls. “She pulled 
me from the plane and away 
from the flames... but the flesh 
was all burned off my legs ... 
all I had were charred bones." 

The next thing she remem¬ 
bers is waking up in a hospital 
three weeks later with a doctor 
asking for her signature on a 
piece u[ paper, authorizing 
amputation of her legs. 

"I was in a dream ... so I 
signed the paper. It wasn't 
until later that doctors asked 
me if I realized my legs were 
gone. At that point my burns 
were so severe I couldn’t care 
less about my legs.” 

She suffered burns over 40 
per cent of her body, and 
doctors told her nine children 
she only had a 10 per cent 
chance of surviving. Her face 
had been practically cut in two 
by the crash. 

But after four months in the 
hospital and a half-dozen skin 
grafts, she was released to go 
to a daughter’s home in a 
wheelchair. 

But she quickly asserted the 


independence that is her most 
dominant trait and moved into 
her own apartment "because I 
wanted to be on my own." 

Thai's when she realized 
what a restriction the wheel¬ 
chair was. "I realized a 
wheelchair is sort of like a jail. 
I was isolated on all sides by 
stairs. I was dependent upon 
someone to take me every¬ 
where. If I dropped something 
on the floor. I'd have to work 
laboriously to pick it up.” 

She decided on the artificial 
legs, as she explains, “because 
I could feel sorry for myself the 
rest of my life or I could be 
determined to use the legs and 
do my own thing — by myself." 

Therapy at a hospital 
rehabilitation center was al¬ 
most too much for the 
vivacious grandmother, who 
pooh-poohed therapists' efforts 
to get her engaged in some sort 
of hobby. “I didn’t want to 
waste my time on crocheting or 
polishing rocks,” she ex¬ 
plained. ^ she went to work as 
a typist for the hospital doc¬ 
tors. using secretaries’ desks 
after they’d gone home for the 
day. 

■ITiat’s typical of her charac¬ 
ter — she wants to be actively 
doing something useful. 

It didn’t take her long to get a 
driver’s license for a car 
equipped with hand controls, 
and then she learned of a 
paraplegic in Escondido who 
had fitted an airplane with 
hand controls. 

Mrs. McGee didn’t have any 
qualms about flying but recalls 
“I didn’t think I could ever fly 
again because I didn't know 


about hand controls, 
some of my friends said I’d be 
flying someday I used to think 
what a ridiculous statement 
that was." 

But she tracked down Bill 
Blackwood, the paraplegic who 
had developed hand controls 
for an airplane. He didn't take 
to the idea of teaching a woman 

- and especially one who had 
been in a serious plane crash. 

He tried her out — even 
flying to the same field where 
the accident had occurred — 
and when nothing fazed her he 
agreed to train her to fly with 
hand controls. 

By October, 1972,19 months 
after the plane crash, Mrs. 
McGee got her pilot’s license 
back and since then has earned 
a commercial rating as well. 

After the interview — she 
insisted on coming to the office 

— she graciously allowed the 
reporter to open the door for 
her “because I’ve learned it 
gives people so much pleasure 
tn feel they’re doing a good 
deed for a handicapped per¬ 
son."

Britains canals attract tourists

STOKE BRUEHNE, 
England lUPl) - Barely a 
decade ago, Britain's fastest 
growing new form of 
recreation and leisure was a 
blot on the landscape, a useless 
relic of the Industrial 
Revolution. 

Now canals are booming 
again, thriving in a way their 
builders would not have belie¬ 
ved. 

Two million people, in¬ 
cluding Americans and other 
foreign tourists, cruised the 


canals last year on vacation or 
weekend trips. Hordes more 
came for fishing or picnicking 
or hiking along the 2,000 miles 
of waterways. 

Boat-hire companies have 
mushroomed un the canals— 
there are more than 300 now, 
renting narrow craft specially 
designed for the slim canals. A 
trickle of trade has become a 
flood of business for canalside 
pubs and shops. 

Rental boats come m all 
shapes, sizes and prices. A few 
companies rent boats powered 


the old way—by a horse pulling 
along a canalside towing path. 
Many offer all-inclusive 
cruises in self-powered 
canalboat “hotels,” including 
meals and shore excursions. 
Do-it-yourself cruisers can be 
anything from a modest two- 
berth to a pair of 70-foot 
narrowboats, one towed by the 
other, to sleep SO or more. 

An ideal place to see what the 
canals have become is at Stoke 
Bruerne, a sleepy stonebuilt 
village 6S miles north of 
Ixtndon. 


Running past it is a stretch of 
the Grand Union canal with all 
the peace and charm that 
attracts today’s canal en¬ 
thusiasts. 

Here the canal stairsteps 
down a series of old-fashioned 
locks. A thatched pub snuggles 
against a humpbacked bridge, 
and cottages like doll's houses 
line the banks. 

At the end of the line is a 
three-story canalside mill 
which now houses a Waterways 
Museum telling the 
remarkable story of the canals 


and their almost-lost world. 

Their story begins In 1760, 
just when the Industrial Revo¬ 
lution's appetite for coal to 
power new machines was 
becoming enormous. The Duke 
of Bridgewater built the first 
canal to Manchester, and it cut 
the price of coal there in half. 
Within 50 years, central Eng¬ 
land was laced with canals. 

"The canals brought about 
immense changes in our 
economy and way of life," said 
a museum booklet. 

I'encil-slim canals required 
specially narrow boats, 70 feet 
long and only 7 feet wide. I'he 
canal people developed their 
own architecture, ^ir own

slang and songs, their own law. 

But canal profits dwindled 
when the steam engine was 
invented and the railroads took 
over. Bargemen economized 
by moving families on board 
their craft, and virtually a 
separate nation of “boat 
people” grew up. 

“The boat folk formed a 
closely knit community, much 
intermarried,” the museum 
says. “There was a tradition 
for everything, from the plac¬ 
ing of their painted water cans 
to the intricate rope work (of 
shock absorbers)." 

Boat people had their own 
costumes — fancy white bon¬ 
nets for women, which changed 


permanently to black when 
Queen Victoria died — and 
unique crocheted caps for the 
head and ears of horses which 
pulled their boats. 

The canal community even 
developed its own art style. It 
was called “roses and castles" 
after the subjects it always 
portrayed. It was painted onto 
every available surface and 
utensil, and is much prized 
today. 

There are traditional roses 
and castles all over the rear 
section of a “narrowboat" just 
inside the Waterways Museum 
entrance. This section is a 
miniature floating home, com¬ 
plete to the coal burning kit¬ 


chen stove, and furnished with 
ingenious spit and polish. 

Canal people were bom on 
these boats, married on them, 
died on them. 

But now nearly all the “boat 
people” are gone. Their cos¬ 
tumes. their art work and their 
story are museum exhibits at 
Stoke Bruerne and London's 
Victoria and Albert. Their 
songs and way of life live only 
in a group like the floating 
Mikron Theater, which tours 
canals telling their history. 

And now, although commer¬ 
cial traffic never quite died, 
the canab have b^me an 
increasingly popular form of 
recreation, an away-from-it-all 
escape, seeing an England nol 
visible from a car. train or 
plane. 

“What could be nicer," said 
a member of the British Water¬ 
ways Board which runs the 
canals, 'than to glide over the 
water watching the coun¬ 
tryside slowly drift by?”

ihc Newton IQ ranRe t-ast year’s fourth 
Rrade had the lowest test scores in the 
city with stanines of 4 and 3 in roadinR 
and math. Extra resources were 
provided during the school year and the 
.students were retested to te above the 
national average at the end of the year. In 
other grades student stalls Increased 
each year according to percentile bands. 

Cabot School ranked in the middle third 
of the IQ range. Sixth graders improved 
line stanine point in math and reading 
from fifth grade, and fifth graders im¬ 
proved slightly in reading but dropped a 
bit in math. 

Carr School was in the lower third of 
(he Newton IQ spread. Sixth graders 
reached a Newton stanine average of 7 in 
math last year but were three stanines 
behind the Newton average of 8 in 
reading. Percentile scores for fifth 
graders increased from fourth grade in 
reading by 10 points and dropp^ about 
six points in math. 

ClafUn School was in the upper third of 
the Newton IQ spread. All grades scored 
in the top percentile and stanine in 
reading and all but fifth graders scored 
the highest possible in math. That group 
went down about 10 percentile points 
from grade four. 

Countryside School ranked in the lower 
third of the Newton IQ ^read. All grades 
averaged one stanine score below the 
Newton average in reading, but this was 
iwo stanine points above the national 
average. In math, grades five and six 
.scored with the Newton average but 
grade four was one stanine below the 
norm. 

Davis School ranked in the lower third 
of Newton IQ range. Two years ago Davis 
scores were noticed to be very low and 
extra help was added lo the school. Last 
year sUidients gained one stanine score in 
each test for each grade. The mean for all 
grades is now one stanine above the 


national average but below the Newton 
average. 

Emerson School students averaged in 
tlw lower third of the Newton IQ spread. 
I^flh grade students last year “improved 
significantly" after fourth grade, the 
report notes. All of the scores last year 
were above the national average but 
below the city average. 

Franklin School students averaged in 
the lower third of the Newton IQ spread. 
Students progressed from the previous 
test year m grades five and six in reading 
but dropped back or stayed the same in 
math. 

Hamilton School ranked in the middle 
third of the local IQ spread. Fifth 
grade students improved two stanine 
scores from grade four in reading and one 
.stanine m math. Sixth graders kept the 
highest possible score in both tests. 

Horace Mann School ranked In the 
lower third of the Newton IQ spread. In 
grades five and six students scored In the 
same average area as they did in each 
lest the year before. Student averages 
arc above the Newton average in math 
but below it in reading. 

■ Hyde School ranked in the upper third 
of the Newton IQ range. Fifth and sixth 
graders progessed to the top possible 
score average in reading and "main¬ 
tained a high level in math," the report 
says. 

l.incoln-Eliot students averaged in the 
lower third of the local IQ spread. 
Reading scores improved for fifth and 
sixth graders since they took the test in 
fourth grade,but the sixth graders 
dropped a stanine since fifth grade. In 
math the students kept about the same 
scores which were above the national 
average and below the Newton average. 

Mason-Rice students averaged in the 
middle third of the local IQ spread. Each 
grade scored the highest possible score in 
reading and in math, except in grade five 
where students scored in the 91-94 per- 
ccnlile spread in math. 


Memorial School students averaged in 
the top third of the local IQ spread. Fifth 
grade scores dropped one stanine in 
reading and two stanines in math since 
fourth grade. The sixth grade student 
averages dropped from grades four to 
five but picked up In grade six. 

Oak Hill School ranked in the middle 
third of the IQ spread. Fifth and sixth 
grade students made improvements in 
both skill areas from their previous 
grades, with scores above or equal lo the 
Newton average. The fourth grade class 
was slightly below the Newton average in 
both areas. 

Peirce School ranked in the top third of 
the local IQ spread. Fourth and fifth 
grade averages were 99.9 for both skills 
and sixth graders averaged around the 
94lh pcrccnlllc. 

Spaulding School was in the middle 
third of the local IQ spread. Fifth and 
sixth grade students kept about the same 
scores from previous grades. Fourth 
grade students scored the highest score in 
reading and the Newton average in math. 

Underwood School ranked In the middle 
of the Newton IQ spread. Scores fluc¬ 
tuated from previous years among fifth 
and sixth graders with one stanine im¬ 
provement In grade six reading. 

Ward School ranked in the lop third of 
the Newton IQ spread. In all grades 
students averaged the highest possible 
reading score. Sixth graders improved 
two stanine points from grade five to 
reach the highest average score possible 
in grade six math. Grade four and five 
scored in the top 96th percentile in math. 

Williams School ranked in the middle 
third of the local IQ spread. Fifth and 
sixth grade averages improved one 
stanine point each in both skills over the 
previous year except for fifth grade math 
which improved less than a stanine from 
fourth grade. Students in all grades 
scored above or par with the Newton 
average.

know” answers are removed from the 
sample. 

Nuttall notes in the sUidy, the results of 
which were printed in the &pt. 23 Newton 
Graphic, the following: 

“This city has had a high reputation for 
its schools but recently the quality of its 
schools has come into question. In the last 
election, four incumbents on the School 
Committee were defeated, drastically 
changing the complexion of the com- 
mitttee.” 

Fink said this is not supported by any 
data, and the results of the election may 
have had many causes and “hardly 
justified your simple conclusion.” 

In a letter to Fink, Nuttall says the 
.superintendent's arguinenl is "silly." 
Had the schooLs been rated as high as the 
police or fire services, Nuttall doubts 
there would have been the turnover in the 
elecUon. 

Nuttall also says "don't knows” in the 
city survey are legitimate responses, 
since one may have conflicting opinions 
about different aspects of the schools. 

Fink further discounted the survey for 
its low response rate among its chosen 
.sample. 

Nuttall mailed out 1,200 questionnaires 
lo a random sample in the city, mailing

150 to citizens in each ward. He got back 
27 percent which is 319. 

Even though he may have received a 
equal proportion of each type of 
re.spundec, Fink points to two statistical 
reports that say 27 percent response is not 
enough for a valid study. 

"Given such a high interest topic your 
27 percent hardly appears adequate,” 
said Fink who used to teach statistics to 
graduate students. 

Nuttall responds that with a stratified 
.simiple his response was high enough lo 
represent the city, based on U.S. 
Department of Gommerce figures. 

Nullall called Fink's letter to the editor 
of the journal an attempt "lo censor ideas 
before they are published." 

Nuttall notes that Fink is an ad¬ 
ministrator, though, and "administrators 
cannot be held to the ethics of 
professionals." 

In arguing that his survey was 
legitimately done by doctoral students, 
Nuttall says, “As you know, Mr. Fink, it 
requires considerable ability and ex¬ 
perience lo complete a doctorate.” 

Fink later argued that the full 
questionnaire, was biased and askcii 
vague questions that did not always 
require yes or no answers.

All-America 

finalist 

Newlon had been named a finalist in 
the nationwide competition for All- 
America City Citizen Action Award, 
Mayor Theodore Mann has announced. 

The contest, sponsored by the National 
Municipal League, has 18 finalists. An 
All-America Cities jury will determine 
award winners at a league conference 
next month. Winners will be announced in 
early spring after verification of ac¬ 
complishments. 

Newton's application was based on 
three projects — the community schools 
program, the Newton Highlands Service 
Area Council, and the preservation of H. 
H. Richardson's historic Bigelow House. 

The community schools program began 
in 1968 with two schools and an all- 
volunteer staff and now includes 22 of the 
22 elementary schools and one special- 
education group, and serves over 6000 
Newton residents with a variety of low- 
cost educational and recreational ac¬ 
tivities. 

The Newton Highlands Area Council 
formed in 197'1 under terms of the city 
charter adopted in 1971 that allowed an 
advisory council to be elected by a 
defined neighborhood. 

The nine members of the elected 
council advise various departments of 
city government about the needs and 
wishes of the Newton Highlands com¬ 
munity and provide a two-way network 
for the dissemination and gathering of 
information. 

The preservation and partial 
restoration of the Bigelow House came 
about as a result of citizen pressure on the 
city to acquire and maintain the 
property, A citizen group had the building

NewtonvMIe favors 
LSA house location 


The l,ulheran Service Association, 
rebuffed by the Board of Aldermen 18 
months ago, may prove more successful 
in its attempt to open a new home for 
moderately disturbed boys. 

The Land Use Committee, after a 
public hearing Tuesday night, approved 
unanimously a petition for pennissivc 
use for housing 10 boys at 515 Walnut St., 
Newlonville. 

The new house is viewed as an ex¬ 
pansion of and replacement for a similar 
home on Auburn Street, which the I^A 
has operated for more than two years 

Last year the LSA encountered op¬ 
position from neighbors when it tried to 
obtain permissive use for a house at 390 
Dedham St., and the Board of Aldermen 
denied the petition. 

Alfred Smith, a member of the Youth 
Commission and the present owner of the 
Dedham Street house, spoke in favor of 
the new 1.SA petition. 

"The concern for children in this city 
has been one of its hallmarks," Smith 
said. "The community has a respon¬ 
sibility to youth." 

Others speaking in favor of the home 


were Nancy Atwood . representing the 
League of Women Voters; Joan Kunilz, a 
child advocate for the slate's Office for 
Children, which licenses the I.SA house 
ami similar facilities; Rev. Robert 
Hotvig, executive director of the LSA; 
and the Rev. Robert Heiliger. assistant 
director of children’s services for the 
1£A. 

. Auburn Hou-sc now hou.ses a maximum 
of seven children; the new house will 
provide a residence for 10. The children, 
aged 10 to 13, will attend Newlon schools. 

The house has 12 rooms and 16,758 feet 
of land, and occupies the southwest 
corner of Walnut and Hull streets. 

The only opposition came from a child 
psychologist, Mrs. Grace Kaezynski of 
553 Walnut .St, Citing 30 years' experience 
working with disturbed children, she said 
she has found that they need more space 
than normal children and feels the house 
is not big enough. 

The house will be staffed by permanent 
huu.scparen's, who will be a married 
couple, and child<are workers. 

The Board of Aldermen will vote on the 
petition Monday night.

Student enrollment 
declines to 15,297

Eighty-four fewer students than ex¬ 
pected showed up in Newton public school 
classroooms this year, putting more 
pressure on the School Committee to 
decide what will be done in light of 
declining enrollment. 

The latest report by the School 
Department as of Oct. 1 shows the 
enrollment to be 15,297, down over 3,000 
students since 1961. 

Each of the three main divisions of the 
schiKils had fewer .students this year lhan 
Director of Research and Planning 
Vinenet Silluzio had predicted. 
Elementary enrollment was down 421 
students, 31 more than planned. Junior 
high enrollment was UD 19 studenLs, hut 
he expected it to be up 39 more, and 
senior high enrollment dropped 14 more 
than the 129 decrease expected. 

School (’onimitlec member Paul A.sh is 
chairing the Subcoimiiiltee on School 
Enrollment and Building Utilization 
which is .studying declining enrollment 
and school overcrowding. 

On Oct. 20 at the old Stearns School the 
subcommittee, with other members 
llonora Kaplan and Dr. Edward Prince, 
will receive the adminislration's report 
on financial and educational impact of 


Ihc 11 options for school closings on the 
.south side of the city where declining 
enrollment is the worst. 

The subcommillec may then meet on 
Wednesday, Oct. 27 to hear from PTAs, 
staff, and the public on the 11 con¬ 
solidation plans al the old Stearns School. 

On Nov. 3 a meeting al Mason-Rice 
.School will be held to discuss redistricling 
with the five schools that will be over¬ 
crowded m two years with the present 
boundaries. 

These include Ward. Underwood, 
I'lafliii, Peirce, and Williams schools. 

Ash expects the subcommittee will 
have a general public hearing on all the 
option.s early in Decincber after it has 
chosen the best three or four optional 
plans for consolidations. 

All of the subcomiltee meetings arc 
open to the public and the public is 
usually allowed to .speak. 

lie expects his subcommittee will make 
a final rccoiiunendation to the full School 
Committee by early January before the 
school budget deliberations begin.

Test scores for seniors find 
Newton above national norrr 


Test scores of college-bound seniors 
show Newlon students generally more 
able to perform well in college lhan the 
national norm, but llie aptitude of Newlon 
students has declined over the past five 
years as it lia.s in the nation. 

The results of the Scholastic Aplilude 
Tests (SATs) were among several lest 
scores discussed at the School Committee 
meeting Tuesday night before an 
audience of aboul 60 people. 

A report prepared by the School 
Department's .stati.slician, Vincent 
Silluzio, notes that the tests "measure 
verbal and mathematical reasoning 
abilities learned both iasidc and outside 
of school throughout the student's life." 

"These test scores are designed to 
supplement other student information 
such as high school grades and class rank 
for the purpo.se of assisting college ad¬ 
missions officers to predict academic 
.succe.ss in college,” the report says. 

Like the national average students 
score higher m math aptitude lhan verbal 
aplilude on a scale of 200 to 800. 

In Newton 70 percent of last year’s 
graduating class took the tests compared 
to 33 percent of the seniors nationally and 
60 percent stale-wide. 

Newlon students averaged 453 on the 
verbal lest last year compared to u score 
of 432 stale-wide and 431 nationally. The 
Newlon matli average was 484 compared 
to the state-wide average of 46!) and Ine 
iiatioiuil average of 472. 

Compared to the scores of 1972 
graduates, Newton verbal scores liave 
dropped 9 points and the national average 
dropped 22 points. 

Preble 
acting 
fire chief 

Assistant Fire (.'hief Harvev D. Preble 
will be officially appointed acting fire 
chief, Mayor Tlicudore Mann said this 
week. 

Fire Chief Frederick A. Perkins has 
retired effective Oct. 16, 

Preble’s appointment is limited by the 
city charter to a three-month period. The 
mayor may reappoint him for another 
three months, but a temporary ap¬ 
pointment cannot last more than six 
innnlh.s without the approval of the Board 
of Aldermen. 

Preble, 62, has been a member of the 
Newton Fire Department since May, 
1939. He has been an as.slstanl chief since 
1957 and senior assistant chief for the past 
.several years. 

The mayor's announced intent several 
months ago to appoint Police Chief 
William Quinn to sen’e as fire chief and 
police chief at Ihe same tune ran into 
opposition from some members of the 
Board of Aldermen as well as a sizable 
number of firefighters. 

Mann this week would not say whether 
he mUnds to reinlioduie that plan. 


The .SAT math scores have dropped 
four points in Newton while the nalional 
average declined 12 points. 

SAT scores tend to fluctuate from year 
to year and school to school. The verbal 
average in Newlon increased nine points 
in 1974, and the math average jumped 
iiiiio points in 1973 and one point in 1974. 

The results of each of the other years 
dropped from the previous year. 

The .scores also indicate that the 
Newton North .iiid Newlon .South classes 
of 1975 were about equal in aplilude. 
although la.st year .South students 
averaged about 20 points above Nortti 
students. 

Silluzio predicts that the trend will 
reverse for .students graduating in 1977. 
According to SAT scores of la,si year’s 
juniors. North students will score 
"considerably higher" and the South 
.scores will drop .some. 

"The rca.sons for these fluctuations are 
obscure, but these variations liave been 
observed in many years of lest data and 
experieiicod teachers liave long been 


aware of the differences that cxis 
ween classes," Silluzio wrote. 

Tile report also notes lliat North 
math averages dropped 10 points ov 
fivp-year period while South math: 
increased seven points.

bill passes State Senate 


A bill spon-sored by Slate 
Hep. l/iis ff. Pines rD-Newtoni 
to reform and professionalize 
the medical examiner system 
has been passed by ibe Slate 
.Senate. 

The bill was the work of 
Newton resident Dr. Gilbert H. 
Friedell, Mrs. Pines said. 
Friedell i.s president of the 
Mass. Society of Pathologists 
and profcs.sor of pathology at 
the University of 
Ma.s5achusetls medical school 
m Worcester. 

Presently medical 
examiners arc appointed by 
the governor for a seven-year 
term. Their activities are not 
supervised, reviewed or 
coordinated, they arc not 
required to be pathologists or 
to take training programs in 


pathology and they have no 
central labnrtory. 

The bill would provide for the 
supervision, review and 
coordination of activities of the 
medical examiners by 
establishing a 13-member 
commission on mcdical-Iegal 
investigations and the ap¬ 
pointment of a chief medical 
examiner. 

The appointing authority 
would go to the chief medical 
examiner, the .seven-year term 
would be reduced to four years, 
and (raining programs in 
pathology would be 
established. 

The bill also calls for the 
establishment of a panel of 
pathology experts who would 
be available to assist medical 
examiners with difficult cases 


and a separate medical 
examiner lab in the chief 
medical examiner’s office. The 
collection and analysis of in¬ 
formation obtained from the 
medical examiners is expected 
to facilitate the detection of 
patteras and prevalence of 
pathological disorders in the 
Commonwealth. This will aid 
in the prevention and control of 
such di.sorders. 

“The bill is a long overdue 
reform of a .system that ha.s not 
be significantly changed since 
it was established in 1877," 
Rep. Pines stated. 

The slate will pay the cosLs of 
the provisions of the bill. Pines 
said, but the salaries and ex¬ 
penses of the 148 medical 
examiners will continue to be 
paid by the counties.

Ford defends 
'batting average'

President Ford is using 
baseball terms to suggest that 
Jimmy Carter isn't capable of 
serving in the White House. 

Ford staunchly defended his 
two years in the White House in 
- an appearance Tuesday before 
a group of editors in New York, 
and he criticized Carter for his 
campaign statements on gov¬ 
ernment reorganization and 
.spending. 

•T think I have had a good 
batting average,” P’ord said. 

He is a minor leaguer. His 
scorecard would not pul him in 
the big leagues.” 

Tuesday night, in a speech to 
a $1,000 a plate fund-raising 
dinner, Ford .said he hasn’t 
been hiding out — “rve been 
playing hide and seek. I'm 
trying to find the candidate 
who used to say that he would 
never lie to you.” 

"I say parenthetically, he 
secm.s to have disappeared," 
Ford added. 

While Ford campaigned in 
New Yurk City, Carter was 
resting at home in Plains, Ga. 
The Demoerat issued a state¬ 


ment accusing Ford of doing 
nothing to combat fraud in the 
Medicaid program while 
proposing that more Medicare 
patienUs pay a bigger share of 
their hospital bill. 

Carter noted the Social 
Security Administration 
recently announced that 
patients in the program will 
now have to pay the first $124 of 
ho.spiUilization costs — a I'J per 
cent increase over the previous 
$104. 

It has been a month since a 
Senate committee revealed 
that between $3 billion and $5 
billion In Medicaid funds is 
being lost each year through 
fraud. Carter said, and “still 
ihe administration has made 
no response at all.’’ 

Carter said he would restruc¬ 
ture the Medicaid system to 
eliminate fraud and waste as 
part of a gradual phasing in of 
a national, comprehensive 
health care system. 

Ford toured Jewish, Irish 
and Italian neighborhood.s in 
New York, each time touching 
off loud cheers when he said he 
was President of a nation at 
peace. 
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the county courts. 

“It has been quite clear to 
me that the county desperately 
needs individuals in positions 
of leadership who are con¬ 
cerned with the overhaul of the 
abuse-riddled county," 
Buckley delclared. “I feel 
lhc.se two candidates can offer 
that leadership and it’s en¬ 
couraging to me that they are 
joining forces to bring the 
message to the voters."

An investigation into the 
leaching of junior high school 
English skills and a search for 
a group of schools comparable 
to Newton were two results of 
the discussion by School 
Committee members of four 
sets of school test scores. 

School Department Director 
of Research and Planning 
Vincent Silluzio explained the 
lest results at the Mason-Rice 
School Tuesday night. 

The Standardized Tests of 
Educational Progress, STEP 
tests, showed decline in the 
rate of learning in reading 
skilb from the beginning of 
grade six to the end of grade 
nine. These results appeared in 
the Graphic last week. 

Although students are still 
above the naUor,al norm by the 
end of grade nine. School 
Committee member Michael 
I,eConli wanted to compare 
scores to schools closer to 
Newton, such as Lexington, 
Brookline, and Wellesley. 

Statistician Silluzio said the 
test manufacturers spent about 
a million dollars to determine 
the norm for the test five years 
ago from a national sample, 
and no other regional 
breakdown of scores is 
available. 

Silluzio further noted that it 
seems that more private 
schools than public schools use 
this particular test. 

The STEP reading tests 
measure a student's ability to 
comprehend a passage, draw- 
inferences from it. and identify 
the author’s position. They do 
not directly test skills of 
spelling, vocabulary, or sen¬ 
tence structure. 

In seventh grade Newton 
students have an IQ stanine of 
six with a reading stanine of 
eight, but by the end of ninth 
grade the reading stanine 
dropped to six. Stanines scores 
range from 1-9 with a national 
average of 5. 

Superintendent of Schools 


Aaron Fink, commenting on 
the first time the scores have 
been available for the same 
students in grade seven and 
later in grade nine, said the 
learning of reading skills 
should continue in junior high 
even with a more diverse 
program. 


"We could get off very easily 
by saying the tests don't reflect 
our curriculum, but these are 
very basic, universal skills 
ilhat are being tested)," 
Superintendent Fink said. 


Silluzio Doted the decrease in 
the average score from grades 
seven to nine was caused more 
by high-scoring students 
dropping into the average 
range than average students 
dropping below average. 


Robert Zeeb, curriculum 
coordinator for English in the 
schools, said he and the 
principals and teachers have 
been meeting on the test 
results. 

Asked about the differences 
in the English curriculum from 
elementary schools Co junior 
high schools, he said junior 
high English classes meet four 
hours a week but elementary 
students get about 10 hours a 
week. 

Test scores of high school 
seniors in aptitude and 
achievement also showed 
Newton students above the 
national average and declining 
slowly as is the national 
average. 

l^eConti again requested that 
New-ton be compared with 
similar communities, and 
Superintendent Fink asked if 
all of Newton should be com¬ 
pared to Scarsdale or 
Wellesley or Lexington, 


There was no agreement on a 
completely comparable city, 
but School Committee 
Chairman Alvin Mandell 
suggested a comparison to 
average scores from a group of 
Greater Boston school 
districts. 

Silluzio said this would be a 
more valid comparison 
because it would produce a 
norm geographically closer to 
Newton. He agreed to work on 
gathering such information 
when he had some free time. 

Mandell questioned whether 
Silluzio's report of the 
Scholastic Aptitude Test scores 
actually show Newton students 
slay above the national 
average, or if really the 
Newton students are just four 
years behind the national 
average in the decline. 

Silluzio maintained that 
Newton math scores on the 
SAT have stayed four to 12 
points above the average. 

Mandell said. "I don’t un¬ 
derstand why there is a general 
reluctance of (he superin¬ 
tendent to make comparisons 
with other communities. 

■‘If we put Watertown, 
Waltham, and Somerville in a 
norm they would balance 
communities like Wellesley," 
the chairman said.

Matthew Jefferson that 
the developers, John Matthcw.s 
and Edmund Nardone, con¬ 
sider no more lhan four units 
and return with design plans 
for that number was accepted 
Opposition from (he 


neighbors centered on three 
major points, points — too high 
density for the land, increased 
traffic, and drainage onto 
adjacent properties. 

Other objections were the 
possible rental of the houses, 
which the developers will build 
as condominiums lo sell at 
$50,n(Xl each; the problem of 
trash disposal; and the lighting 
of the parking lot. 

Neighborhood spokesman 
Timothy Dacey said he had a 
petition signed by 121 people in 
opposition. 

"This is a stable 
neighborhood of owner- 
occupied homes," Dacey said. 
"Ninety percent of the homes 
are family-occupied and 80 
percent are owner-occupied, 
figures that are high for the 
city." he said. 

Dacey said in his opinion the 
developer should have the 
burden of proving that his use 
of the land is "in keeping with 
the neighborhood and is in the 
public convenience." 

Matthews and Nardone had 
previously claimed that 
building fewer than six units 
would be economically un¬ 
feasible. 

Paul D. Snyder of 9 Ardmore 
Road described the bnd as it 
used to be and as it now is, and 
.said he thought lhal the cutting 
of the trees and dumping had 
been done deliberately to try to 
make neighbors willing lo have 
the land built on rather than 
sec the untidy land. 


In committee deliberations' 
the informal opinion of 
members was (hat six units are 
unacceptable. The developers 
will bring in new designs 
showing five units and four 
units, plus a decision as to 
whether they would be 
economically feasible. 

If plans are ready by Nov. 8 
the committee will notify 
neighbors so they may be 
present at that meeting. 
Otherwise the matter will be 
scheduled for a special 
meeting. 

Other public hearings were 
held Tuesday night on a 
petition to allow 10 
seminarians of the Apostolic 
Exarchate for the Melkitcs to 
occupy a house at 233 Grant 
Ave., Newton Centre. Two 
persons spoke in opposition.

An amendment to the zoning 
regulations, proposed by Aid.

Win one, lose one 

Public adoption of a state-wide law ban¬ 
ning non-returnable bottles and throw-away 
cans, become more likely when Governor 
Michael S. Dukakis announced his support of 
the referendum which will appear on the 
Nov. 2 ballot. 

But Dukakis probably will win one and 
lose one when the people vote on the 
questions which will appear on the Presiden¬ 
tial ballot. 

While the people usually vote “Yes” on 
referendum questions, it is expected that 
once again they will turn down a suggested 
graduated state income tax which is sup¬ 
ported by Governor Dukakis. 

At a time when many people are 
staggering under their various tax burdens, 
graduated tax would mean still higher taxes 
for many wage-earners and probably open 
the way for increased state spending. 

Sideswipe 

Several sideswi^s at members of the 
Kennedy family, including Joe Kennedy, 
and his two sons, the late President John F. 
Kennedy and the late Robert F. Kennedy, 
were taken during the hour-long Harry 
Truman program on Channel 2. 

One of the allegations voiced bv the actor 
playing the part of Truman was that Joe 
Kennedy bought the Democratic Presiden¬ 
tial nomination for his son, John. 

"Truman” claimed that Joe Kennedy 
was a tightwad which doesn't seem to jibe 
with the charge that he dug deeply enough 
into his fortune to buy the Democratic 
Presidential nomination which isn’t on sale 
at the five-and-ten-cent store.

U.S. should veto Viet membership in the U.N.

WASHINGTON - It is ironic how 
sometimes when arguing that something 
be done, the reason offered is in fact the 
precise reason why that something 
should not be done. 

In a recent eeitorial. The New York 
Times urged that the United States not 
veto United Nations membership for 
Communist Vietnam. Explaining why 
this should not be done, The Times 
declared; 

"The reason why the United States 
should not veto the application is simply 
to show that this country adheres to the 
rules of the United NaUons Charter and 
supports the principle of universal 
membership by all legitimate govern¬ 
ments.” 

Ah, but here’s the rub. If the United 
States wishes to demonstrate its 
adherence to the U.N, Charter, as The 
Times suggests — obviously without 
having read the Charter — then the way 
to do this is by voting not for admission of 
Communist Vietram to the U.N., but 
against any such a proposal. 

The U.N. Charter specifically states 
that all member nations "shall settle 
their intcmalinnal disputes by peaceful 
means in such a manner that in¬ 
ternational peace and security, and 
justice, are not endangered.” 

It says that all members ".shall refrain 
in their inlcmational relations from the 
threat or use of force against the 
territorial integrity or political in¬ 
dependence of any state, or in any other 
manner inconsistent with the Purposes of 
the United Nations.” 

The U.N. Cliarter makes clear that 
membership in this body is open only to 
"peace-loving states" which "accept the 
obligations contained in the present 
Charter and, in the judgment of the 
Organiaation, are able and willing to 
carry out these obligations.” 

A member of the U.N., says the 
charter, "which has persistently violated 
the Principles contained in the present 
Ctiarter may be expelled from the 
Organization by the General Assembly 
upon the recommendation of the Security 
Council." 

Now, one does not have to have been a 
hawk, or a supporter of the Vietnam War, 
to see that it is obvious that in inaking 
war against its neighbors — Laos, 
Cambodia and Thailand — Communist 
Vietnam has blatantly violated the 
principles enunciated in the U.N. 
Charter. 


Thus' there is no way the United States 
can, at the same time, show its adherence 
to the U.N. Charter while simultan^ly 
voting for Hanoi's membership in the 
U.N, The United States must do either 
one thing or the other. The two actions 
are mutuaUy exclusive and cannot be 
reconciled. 

There are other valid reasons why the 
United States should vote against U.N. 
membership for Communist Vietnam and 
one of these is Hanoi's barbaric vehavior 
as regards U.S. servicemen missing in 
action (MIA) in Southeast Asia. 

North Vietnam recently released the 
names of 12 U.S. pilots listed as MIA 
saying they were killed in action. 


nw Communisls cynically referred to 
the release of these names 11 a "gesture 
of goodwill.” But it is nothing of the kind. 
This action is years overdue and leaves 
2,500 U.S. servicemen still unaccounted 
for, including about 780 listed by the 
Pentagon as MIA. As President Ford has 
quite rightly commented: 

"None of us can be satisfied with this 
limited action when they still have in¬ 
formation on hundreds more ... — -*lt is 
callous and cruel to exploit human suf¬ 
fering in the hope of diplomatic ad¬ 
vantage. The Vietnamese have an 
obligation to provide a full accounting of 
all Americans missing in action. Nor¬ 


malization of relations cannot take place 
until Vietnam accounts for all our men 
missing in action.” 

Defense DepL MIA expert Roger 
Suidds says that two of the pilots that 
Hanoi now says are dead were previously 

entified by U.S. officials as being alive 
when they were shot down several years 
ago. The implication is that these men 
were killed after being taken prisoner. 

In his proclamation obsening October 
24 as the 3lst anniversary of the United 
Nations, President Ford notes that the 
United States "has played a leading role 
in encouraging the Organization to fulfill 
the promise of the Charter." 



Comedians Are they sick?

"What comedians seek in performing is 
acceptance and love from their audience. 
This acceptance and love is needed to 
overcome the alienation the comedians 


feel from not being a part of the main¬ 
stream of society. 

“When an audience responds positively 
to a comedian's material’ the comedian 
experiences a tremendous feeling of love 
and acceptance. Conversely, when a 
comic bombs, he or she feels miserable, 
unloved, unfunny, and rejected. 

"Unfortunately, audiences are usually 
quick to reject new comedians. The whys 
and wherefores are too numerous to 
mention. So' a novice comic can be faced 
with a well of rejection from society and 
the audience. 

'The comedicans that make it levn to 
cope with this alienation very quickly. 


This takes time and work; but conquering 
the feeling of rejection and just accepting 
the fact that you're different makes you a 
stronger person and’ potentially, a better 
comedian.’’ 

Slurz didn't say so' but it’s been my 
observation that even after the novice 
comedian has learned to "conquer" this 
rejection, every once in a while he suffers 
from the feeling all over again. 

I once asked comedian Lenny Bruce 
why he railedat his audience and spat out 
those four-letter words' which’ of course, 
shocked many people. 

"It's because I love them"' said Lenny, 
"and because I want them to love me." 



A fall of dreary discontent

Even the most devoted political ob¬ 
server would be hard pul to generate a 
sense of excitnient, let alone urgency, for 
ihe coming election. Instead of a 
sustained discussion of the difficult and 
frightening problems that face the natien, 
the public is being barraged with a series 
of pious Mioralisms and instantaneous 
slalistics. 

It is as though the campaign managers 
collectively decided that ihe public, 
having endured the agonies of Vietnam 
and Watergate, can now take little more 
than simple slogans masquerading as 
"prinelples.” And unfortunately, this 
slate of affairs seems to be as true on the 
local as on the national level. 

Principle, at least in my dictionary, has 
Us root in the latin word for "beginning." 
Its first meaning is "ultimate source, 
origin or cause.” 

In this election, principle has come to 
be a convenient rejoinder to slips of the 
tongue. Thus, Carter’s use of the term 
"ethnic purity" was seen to mean 
••racist," and Ford’s mistaken reference 
to the Soviet Union’s “tack of 
dununance" over Eastern Europe was 
interpreted (especially by Americans of 
Eastern European origin) as a betrayal 
of the ideal of independence for those 
countries. 

We have a campaign of jab and 
counlerjab at a time when the issues 
demand a campaign of argument and 
counterargument. 


For example, 1 would like to hear the 
candidates’ views on the proliferation of 
nuclear reactors. 

The New York Times reported recently 
a total of 173 reactors in operation. Si.xty- 
one of these arc located in the United 
Slates, and 119 in 12 other countries. And 
another 28 countries are constructing or 
contemplating the construction of these 
reactors. 

Although these reactors can be a source 
of cheap encrg>. they are also the har¬ 
binger of enormous problems because the 
process creates radioactive plutonium as 
a waste product. 

Plutonium is the essential ingredient of 
atomic bombs. If matched with the in¬ 
creasingly accessible technology on 
nuclear weaponry, it raises the 
possibilities of nuclear war. If left as a 
waste, plutonium raises the equally 
terrifying problem of the safe disposal of 
material whose radioactivity lasts for 
hundreds of thousands of years. 

This necessarily affects the conduct of 
American foreign policy, and although 
Governor Carter, a nuclear engineer, has 
mentioned his concern domestically, 
neither candidate has touched the in- 
(erantional "principles" involved. 

Taxes and unemployment are other 
issues that desperately need serious 
attention. In taxes, the debate centers on 
who IS to do how much paying. Yet in the 
language of principles, the question of 
"who” comes second to that of "how 
much should be paid into the national lax 
coffers in the first place." 

No one denies the current unequal tax 
burden, but a concentration on the 
inequality also seems to raise the 
assumption that the more taxes paid, the 
belter. 

Most administrators realize that 
problems can be caused by too much as 
well as too little money . Certainly the 
national problems of graft, waste and 
duplication are directly tied to an 


abundance of money in the wrong places 
for the wrung reasons. The principle here 
IS that of an optimum tax and its effective 
and economical distribution for useful 
programs. 

The problems of unemployment, where 
more than 7 percent of alt working 
Americans have been jobless for six 
months or longer, go beyond the creation 
of jobs. Work is the result of training and 
allitude as well as opportunity, and any 
approach must be long-range. It should 
include parent training, childhood 
education, facilities for daycare, ed- 
cuation for a variety of careers, among 
others. 

Yet the candidates would have us 
believe it possible for either the govern¬ 
ment to be the employer or last resort or 
for industry, with the proper tax in¬ 
centives, to be the employer ^ all willing 
to work. A principled discussion would 
emphasize the complexity of the problem 
of unemployment and the need for a 
cambine(i effort by the public and pnvale 
sectors. 

At the local level, this confusion of 
principles erupted in the sad dispute over 
the funding of Metco. 

The program started 10 y ears ago as a 
voluntary busing program for 100 
children and now brings 350 Boston boys 
and girls into Newton classrooms. 11 is 
generally acknowledged as a benefit to 
both Newton and Boston students, and a 
recent poll of parent attitudes toward the 
Newton schools conducted by School 
I'onunilteewoman Honora Kaplan found 
Metco topping the list of favorable 
responses with 71 percent. 

Somewhow, however, the underlying 
principle for Metco, a commitment to 
provide Boston and Newton children wilh 
educational and social opportunities not 
available in their neighborhoods' was 
forgotten by this School Committee. 

maj^ty of the group felt they 
were elect^ to effectuate fiscal reforms. 


no matter how insubstantial financiailly 
or how disruptive to the equilibrium of 
those involved in Metco. 

Eventually, the argument narrowed to 
staff size. Ms. Kathy Jones felt her 10- 
person staff was essential; the Com- 
niillee thought eight would do. Ms. Jones 
resigned over the issue. 

She had been wilh Metco as director for 
Its 10-year lifetime. She and her staff 
understood that the principle of Metco 
could not be achieved by good intentions. 
They knew that children who are 
strangers to each other need the un¬ 
derstanding and skilled help of 
medlarks. 

Metco succeeded in large part because 
of the careful work of the staff in planning 
parent and teacher meetings and 
workshops, finding host families and 
providing special help and guidance. 
Those who understand the social and 
educational processes understand the 
neqessily for an adequate staff: those 
who concentrate on budgets read only Ihe 
figures. 

Meico remains, and a national search 
is underway for Ms. Jones’ successor. 
But (he children Involved, who seemed to 
be forgotten in the crossplay of prin¬ 
ciples. will remember 1976 as the year 
they nearly lost their educational base. 

And in the remembering, they may feel 
jess certain than before of the Newton 
commitment. 

So it IS with the presidential election. As 
U disintegrates into slogan rallUng, many 
adults will also feel less certain about the 
ability of the presidential candidates or 
the electoral system, as presently con¬ 
ducted, to confront the principles upon 
wluch the future will de^nd.

A "night owl” service on the 
MRTA Green IJne streetcar 
system is one of the im> 
provements in service under 
serious consideration for 1977, 
according to Operations 
Planning Director Ronald 
Tober. 

Other matters being con¬ 
sidered, depending on whether 
the necessary money is in¬ 
cluded in the budget, are 
greater frequency on existing 
bus routes and on (he Green 
line streetcar line; extension 
of - existing bus routes; 
creation of specialized bus 
routes to serve employment 
centers; restoration of 
weekend service where 
warranted; new services, such 
as a community-operated 
service within a city. 

The night owl service being 


contemplated would be an 
hourly service on the Green 
Line that would fill the gap 
between 1 a.m. and 5 a.m., 
when the trolleys do not run. 

Tober said this week that the 
budget has been submitted to 
the MBTA advisory board for 
review. Newton Planning 
Director Charles Thomas is a 
member of the advisory board. 

The possible improvements 
in service are the outcome of a 
public hearing and two public 
forums on MBTA service held 
in Newton over the last year. 
Tober said. 

One change has already been 
implemented. The Oak Hill- 
Newton Corner bus route has 
been increased in frequency 
and extended southward to the 
VA Hospital in West Roxbury 
and northward to Watertown 
Square.

In this collec¬ 
tion I have ccanbined the colors and 
feeling of fall fashion with the latest 
trends in wide, light frame designs. 
Designs which complement and balance 
a woman's face, never dominate It...just 
as the skilled application of make-up can 
make her appear more attractive, yet too 
much can often detract from her own 
natural beauty." 

Have you looked closely in the mirror 
lately only to find the formation of tiny 
lines that are beginning to form around 
the eye area? Most women over twenty- 
five begin to notice this subtle sign of 
ageing and are saddened and dismayed. 
What causes these lines? We are all 
familiar with the fact that the eye area Is 
lacking in natural oil glands, but this is a 
contributory factor rather than the basic 
cause. 

The formation of lines goes much 
deeper — literally — to the underlying 
tissues of the skin where collagen 
(protein) fibres are in charge of skin 
firmness and suppleness. As pu smile, 
frown, or even drop a fast wink, these 
fibres are bending and twisting un¬ 
derneath the surface. 

Of course, your skin returns to its usual 
state afterwards but you can imagine the 
wear and tear that years of facial 
movements can have on the collagen 
fibres. Gradually, they lose their 
flexibility and begin to mass. On the skin, 
the breakdown manifests itself in 
wrinkles. As your naturally dryer eye 
area usually makes the most movements, 
il'sthe first to develop the little fine lines. 


This doesn’t mean that you're to 
become expressionless or give up smiling 
1 which, by the way. causes less strain on 
the collagen fibers than scowling). 

What to do.. .what to do! For starters, 
begin to develop an awareness of your 
facial expressions. Try sleeping on your 
back rather than on your stomach wi^ 
your face buried in a pillow. Avoid 
propping your cheeks on your hands. 
Have you had your eves examined 
recently (within the last year)? Poor 
vision leads to squinting and eye strain as 
well as a burning sensation in the eyes 
which can also cause fatigue. 

An enriched cream patted on with a 
fingertip at night will sink in to soften and 
lubricate the delicate eye area. There is 
also available a Skin Life Eye Oil 
Wrinkle Stick in a convenient size ino 
bigger than a lipstick) which can be 
carried with you at all times and applied 
before, during and after sun exposure.

The way 
to gel the perfect pair is to try, try and try 
again!) 

Frames should either follow the lino of 
your eyebrows, covering them com¬ 
pletely, or extend above them. Frames 
that stop below the browline tend to make 
ynur eyes look aamped and cluttered, or 
give you a permanently surorised 
"raised eyebrow" look. 

For eye makeup, an eyelash curler and 
a good magnifying mirror are absolutely 
essential. The former, used before 
mascara, makes your eyes look wider 
and livlier and keeps lashes from beating 
themselves to death against your lenses. 
As for eye shadow, don't pile on color — 
choose a soft, medium color. Skip the 
deep charcoal brown and forest greens 
wliich look dark and sickly — keep eye 
color in mind — a warm brown shadow 
for cool blue eyes; .soft brown eyes should 
be framed with soft green; hazel eyes 
enhanced with violet. Bring a slight touch 
of shadow around and under the outer 
comers to reflect color back Into your 
eyes. 

Eyeliner is recommended if you draw 
the thinnest, neatest, line next to your top 
lashes.

Drinking age bill 
will be debated 


BOSTON (UPIi - The 
Senate today is scheduled to 
debate a controversial bill to 
increase the legal drink age in 
Massachusetts from 18 to 19.

vote, Kelly polled the commit¬ 
tee memters and decided to 
release the bill. 

Kelly opposed Locke's 
motion to order release of the 
controversial bill saying Locke 
was "just trying to make 
headlines ... It is a typical 
move by the minority leader.” 

Even though Kelly has 
decided to release the bill, the 
measure still faces an uncer¬ 
tain future since it could die in 
the legislature's current move 
toward adjournment.

About 75 people met Friday, 
al the Chestnut Hill Mall, to 
hear author Gail Sheehy. A 
rontributing editor for New 
Yorkdiscussed Magazine.

Based on three years of 
research and llS case 
histones. •- Sheehy chooses 
personal accounts to illustrate 
her ideas on the stages of the 
20's. 30's and 40's age groups. 

Successful passages through 
these decades are nolecon- 
linuald by a self-assertion and 
being "not afraid to act on 
one's feelings" :lo question 
society's "roles and rules." 

Sheehy hopes that the book 
will be a “catalyst for con¬ 
versations,” and in that way 
benefit to its readers.

1 p-level Weymouth athlelic officials are denying il. 

Assistants to top-level Weymouth athletic officials are 
unofficially confirming it. 

South Shore gossip columnists are frantic about it and the 
population of Weymouth, Mass, is in an uproar over It. 

Thc speculation that is casing so much excitement has to 
do with Weymouth North’s Legion Field. Rumor has it that 
a small portion of one of the end zones will be renamed the 
■'Acheson Area." The main figure in this rededication being 
Newton North running back Jim Acheson who scored four 
touchdowns and gained 111 yards in a 31-6 victory over the 
Weymouth North Maroons this past Columbus Day. 
Acheson's scoring runs were of two, eleven, one, and five 
yards. The day was an exhausting one for Acheson who 
carried the bail 23 times. 


The points upped Jim's season total to 50. The S'lO” 175 
pound senior season’s rushing total is now over 340. 

Newton coaches were not quite as confident prior to the 
game as they might have been.

HOLLYWOOD, Fla.iUPIl -

pion George Foreman says he 
is a changed man and a 
changed fighter, one who 
wanta lo get Into the ring as 
often as possible. 

Whether Foreman Is really 
changed is hard to tell, but he 
certainly isn't acting the same. 

Instead of displaying the 
silent, sullen glare that marked 
his public appearances when 
be was champion, Foreman is 
playing the part of a clown who 
says he is enjoying people 


these days- 

He appeared Tuesday at a 
news conference to promote his 
fight Friday night with ninth- 
ranked Dino Dennis, a rangy, 
undefeated stylist from Att¬ 
leboro. Mas.s. 

Dennis also was there along 
with lightweight champion 
Roberto Duran of Panama and 
challenger Alvaro Rojas of 
Costa Rica, who will meet in a 
15-round title bout before the 
heavyweight contest. Both 
fights will be nationally tele¬ 
vised iCBS). 

The scheduled I2'tounder 


will only be Foreman’s fourth 
fight since he lost his title to 
Muhammad Ali in Zaire nearly 
two years ago, but he says 
ihai's going to change. 

'T want to fight as often as 1 
can,” he said. "Boxing is my 
life. I love it." 

Foreman would not say he 
would be disappointed if Ali 
realty retired, but he did ad¬ 
mit: "I would like to gel some 
revenge—I want the only man 
who ever defeated me." 

Later, Dennis said he 
thought he could outthink and 


•lutiasl his heavier opponent, 
but Foreman grinned and said 
his opponent and manager Ed 
Imondi reminded him of the 
first lime he walked through a 
graveyard at night. 

"I was just awhistlin' and 
pretendin’ 1 wasn't scared," 
Foreman said after illustrating 
his point by tiptoeing acros.s 
:hc platform and whistling 
tunelessly. 

"I really don't think It’ll go 
more than three rounds, so 
somebody better look out," he 
added, throwing a mock glare 
al the 24-year-old Dennis.

BOSTON I UPI I - Mid¬ 
season madness lakes place in 
anover, N.H., this weekend 
when Ivy League enemies 
Harvard and Dartmouth meet 
for the 80 th lime. 

"The only way to describe 
what goes on up there Is to call 
it a zoo,” said Ilarvard captain 
Bill Cmpcr, who was with the 
(’rimson in 1974 when they 
squcczedpasl hosting Dart¬ 
mouth. 17-15. 

"Wedon't have the kind of an 
atmosphere when the game Is 
at Harvard. Maybe It’s 
because of the campus location 
away from the big city." he 
said. 

Whether al Harvard or 
Dartmouth, the game 
generates justifiable en¬ 
thusiasm among students and 
alumni since one of the teams 
has won or shared the Ivy 
Ixtaguc title the past eight 
seasons. 

Harvard holds a 42-33-4 
series lead as the teams head 
into Saturday's game with the 
same 3-1 records this season. 

“We've got to gel the victory 
and it's also a 'must' win for 
them.” said Harvard coach Joe 
Keslic at Tuesday's weekly 
football luncheon. "Dart¬ 
mouth’s a small ballclub i but i 
it is a quick one." 

In a telephone conference 
call Dartmouth coach Jake 
Croulhamel said fullback Curt 
Oberg, the hero of the Dart¬ 
mouth offense, was 
questionable for the Harvard 
game because of an injury. 

"Oberg will hurl us as much 
as Tom Fleming did two years 
ago when he wasn’t supposed 
to play,” laughed Rcstlc, 
remembering that wide 


receiver Fleming nearly pullcil 
the game out for Dartmouth in 
1974- "We fully expect Oberg lo 
play."

Bugner KO's Dunn 


LONDON I UPI I - Joe 
Bugner, once the darling of the 
British fight fans, returned 
from a 14-month layoff 
Tuesday to knock out Richard 
Dunn al 2:14 of the first round 
and become British, Com¬ 
monwealth and European 
heavyweight champion. 

But Bugner, who retired 
after his defeat by Muhammad 
Ali In a title fight Kuala 
Lumpur, Malaysia, said af¬ 
terwards; "This is not a 
comeback." 

"I am going home to think 
about it," he said. "At the 
moment I don't know whether I 
will defend the European 
championship or try for 
another world title fight." 

The fight had been boosted as 
a grudge match, with Bugner 
out lo ^ow Dunn he was a far 
better boxer. But Bugner said: 
’ll wasn't a grudge fight. 1 
wasn't out to prove anything." 

Despite that, the challenger 
came out like a tiger with the 


opening bell and began an 
onslaught on the ch^pion, 
and, with the fight barely 10 
seconds old, put Dunn down on 
the seal of his pants in his own 
comer with a vicious right 
upper cut. 

Dunn took a count of eight, 
and was still bemused when 
Bugner floored him again for a 
count of two. 

Bugner drove in a right hand 
flush on Dunn's chin sending 
him crashing flat on his back 
with arms outstretched, lo win 
the $127,500 title fight. 

Dunn al 214 pounds was 12 
pounds lighter than the 
challenger. 

He said of Bugner's all-out 
assault. "It was completely out 
of character. I never expected 
that to happen. It’s one up to 
him. But il doesn't mean that I 
won't get the titles back." 

Bugner, booed into the ring 
by a Urge section of the crowd, 
left lo a roar of praise for his 
devastating win.

New England teams 
lost to hungrier clubs 


BOSTON fUPl' — Anyone who bels on sporting events 
deserved the lost weekend that just concluded. 

New England's lop football teams were unanimous in 
dropping games to underdogs. Boston College. Harvard, 
Dartmouth and Brown all fell from the undefeated ranks 
and the New England Patriots reversed their winning ways 
in iheir first game this season as the favored team. 

0\'ercon(ldence? Poor preparation? Or just being beaten 
by a better team on that particular game? 

In the case of Boston College and the Patriots, the op¬ 
ponents simply were hungrier. Florida State, 1-3 going into 
the game, was as fired up as the Eagles had been four 
weeks earlier in surprising Texas. 

The game meant more to the visitors, who were a mass of 
churning legs and burning desire. Boston College simply 
made too many mistakes, losing four fumbles, in the 28-9 
defeat. The Eagles' staid offense lacks the punch of a 
dangerous passer, so the defense cannot allow more than U 
points a game if Boston College is to win. The next test 
comes next Saturday night against West Virginia, which 
routed Temple, 42-0, last weekend. 

The Patriots certainly were anxious to win a fourth 
straight game, but they were playing a theoretically 
weaker opponent than any of the three teams they had 
beaten previously. The lions, playing at home under a 
coach hired in midweek, had a psychological edge which 
manifested itself in harder hitting and tackling. 

The Patriots simply were outplayed. Unless the offense 
scores 30 points, the Patriots will be in trouble in every 
game, starting with next Monday night’s contest with the 
New York Jets. After four straight losses, the Jets played a 
good defensive game Sunday and edged Buffalo, 17-14. 

Haivard, Dartmouth and Brown? The three Ivy l>eague 
teams fell to mortality as rain and wind aided their op¬ 
ponents. Harvard and Dartmouth play this week in 
Hanover and maybe the two teams were thinking more 
about each other than their opponents of last Saturday. 

Harvard is a multiple offense team which suffered 


greatly from trying to keep control of a slippery football. 
Cornell, with three tough losses, capitiUzed on a 75-yard run 
after a bad snap and a safety to ruin the Crimson. The loss 
.showed Han ard is susceptible whenever Jim Kubacki is 
!es.s than spectacular. 

Dartmouth, a defensively strong squad, woke up too late 
Yale scored 18 quick points, then held off the visitors' late 
rush. After an opening loss to Brown. Yale has won three 
straight and probably is the best balanced team in the I \7 
l.ooguc. 

Bi own had been unimpressive offerusivcly in winning Its 
first three games and finally got caught against Penn, 7-8, 
The Brown defense was superb again, giving up just one 
touchdown. But the Quakers made the extra point and the 
Bruins failed. Brown must do belter than its offensive aver¬ 
age of nine points a game against an aroused Cornell team 
next week 

The five losses cited above merely prove a point; Don't 
bet on football games or on any sports events unles.s you 
don't need the money. Picking winners is a bad gamble at 
best. Unfortunately for us all. working for a living is the 
only safe bet.

Airlines office. 

Police arrested about 70 
persons on various charges 
befo>-e the crowd broke up 
about midnight. 

Jolin Woods, IB. and James 
19, both of Cincinnati, 
were shot in what authorities 
called an unprovoked incident. 


Olympic brass 
mulls over action 


HAHCEi.ONA. Spam lUl’li 
The International Sports 
Federations, overseers of each 
individual Ulympic sport, are 
considering taking .sanctions 
againsl Canada and African 
nations for their political ac¬ 
tions at the Montreal Olym¬ 
pics, according to Charles 
Palmer, secretary general of 
Ihe federations' joint general 
a.ssemhly. 

The federations Tuesday 
began three days of discussions 
on what to do about the 
Canadian government’s 
refusal lo allow Taiwan to 
compete in the Olympics under 
the Republic of China name 
and the cveof-garnes walkout 
by 29 African countries 
pnilesling New Zealand’s 
presence. 

"Sanctions arc being con- 
.sidered, but 1 don’t want to talk 
about them specifically until 
ihey have been agreed on," 
said [’aimer, who also is the 
president of the World Judo 
Federation. 

"I also don't want lo let the 
people involved know what we 
iiiighl be hitting them with." 

Asked if the federations’ 
possible moves could affect the 
1978 Commonwealth (lames in 
Edmonton, the next major 
amateur sporting event in 
Canada, Palmer said, "Ye-s, I 
think it could." 

Palmer said no decision 


would be taken until later in the 
week when Ihe federations 
preseni more concrete ideas nf 
aclumlo the execulive board of 
the I liter national Olympic 
ConimiUce. which meets here 
IhLs week 

Palmer said some 
frderalioas agreed with him 
itiai Canada should be 
prevented from being liosl In 
any major amalcui' .spurts 
eveni fur 10 years. 

"Others do not agree with 
dial al all, while the majority 
are undecided. The meeting 
will decide wlial course to 
lake," Palmer said. 

Should the federations agree 
Canada should not be host for 
the Conmiunwcallh Gaines, 
Ihey simply will ban their 
members from supervising the 
various sports, making it 
virtually impossible fur Ihe 
organizers lo hold the compeli- 
Liun. 

Some federation official.s 
said the advantage of such a 
buycoll of Canada would be 
dial ii would not affect 
('anadian athletes, who wotdd 
be able to compete m other 
countries. 

Palmer said any sanctions 
would not be for vengeance. 

"We want to ensure lhal 
whal the Canadian government 
did in Montreal does nui 
happen again. Any sanctions 
would be a deterrent to show 
governments that wc don't like 
than injecting their politics inlu 
sport,” he said.

Do yourself, the animal you 
love and society at large a big 
favor by having your pet 
neutered. It’s an important 
way to help curb the pel 
overpopulation crisis, which is 
fueled by a great many more 
unwanted pets than there are 
welcoming owners. 

Performed by a veterinarian 
under modem, sterile con¬ 
ditions, the operation is a 
relatively simple procedure, 
and pets can usually return 
home the next day. 

Animals lead a normal life 
afterward, but are not able to 
produce litters of puppies or 
kittens. While some people 
believe it is cruel not to allow 
an animal to reproduce, those 
who care about animal welfare 
know that far too many un¬ 
wanted, uncared for animals 
are born each year and 
eventually have to be 
destroyed. Others are aban¬ 
doned and die of starvation,

sickness, bad weather, 
poisoning, or under the wheels 
of a car or truck. 

Some of the old objections to 
neutering must be reexamined 
in the light of the current 
animal overpopulation crisis. 
Some people think neutered 
pets become fat, but the only 
way your pet will get fat is if he 
is overfed. 

Most people don't realize 
that neutered pets actually 
make better pets. There are no 
blood stains on floors from 
females in heat. Male cats 
don’t spray urine on furniture 
or curtains as they often do If 
not castrated. 

Neutered pets arc less 
aggressive and don’t roam, so 
they're not as likely to be hit by 
a car, get lost or Involved in 
fights with other dogs. They're 
also not as likely to cause 
problems such as jumping on 
people and running through the 
house. 

So the answer is obvious: 
Have your pet spayed or 
castrated when he's of proper 
age. Show that you really care 
about the lives of animals, and 
that you also care about 
people.

He estimates the total new 
payroll cost at around $70,000 per year. 

A safety and training person will be 
responsible for setting up programs to 
teach the proper way to operate all 
equipment and for continuous inspection 
of equipment, both vehicular and shop, 

Urson will be looking for someone like 
a retired noncommissioned officer from a 
branch of the service who had a similar 
job in the service.

Silluzio used the average SAT score for 
both smaller groups rather than the 
national and Newton average. 

In the English composition test, which 
involved writing an essay, 67 percent of 
students who took the SAT tests here took 
this one. The Newton group scored 34 
points higher on this test than their score 
on the verbal SAT test. Nationally 
students scored 25 points above their SAT 
verbal test. 

In all the eight achievement test areas 
where more than five percent of the 
Newton class took the test, the spread 


between the SAT scores and the 
achievement scores was better than the 
national or state spread. 

Subjects compared were mat, 
American history, biology, chemistry 
French, Spanish, and literature. 

Due to the low number of Newton 
students who took the tests, no com¬ 
parisons were made to the national 
sample in I.aUn, German, Hebrew, 
physics, Russian, and European history. 


Advanced exams 

The Advanced Placement 
Examinations are given to students in 


special courses that arc given in high 
school for college credit. 

Silluzio said the Newton and national 
groups arc most comparable because the 
(Allege Entrance lamination Board 
provides specific criteria for selection of 
students and curriculum in these courses. 

On the basis of these tests, 71 percent of 
students nationally will receive coUege 
credit or advanced placement for their 
high school subject, and 89 percent of the 
Newton students will receive credit. 

Of 198 students who took the tests in a 
variety of 12 subjects, 176 will receive 
college credit for what they learned.

Complaint filed 
against N.H. candidate 


Republlcao Fint District Cougressional 
candidate John Adams said be was 
"laughlDg out loud" at reports the 
Federal Election Commission wants to 
fine him ISOOO for not r^orting his non- 
exislant campaign conlribudons and 
expenses. 


CONCORD. N.H. (UPI) - The Federal 
Election Commission said today it has 
filed a complaint in U.S. District Court 
charging mystery 1st District 
congressional candidate John Adams 
with failure to report campaign expenses 
and contributions. 

Adams, who says he had no expenses, 
says he doesn’t intend to comply. 

The complaint asks the court to "assess 
a civil penalty of not more than $5,000" 
against Adams, who rocked New Hamp¬ 
shire when he won, without lifting a 
finger, a fourway race for the Republican 
nomination. Adams, in a rare campaign 
appearance in Portsmouth Tuesday 
night, said he wasn't the slightest bit con¬ 
cerned about the complaint. 

"I'm laughing out loud,” said Adams, 
61. al the opening of the Portsmouth GOP 
headquarters. "Of course I'm not going to 
pay anything. I’m Just going to win the 
election." 


The complaint asks the court to enjoin 
Adams "from continuing lo refuse to file 
the quarterly reports required.” It also 
asks the court order Adams to designate 
a principle campaign committee, and to 
retain jurisdiction over the case until 60 
days after the Nov. 2 election. 

Adams has said all long he doesn’t plan 
to comply with the FEC ruling becuase he 
did not spent any money in the primary 
campaign. The FEC has sent three 
previous notices lo him requesting his 
compliance. 

"Who the hell can tell me as a citizen — 
nevermind as a politician or a candidate 
for office — that I must go out and ask for 
money, that I must have a financial agent 
and that I must have a committee 
chairman and a committee. I'm my own 
everything,” he said. 

The former Massachusetts stale 
senator has 20 days to answer the com¬ 
plaint. No hearing date has been set.

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Massachusetts House advances bill 
on workmen's compensation benefits 


BOSTON lUPI) - Initial 
approval has been given in the 
Massachusetts House to a two- 
bill package which sub- 
siantisJly boosts workmen’s 
compensation benefits and sets 
new penalties on the unem¬ 
ployed who refuse legitimate 
offers for work. 

The Iwo bills won approval in 
ihe House Tuesday wiihout a 
word of debate though con- 
troversey has surrounded ihe 
measures since Ihey were 
submitted by Gov. Michael S. 
Dukakis nearly six months 
ago. 

The bills need another House 
vote before going lo the Senate 
where approval also is epxec- 
ted. 

Under the woriunen’s com¬ 
pensation bill, maximum 
weekly benefits would jump 
from $95 lo fHO a wee* m 
January and to $150 a week in 


October of 1977. Beginning in 
October of 1978, the maximum 
benefits would be adjusted 
annually, based on the average 
weekly wage in the state. 

[>egislaUve leaders have de¬ 
scribed the bill as a tradeoff for 
concessions made by organized 
labor on the unemployment 
biU. 

According to members of the 
Commerce and Labor Commit¬ 
tee, the state’s current work¬ 
men's compensation benefit 
leveb are well below those in 
comparable states. 

The unemployment bill, 
which was based on a package 
subiiutied by the governor in 
April, would more than double 
the penalty for a person 
collecting unemployment 
benefits who refused a so- 
called "suitable job." 

The current penalty, a three- 
week loss of benefits, would be 


increased lo eight weeks under 
the bill. In addition the waiting 
period for the resumption of 
benefits would be increased 
from four to eight weeks. 

In his bill, Dukakis had asked 
for a permanent disqualifica¬ 
tion from benefits for those 
refusing work. 

Other facets include a 
streamlining of the appeals 
process and a provision allow¬ 
ing waitresses to claim credit 
for tips when applying for 
unemployment ben^ls. 

As a concession to em¬ 
ployers, the bill would allow 
claims from so-called in¬ 
voluntary quits to be paid from 
the general unemployment 
fund rather than being 
assessed against the individual 
employer. 

The bill approved Tuesday 
does not include several of the 
more controversUl items re¬ 


quested by the governor in his 
uriginal package. Administra¬ 
tion officials, nevertheless, 
said they were pleased with the 
biU. 

The original proposal 
brought a series of protests 
from organized labor. 

Dropped were provisions set¬ 
ting a higher tax on employers 
to reduce a deficit in the state’s 
unemployment fund and a new 
wage reporting system. 

The tax liike was sought due 
to projections that the state 
faced a $1 billion deficit in the 
unemployment fund by 1980. 
Since then, however, the 
estimate has dropped to $500 
iiuliion.

Graphic photographer explains 


process in Main Library exhibit

‘‘Photography and 
Newspaper Production; The 
Process," an exhibit by 
reporter-photographer Ric¬ 
hard Williams of the Newton 
Graphic, is on view at the Main 
l.ibrary, 414 Centre St., Newton 
Corner, now through the end of 
October. 

Williams offers insights into 
the graphic presentation of 
news events with an interesting 
sample of press and production 
equipment, written ex¬ 
planations. and memorabilia. 

A small selection of 
Williams’ favorite news 
pholograplLs, a case display 
that includes materials used 
tor basic photography and an 
explanation of how film is 
developed will appeal par¬ 
ticularly to the aspiring 
photographer interested in 
doing his own printing. 
Materials in this case include 
an enlarger head, trays, 
developing chemicals, and a 
(Topping wheel. 

Another case display to in¬ 
terest the viewer includes a 
darkroom lantern that 
predates electricity and a basic 
box camera. 

A far cry from today’s in¬ 
stant photography is the old 
Brownie box camera costing 


about 125 wnen first introduced 
to the public at the end of the 
19th century. 

Until this invention became 
available, people had to 
develop their own film. At that 
time it was a major and costly 
undertaking. With the Brownie 
box camera, however, people 
could shoot one hundred pic¬ 
tures and send the loaded 
camera and $15 to Kodak 
where the film was processed. 
The photographs and camera 
were then returned to the 
owner. 

Williams, who was 
graduated from Boston 
University in 1974 with a major 
in photojournalism and a 
minor in philosophy, grew up in 
Newington, Cl., where he wrote 
a weekly column for his junior 
high school paper and later 


became photograpliy editor of 
the high school year book. 

At that time he used Polaroid 
and Yashica twin lens reflex 
cameras. 

Williams, who also worked at 
MIT where he took a course in 
stroboscopic photography, now 
uses an Olympus OM-1. with 
standard and zoom lenses. 

Williams says “there is very 
little glamour in newspaper 
work- The field requires a 
dedicated person willing to 
work long and flexible hours.” 
He says he is one of the few 
people from his class who has a 
job in his field.

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No work done 
on revaluation 


The Board of Assessors will not start 
working on implementation of the real 
estale revaluation program until after 
Jan. 1 , the board informed Mayor 
Theodore Mann this week. 

Revaluation was due to be im¬ 
plemented this past summer, but 
problems with the program, done by 
Cole-Layer-Trumble. in August caused 
the court to order a two-year delay, until 
July 1. 1978. 

During the two years, the Board of 
Assessors has been ordered to correct 
obvious errors in assessment made by 
Cole-Layer-Trumble. and to adjust 
values so that they reflect full and fair 
market values. 

Explaining why they have been unable 
lo proceed on implementation, the three 
assesors said they are occupied now with 
processing applications for abatements 
and exemptions and answering questions 


from taxpayers, both of which activities 
normally increase after tax bills are paid. 

The next two to three months will be 
spent on reviewing properties for which 
abatements have been asked, and 
meeting with taxpayers and law 7 ers on 
abatements, the assessors said. 

Field work will follow the review. All 
new construction, alterations, and ad¬ 
ditions must be inspected by the 
assessors. 

The assessors have submitted a 
timetable to the court-appointed master, 
who is to oversee the revaluation 
program and will receive a monthly 
status report from the Board of 
Assessors. 

In their updating procedure, the 
assessors will analyze all sales from 1975 
through 1977, lo arrive at fair market 
value as of Jan. 1,1976 the figures, and 
incorporate into the revaluation com¬ 
puter program. 


Income-producing property will be 
subjected to a capitalizalion-of-income 
approach, for which income and expense 
figures will be required to be certified if 
necessary. 

The Board of Assessors expects lo 
continue review and inspection of 
properties which appeared, on the basis 
of sales price, to have been assessed 
cither too high or too low. 

The assessors commented on the fact 
that when revaluation does go into effect, 
under present laws many elderly, 
widows, and other entitled to exemptions 
will lose them unless the legislature 
makes “a number of radical changes in 
the existing lax exemptions." 

The Board of Assessors recommends 
that the mayor and the Board of Alder¬ 
men join the board in exerting pressure 
on the Newton legislators to correct such 
lax inequities.

Mayor Theodore Mann is "resting 
comfortably" in Newlon-Wellesley 
HospitaL'where he was admitted Monday 
afternoon. 

According to the mayor’s office, his 
condition has been diagnosed as 
"bleedinq ulcers.” He was being treated 
by rest and medication. On Wednesday 
morning no surgery was contemplated. 

The mayor was not allowed to have 
visitors or lo receive or make telephone 
calls. 

•According tu the mayor's physician. 
Dr. John Athans, bleeding ulcers are 
.suspected, but the diagnosis has not been 
confirmed. 

X-rays and diagnostic tests are 
scheduled for today (Thursday). The 
mayor is being treated with rest and 


medication. There is denfinitely no heart 
problem involved, Athans said. 

Neither the hospital nor the mayor's 
office would predict when he will be 
discharged or return to work. 

In February, 1975, Mayor Mann 
collapsed at a School Committee meeting 
and was taken to the hospital. His doctor, 
Dr. James Sidd, said he had had an at¬ 
tack of atrial fibrillation lirregular 
contractions of the heart), a result of 
stress.

New sign ordinance passed 


Just too late tu affect political signs for 
(his year's election, the new sign or¬ 
dinance was passed by the Board of 
Aldermen Monday night. 

The new ordinance, which had been 18 
months m the making, would ban political 
signs in all but business and manufac¬ 
turing zones. 

The new ordinance was approved by a 
vote of 18-3, after a last-minute effort by 
Aid. Matthew Jefferson lo weaken the 
force of the ordinance failed. Jefferson 


wanted to exempt all existing signs from 
the ordinance. 

As finally passed, the sign ordinance 
requires rcinoval or replacement of all 
roof and freestanding signs within three 
to nine years, depending on the age of the 
sign. 

in a compromise worked out with the 
Newton-Needham Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. wall signs that do not conform to 
the new standards will be allowed to 


remain, provided they are nut altere 
any way. 

When the cost of repair or resloratio 
.such a nonconforming sign exceeds i 
third the replacement value of the s 
the sign must be brought into compliai 
In commercial districts, principal' 
.signs arc limited lo a maximum of 
.square feet, except when the buildin 
on a corner. The actual sign area alio 
depends on the building frontage.

Redevelopment projects finall 
underway on Lower Falls site

The Massachusetts Senate 
unanimously passed a 
resolution authored by Sen.

During his debate with 
Jimmy Carter, Ford had 
promised that he would order 
Ihe Department of Commerce

the next day the Commerce 
Department issued a 
statement saying that 
President Ford did not mean 
that companies which were 
now on a list would be released, 
bui that only companies who in 
Ihe future comply with the 
Arab boycott would be 
released. 

The Backman-Sisilsky 
resolution notes that it is the 
expre.ssed policy of both the 
United Stales and 
Massachusetts to act in op¬ 


position to economic boycotts 
of American businessmen by 
foreign nations and (hat this 
slate by act of the legislature 
has ihis year incorporated into 
the law an anti-boycott 
measure. 

The resolution urges ihe 
President lo have the names 
released and lo publish 
periodically and regularly and 
make available to the 
American people the lists of 
such companies. 

"It is a cruel hoax, not only 
on people of the Jewish faith, 
but on all Americans, for the 


President of the United States 
10 allow foreign nations lo 
dictate to American 
Businesses and businessmen 
their policies. 

"Aside from any new federal 
legislation that is pending, it 
would appear that American 
Companies who agree to 
participate in the Arab boycott 
against other American 
businesses arc in violation of 
the Criminal Anti-Trust Laws. 
If the President knows these 
names he should disclose them 
to the American public," said 
Backman.

Fa ir is 
not flat 

There’s a broadside of information — 
some true, some false — coming every 
which way about the referendum question 
dealing with electricity rates. 

It's been nicknamed the 'flat rate' ques¬ 
tion and will be on the ballot November 2 as 
Referendum No. 7. 

Some who support this particular 
referendum would have you and me 
believe that if use discounts were no longer 
given the big consumers of electricty then 
the rale would go down for home owners. 

That claim — sort of a pre election 
promise — may or may not be true. The 
monthly bill might — emphasize might — go 
down slightly for homeowners. Might, No 
guarantee. But it is foolish to believe there 
would be no impact from the higher rates 
ihat would have to be charged businesses, 
schools, hospitals and those other users 
who. by necessity, gobble up kilowatts by 
the billions. 

It’s for certain that any rate change 
would not affect the overall charges which 
electric utilities have to get from every 
source to cover costs. 

If it costs more through an increase in 
electrical rates to produce just about every 
product you buy it is only realistic to know 
there will be increases for the products we 
buy and need. 

Flat rate will mean more hidden 
charges. And we are going flat broke from 
too many hidden charges already. 

We have also heard rumblings about the 
number of jobs that will be lost if a flat rate 
were to pass because businesses would 
move out of Massachusetts. Sometimes 
those rumors are hard to trace. But we 
know for a fact that one large employer 
has served notice that he will move out 
if flat rate becomes law. 

The head of the firm, a no-nonsense 
pragmatist, has given fair and firm war¬ 
ning that his company, which employes 350 
will leave before the ink dries on tlat rate. 

His reason is simple. He’s in a 

highly competitive industry and with a jolt 
to his electric charges his edge in seeking 
business would be gone, and so will he and 
350 jobs 

It’s an oversimplification to say flat 
rates means lower costs for householders. 
Electricity costs money and the tab goes 
higher and higher. No one can believe that 
a referendum that shifts the pay load only 
slightly is going to mean a real savings for 
many. 

The real question is how electricity 
suppliers can better provide their services 
at a lower cost. And this, sorry to say, is 
not a referendum question that a 'yes' or 
no' can decide in a voting booth next 
month. 

Resigned to the existance of 
overwhelmingly successful formulas for 
the care and feeding of state house 
bureaucracies, one can feel quite sure that 
the costs to administer this type of legisla¬ 
tion would simply add another ‘un-fair 
share’ of taxes to further flatten the 
wallets of the taxpayers of the com¬ 
monwealth.

Why the ERA should be passed

Two hundred years of struRRle and 
chanf;c have culminated in the ap¬ 
pearance nf Question 1 on the November 
ballot, 

Mii.s.sachusells voters will be asked 
whether they approve of the following 
addition to our state constitution; 
‘ Ptquality under (he law shall not be 
denied or abridged because of sex, race, 
color, creed or national origin.” 

Because there has been so much 
confusion over this simply-worded 
•■-laicmcnt, let's examine the intent of the 
icfercndum question. 

If approved by the voters, what will be 
the effect of the Massachusetts ERA? 

In truth, it will change very Utile 
because our legislature has already 
enacted laws and guidelines which 
prohibit dLscrimination. 

f-'iir example, Massachusetts has 
already revised its statutes concerning 
alimony payments, based on the concept 
ihai support obligations will depend on 
the individual ability and circumstances 
of each spouse. 

Some laws will have to be reworded or 
altered, and a commission is now 
studying which statutes will be affected. 
lt.s basis for decisio" will be the un¬ 


derlying concept of the amendment; 
similar people who are In similar 
.situations must be treated similarly 
rather than being treated differently 
because nf characteristics irrelevant to 
the particular situation. 

Presently, state laws which provide for 
the rehabilitation of juvenile offenders 
are tougher on young men than on young 
women. 

Similar people, youthful offenders, 
arc being treated differently because of 
I heir sex. It would be more relevant to 
consider individual characteristics, such 
as ihe number of offenses or type of of¬ 
fense, rather than gender. 

This does not imply that all people will 
be treated "the same," and it does not 
mean they will be forced to behave or be 
treated in the "same way." 

??qual does not mean same. 

Women who wish to remain working in 
I heir homes will continue to do so; those 
women who choose, or must, become part 
Ilf the labor force will be ensured the 
same privileges as their male coworkers; 

I he equal opportunity to work overtime, if 
they choose; the option to work the night 
shift if they wish to work it. 

Nor will rights be taken away from 
either men or women in ori^r to equalize 
treatment. 


If It has been seen that vocational 
rehabilitation is beneficial to male in¬ 
mates, It will be provided for females. As 
has been the case with social security 
payments, which will be extended to 
widowers as well as widows, many state 
laws and benefits which now favor 
women will be extended to men. 

Women will not be thrown out Into the 
streets, forced to support their families. 
No stale which has already adopted the 
ERA has found its streets teeming with 
job-hunting women who would prefer to 
be home raising children. 

But if, in the case of divorce, a husband 
and wife earn the same income, 
Massachusetts law has already asked 
why it should be automatically assumed 
that only the husband must be expected to 
contribute to the children's support. 
However, if the husband has been the 
chief provider, he will continue to be 
rc.sponsible for these obligations. 

The law is not, and never has been, a 
ramrod. The ERA is not a decree of 
mindle.ss rigidity. The law has never been 
granted the right to interfere in personal 
relationships. It can neither create nor 
destroy a family. That is done privately. 
The amendment, in turn, has no 
jurisdiction over private affairs, private 
'ousmess or pnvate institutions 


The ERA is a reflection of deep changes 
lhai have already occurred. Today, a 
greater number of women are working 
because of necessity and there are few 
jobs, roles or activities which demand 
characteristics based on sex. 

Both men and women have come to 
understand that a failure to affirm equal 
rights, often in the name of "protection." 
has protected women from enjoying 
equal rights. 

The addition of the Equal Rights 
Amendment will be a philosophical 
siaiemeni by the people of Massachusetts 
I hat we esteem and respect each other as 
equals; and that although we do, indeed 
possess differences, many of them are 
irrelevant to the kinds of lives we live 
loday. 

The ERA is a moral statement that we 
will not condone laws which use 
characteristics such as race, sex, religion 
or national origin, to rationalize unequal 
ireaiment where inequality does not 
exist. 

Passage of the ERA is a modem af¬ 
firmation of the Bill of Rights.

impact on the daily lives of every

BOSTON IUPII — Massachusetts voters taxe me law into 
their own hands Nov. 2. 

Citizen lawmakers confront Mt the ballot nine yes-or-no 
questions promising a greater impact on the state's six 
million resients than anyUiing done by the slate’s 280 paid 
lawmakers in a nine-month legislative session. 

Despite the hoopla of a presidential election year, the 
advertising and rhetorical fury surrounding key referen¬ 
dum questions in Massachusetts has all but eclipsed the 
race for the White House or the United States Senate. 

Must of the controversial propositions reached the ballot 
after repeated rejection by the legislature to take action. 

Should voters successfully override the legislature, it 
could spell a weakened role for the State House lawmakers 
of the future. 

Four of the nine questions promise an inunediate impact 
on the daily lives of ever}' man, woman and child. 


Voters may; 

—OuUaw handguns within six months; 

—Find the use of no-deposit bolt les within 90 days; 

—Put Massachusetts in the business or producing electric 
power; 

—End Uie volume discount on electric power enjoyed by 
industry for decades. 

Five other questions have lesser immediate impact in¬ 
cluding two advisory questions asking voters’ opinions on 
an oil refinery and deepwater port in the state and a second 
question on whether to end the three-century old prohibition 
on Sunday sales at retail stores. 

Also cat the ballot are a state equal rights amendment and 
authcH-ization for Uie legislature to substitute a graduated 
income tax for a flat state income lax. Another measure 
would allow absentee baUots to be distributed to persons 
with religious objections to voting election day. 

Measures to restrict the rights of gun owners tradition¬ 
ally ignite vociferous opposition from antigun control 
groups. Yet the battle over handguns has taken a back seat 
this year to the citizen move to ban nodeposit bottles. 

The bottling industry’s "Committee to Protect Jobs and 
the Use of Convenience Containers in Massachusetts" 
launched a |1 million campaign to defeat the botUe ban in 
the state, one of four with the anlibottle proposition on the 
ballot. 

Advertised claims a bottle ban "could cost your family 
over {100 a year” were labeled "totally absurd" by the 
federal Environmental Protection Agency. The state at¬ 
torney general’s office refused to investigate, saying a pre¬ 
election investigation would color the outcome. 

'"nie voters of the Commonwealth are the ultimate ar¬ 
biters on the issue of truth in political advertising," At¬ 
torney General Francis X. BellotU said. 

The Massachusetts PuUic Interest Group talked legal 


action two weeks before election day, but no immediate 
decision was made. 

The Gun Owners AcUon League led an effort to defeat the 
proposal outlawing weapons with barrels of less than 16 
inches, countering a well publicized led by Boston Police 
Commissioner Robert diGrazia and Middlesex County 
Sheriff John Buckley. 

While backers of the measure cited a J40 million price tag 
for required state purchase of 500,000-900,000 registered 
handguns in the state, opponents like House Public Safety 
Committee Chairman William Hogan, D-Everett, said it 
would cost “between $150 million and (250 million." 

"I just don't see Uiat happening,” Hogan said when asked 
if the legislature which has oppo^ handgun controls would 
appropriate the necessar}’ funds. 

Gov. Michael S. Dukakis endorsed the ban on handguns. 

But the first-term Democrat expressed reservations 
about a related proposal to end volume discounts for large 
users of electricity, warning it could force some major 
companies to look elsewhere for expansion. 

Dukakis and the Public Utilities Commission he ap¬ 
pointed pressed forward instead with a revision in the 
pricing structure with rales var}'ing according to the 
demand for power. 

The controversy surrounding the pair of electric power 
questions on the ballot, much like the controversy over 
iBttles. became a contest for public sentiment. 

Utilities opposing a state public power authority warned 
of a state takeoverof power generation while backers said a 
state-run authority could save electric consumers millicflis. 

A proposed end to the volume discount for large users of 
electric power was assailed by industry and labor alike. 
Backers said it would cut the electric bills for small busi¬ 
nesses and homeowners, but opponents warned industry 

wouldfacemilUonsof dollars in additional electricity costs.

The flu immunization program

By now most of us have heard of the 
federal governinent’s $1!15 million swine 
influenza iminunizulion progruin and are 
very confused by the controversy 
surrounding the program. This column 
by your Health Department will attempt 
to clarify the source of that confusion in 
ihe hope ihal Newton residents will make 
as well-mfornied decisions about im¬ 
munization as possible. 

Immunization against infectious 
diseases is one of the traditionally ef¬ 
fective tools of public health. 
Immuni7.atiun is based upon the fact that 
the body produces a substance to destroy 
iin-admg organisms, such as viruses and 
bacteria, whenever it is attacked. The 
substance is called an antibody and each 
type of organism causes an antibody to be 
made which inlerracls with that specific 
organism and none other. The first time a 
person's body is invaded by a .specific 
type organism, it takes several days 
before antibodies arc made and usually 
the person becomes ill from the infection 
m the meantime. The next lime that same 
type of organism attacks that person. 
Iiowever, antibodies already exist and the 
germs will most likely be destroyed 
before they can cause infectious illness. 

Our society has learned how to 
stimulate the body to make antibodies 
before there is a possibility of infection 
with the result that a person does not even 
have to have the first illness in order to 
have antibodies against infection. The 
lechmque used to cause production of 
antibodies is called immunization. It 
consists of introducing into the healthy 
body small amounts of organisms which 
have been specially treated so they 
cannot cause the actual illness but do 
stimulate the body to make antibodies. 

Since each type of infectious organism 
known to cause disease in man has a 
specific structure and mode of infection, 
immunization against each type of 
organism has to be done in a manner and 
wilh a vaccine designed to act against 
ihat specific type of organism. 

In spile of the fact that each type of 


vaccine must be made in a unique way for 
each type of organism, the task of vac¬ 
cine manufacturers and users is made 
easier by the fact that any given vaccine 
can be made and given in the same way 
year after year with the assurance that it 
will be effective. Unfortunately, there is 
one exception to this rule and that is 
immunization against influenza. 

The reason for this is that there are 
many different types of organisms which 
cause the particular combination of 
sympiums which we diagnose as in¬ 
fluenza. In order for any case of influenza 
lo be specifically diagnosed it is 
necessary lo carry out lengthy laboratory 
lests to identify the type of virus causing 
the infection. F'ortunalely, there is 
usually only one type of influenza "going 
around" in any given year and that type 
is dominant for several years. 

Even a known dominant type of virus 
undergo subtle changes with time. In 
order lo assure immunization against the 
dominant type of virus for any year, wc 
must constantly monitor the virus and 
manufacture new vaccuic whenever the 
virus undergoes change. In actuality, 
ihen, one does not get a "flu shot" every 
year against “the flu" but rather one gets 
a different type of vaccine against the 
type of iiifluenze prevalent that year. 

The type of influenza expected in 
Massachusetts this year is the same 
strain that was domuiani last year, the 
A— Victoria influenza strain. Therefore, 
vaccine againsi this is being highly 
recommended for all persons at high risk, 
namely those over ^ years of age and 
those with chronic illnesses of any age 
from 3 years and up. 

This year an additional vaccine is being 
made available which hasheen specially 
produced for immunizaUon against the 
'A- - New Jersey or soH:alled swtne flu. 

The reasons for the federal govern¬ 
ment’s crash program against this flu are 
complex but are based upon several 
factors. 

F'lrst, whenever a new strain of flu 
virus becomes dominant there is a 
serious epidemic because most people 


h.ive not been exposed to that strain and 
dll not have antibodies against it. 

Secondly, there seems lo be a cycle of 
change which somehow results in an 
important new tj'pe of virus appearing 
uboui every ten years. We arc now- 
nearing the end of the cycle begun in 1968 
with the Hong Kong-lype virus so experts 
are expecting a new type to appear. When 
a small outbreak of swine flu occurred at 
Fort Dix, N.J.. last winter, this was 
thought to be a possible forerunner of the 
next dominant type. 

Thirdly, that particular type of in¬ 
fluenza. the swine flu type, appears to be 
related to the type of virus which caused 
Ihe 1918 influenza epidemic remembered 
as causing an especially deadly type of 
disease. 

.Since the federal government's 
decision lo implement a nationwide 
immunization program against the swine 
flu, no cases of that type have been 
diagnosed anywhere in the world. Many 
experts are now queslionmg the need for 
the program, believing that wc will not 
have an epidemic of swine flu this year. 

Some have suggested that the swine flu 
may be the new type of influenza for the 
future but that it may not occur in large 
numbers of cases until next year or the 
next several years. 

Some experts suggest that the vaccine 
not be given now but be stored for use 
when an epidemic is more definitely on 
Ihe way but others argue that it will be too 
late lo immunize large numbers of people 
when we see an epidemic developing. 
There is even some disagreement as to 
how serious an outbreak of swine flu 
would be if it did occur. 

While some physicians seriously fear 
another 1918 pandemic unless we have 
mass mununizations, others believe that 
swine flu in the 1970's may be of the same 
degree of seriousness as oUier types of 
influenza we have known recently. All 
influenza is a serious and potentially 
deadly disease for persons at high risk, 
bui die swine flu may be about Uie same 
as others in its potential deadliness. No 
one really knows what lo expect regar¬ 


ding the swine flu this year, so each of us 
is in a position of having lo decide on the 
basis of inadequate knowledge whether 
or noi to be immunized against it. 

Your Health Department wants lo 
assisi every person who wishes to be 
immunized to do so. We strongly 
recommend that all elderly and persons 
wilh chronic illness (heart, lung or kidney 
di.seaseordiabetes, for instance! obtain a 
shni of Ihe bivalent vaccine which will 
provide protection against the A-Victoria 
,as well as the swine flu. We regret that 
1 he bivalent vaccine will probably only be 
available To the elderly and chronically 
ill, as a result of a federal government 
decision. Only the swine flu (monovalent i 
vaccine will be given to healthy adults. At 
his lime, no flu vaccine is recommended 
for healthy children because appropriate 
dosages have not been worked out. 

Ii IS important that the public un¬ 
derstand that the Monovalent swine flu 
vaccine will not protect someone against 
he A- V iciona influenza. A person may 
gel a monovalent swine flu shot and still 
have the Victoria type flu this winter. 
Only time will tell if there is lo be any 
swme flu ihis year. If there is, a person 
whci has received a monovalent swine flu 
shot will have protection against it. 

Since no one knows if swine flu will 
appear this fear, most of those m 
posiiions lo give advice in Massachusetts 
are laking no stand regarding whether or 
nui healthy individuals should receive the 
swme flu vaccine. 

Although scientific evidence says swine 
flu IS not likely lo occur this year, there is 
a long-shot chance that it might appear. 
The disagreements among medical 
professionals can only be resolved in the 
fumre. 

In the meantime, this nationwide swine 
influenza immunization program must be 
viewed as a uniquely complex social, 
economic and political as well as 
scientific phenomenon of our lime. The 
need for and validity of day to day disease 
prevention programs will continue long 
after ihe 1976 swine flu crisis has come 
and gone

The Newton Highlands 
Neighborhood Service Area 
Council IS very concerned 
about the possible closing of 
Hyde School. 

Hyde School is very im¬ 
portant to the Newton 
Highlands community. Besides 
educating children, it forms 
the economic and social basis 
of the unique sense of com¬ 
munity in the Highlands. 
Through their children and the 
school programs, adults in 
Newton Highlands meet each 
other. 

Other activities sponsored by 
the school iPTA meetings, 
community school, senior 
citizen programs, volunteer 
programs I provide op¬ 
portunities for meetings bet¬ 
ween adults, among residents 
all ages, incomes and interests. 

This involvement with the 
school draws people into the 
village ; they then use the 
shops and services in the 
business area. 

School contacts are rein¬ 
forced by shopping encounters, 
resulting in a strong feeling of 
neighborhood identity. The 


business district is dependent 
on Hyde's continuing operation 
as a school. The school is the 
largest employer in the area. 
These employees constantly 
support the village economy. 

Concern over the economic 
health of the business district 
led to the organization of our 
Neighborhood Area Council. 

Federal and state legislation 
now supports the preservation 
of neighborhoods and the 
buildings that characterize the 
neighborhood because they 
recognize the significance of 
the community In the in¬ 
dividual's daily life. 

Through the Planning 
Department, the business 
district has been included in 
the Community Development 
Program. As a result, Newton 
Highlands is working with a 
design consultant to improve 
the appearance of the business 
district and thereby strengthen 
its economic viability. 

This is not the time for a 
School Committee to undo that 
effort and destroy a com¬ 


munity by closing the in¬ 
stitution that plays a leading 
role in supporting the economic 
life of the village and 
developing strong community 
spirit. Gosing Hyde School and 
sending the children off in live 
different directions, as men- 
lioned in one plan, will divide 
the neighborhood as surely as a 
highway through the center of 
town. 

Since one of the goals of the 
council is long-range planning 
for our neigborhood we want to 
work with city officials to 
provide the most desirable 
future for our community. 

We want you to have this 
information about Newton 
Highlands so that you will 
understand the economic and 
social significance of Hyde 
School to the village and to the 
neighborhood. We hope you 
will consider it carefully when 
you look for the best way to 
solve the problem of declining 
enrollment.

A Saturday of discoveries 


To tbe Editor: 

I.ast Saturday, five of us, a 
programming consultant, a 
lawyer, a science teacher, a 
pretty young mother with her 
child on her back, my young 
friend ra junior high school 
student) and I walked the 
Novitiate land. We had all seen 
the land before and never 
cease to be amazed by it. 

Saturday held new 
discoveries. We began our 
walk, bypassing the ususal 
route to the river, and decided 
to explore the boundaries of 
this 60-acre gem. We cut 
through the playing fields 
adjoining the main building 
until wc found ourselves in an 
area unglamorously called the 
gravel pit (so named because 
gravel was mined there to fill 
the Back Bay in Boston). 

Here was a wealth of 
discovery. Here was a perfect 
example of succession plants. 
Rolling hills, how nice, we 
thought, for skiing down those 
hills toward the river. 

Wc found evidence of animal 
life, a mass of feathers,; what 
drama look place here, death 
in the afternoon, a hawk 
perhaps. 

Wo<^chuck holes; a cot¬ 
tontail bounced away having 
tried to wait us out until we got 
loo close. 

My young friend gave us the 
recipe for Sumac tea. Like pink 
lemonade, he said. 

The science teacher ex¬ 
plained how we could tell the 
difference between blackberry 
and raspberry brambles, 
which are plentiful in the area. 
Wc tasted the different 
varieties of crabapples on the 
numerous trees. In this area 1 
found a miniscule, incredibly 
beautiful treasure growing on 
some lichen. British soldiers, 
liny little bright red pinheads 
growing closely by little grey 
pixie cups, a little fairyland in 
grey, green and red. 

Finally we worked our way 
down toward the river where 
we could stand on a high 
plateau and view the Charles 
and the meadows. All of nature 
broke through us. Emotionally, 
wc fell the beauty of New 


England, the concept of fields 
and streams and woods. 

The idea of 14 miles of river 
in Newton not really being used 
by its residents becomes sad 
and overwhelming. 

From here we walked up to 
the 18th century road that was 
used by farmers to reach the 
river. 

We pushed leaves aside and 
found a field of ladyslippers, 
some dried in Indian pipe, a 
leaf shaped like a mitten, fallen 
from a huge sassafrass tree. 

Out of the woods and into a 
big meadow, a field beautiful in 
its own right, but now 
magnificent in fall color. Over 
the pond. A kingfisher was 
working, its staccato rasp 
clear. Across the pond a pine 
tree, favorite perch of the red- 
shouldered hawk who patrols 
the area. 

Resting by the river, we just 
couldn't believe lhat we were 
still in Newton. It was 
everything associated with 
rural New England We 
chatted and began to wonder 
just what priorities do exist. 

Can the City of Newton af¬ 


ford to lei this property go? 

Where in Newton can you go 
and forget soaring prices, tax 
rates and ail the headaches of 
modern life? This is escape, 
pure and simple, and Newton 
cannot afford to let it go. 

A group of Newton residents 
I the Newton Conservators) has 
been circulating petitions, 
conducting regular Saturday 
morning walks on the land, and 
the results have been truly 
amazing. 

It would seem lhat there are 
more people like my five 
friends than one would 
imagine. The demand is there 
for the city to acquire the 
land. It would seem to be up to 
the city and the people of 
Newton now. 

This land is important, for 
the future generations of 
youngsters who might find a 
segment of life they were 
never aware of and for the 
many thinking people who are 
acutely aware of the natural 
world, and for my young 
friend. Let's buy it for him.

surance premiums, hospital 
charges and taxes. 

If hospitals like Newton- 
Wellesley arc charged at a 
higher rale for their elec¬ 
tricity, it will result in an in¬ 
crease in electrical expenses of 
somewhere between 10 and 30 
percent.

Library still has a chance 


at junior college property 


Champions of a new mair 
library were successfu 
Monday night in having the 
disposition of a portion of the 
dcfuncl Newlon Junior College 
•Site returned lo the City 
Planning Committee for fur¬ 
ther discussion. 

The college was al Walnut 
Street and Washington Park. 

The "core committee," a 
group of city officials ap¬ 
pointed to pass on reenm- 
inondalions for the use of 
surplus municipal building.s, 
recommended that the old 
Claflin School part of Newton 
Junior College be developed by 
a private developer for 
residential, commercial, or 
office use or a combination of 
these u.ses. 

The aldcrmanic City 
Planning Committee report 
accepting that recom¬ 
mendation was amended al the 
last meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen lo include the 
library as a potential 
developer. 

Aid. Joseph McDonnell at 
that time pointed out that a 
previous Board had been 
committed lo the Newlon 
Junior site for a new main 
library. 

McDonnell moved recon¬ 
sideration of the vote of ap¬ 
proval of the Board at the last 
meeting, so that the matter 
would be up for discussion 
again. 

McDonnell said Monday 


night that he had moved 
reconsideration so that the 
library would "avoid com¬ 
petition with other 
developers." 

"I'm not pushing for this 
particular site.” McDonnell 
.said, but pointed out that the 
subject of a new main library 
has been under consideration 
for 13 nr 14 years. 

lie said, "There will never be 
a library until we have selected 
a site." 

Aid, Terry Morris, chairman 
of the aldcrmanic City Plaiv 
ning CoinmiUee, is opposed to 
tying up the Newton Junior 
Collge .site until the library has 
a possibility of being built. 

The Friends of the library 
have been talking for some 
years about raising some of the 
estimated $5 million to build a 
new library, but lo dale they 
have raised only a small 
amount of money. 

Planning Director Charles 
Thomas, a member of the core 
commillec. believes that the 
Newton Junior College site is 
not a good choice. He prefers 
the location of the library to be 
in a commercial district. 

The need tor one main 
library lias not been demon¬ 
strated lo everyone’s 
satisfaction. Several years ago 
a single facility was recom¬ 
mended. but since then some 
people have been thinking 
about two libraries. 

If a new library were to be 


built, the to branch libraries 
would probably be closed. 

In a recent Planning 
Department publication 
outlining results from the 
census questionnaire, library 
facilities were rated “good" by 
44 percent of those responding. 
The fewest "good” responses 
came from a part of Auburn- 
dale, Chestnut Hill, and one- 
half of Ward 8. 

Ratings of housing in 
location lo libraries were 
"good" from fewer residents 
south of Route 9 than in other 
parts of the city. 

Since the north side of the 
city is already built up and any 
large growth in population will 
have to occur on the south side’ 
the Planning Department 
among others is looking for a 
more central, easily accessible 
location than the Walnut Street 
junior college site. 

Land Use Committee 
Chairman Eliot Cohen' 
speaking in favor of further 
discussion, said, “We have a 
municipal obligation lo the 
library." Requiring the library 
to compete with other 
developers in coming up with a 
proposal for the land and 
building is "forcing the 
municipality to compete with 
itself,” Cohen said. 

Aid. Susan Schur responded, 
"If the site and the building are 
suitable, the Friends of the 
Library should be able to make 
a convincing case."

Sgt. James Carter Jr. found 
near The Mall the critter at 
2:30 a m. Monday last week 
and it was at first identified as 
a mink. 

Furrier Julius Masow of 60 
Hillside St., Newton, correctly 
identified the animal as a 
F.uropean fitch, also called a 
ferret. He knew it wasn't a 
mink because of the newspaper 
reports of it being friendly. 

Animal Control Officer 
Charles Rivers, being told by 
Masow that the animals are 
seldom seen alive in this 
country, called U.S. Customs 
officials. They referred him to 
the Fish and Wildlife Service 
I hat said the animals are legal 
In the country, but sometimes 
used illegally. 

According to Officer Rivers, 

he ferrets arc sometimes used 


illegally by hunters to catch 
rabbits after the rabbits run 
into their holes. 

Ugally the friendly animals 
are being used in warehouses 
to catch rats and mice, and are 
also being sold now in pet 
stores. 

Officer Rivers reported that 
Fish and Wildlife officials said 
Ihe ferrets breed faster than 
rabbits and could present a 
problem if their population 
booms. 

With the wide publicity the 
animal received in local papers 
the police recieved several 
calls’ one by a woman claiming 
the animal escaped from her, 
and another from a man saying 
he saw two men drop the 
animal out of a car on Rle. 9. 

For the sake of the animal 
Officer Rivers brought it to the 
zoo on Friday where he expects 
it will be included in the MDC's 
traveling zoo for children.

Kenney was seen jumping 
into a blue sedan by Sgt. 
Oeorge F. Sorensen, Jr., who 
saw the car speed up Lexington 
.Street toward Waltham. 

The car with four persons in 
it was chased by Waltham 
police but escaped. The 
registration number seen by 
Sgt. Sorensen led police to 
discover the car had been 
stolen from Chelsea at 10:10 
a.m. Monday. 

Kenney was being brought 
back to Billerica after Newton 
District Court Judge Monte 
Basbas found probable cause 
against him on six charges 
relating to the armed robbery 
at the First National Store, 642 
Washington St., Newtonville, 
on Aug. 7. 

He was being held at 
Billerica in lieu of $50,000 bail 
after the complaints were read 
against him in court Oct. 2. 

Kenney appealed the amount 
of the bail but it was upheld in 
Superior Court. He waived 


counsel at the probable cause 
hearing Monday, court papers 
indicate. 

In addition to the charge of 
armed robery of $583 from 


First National, Kenney is 
charged with possession of a 
saw^-off shotgun, altering the 
serial number of a gun, 
receiving .stolen property, to

The reorganization plan for 
the Public Work.s. Recreation. 
KnEinecring. Water, and 
fluilding departments were 
submitted by Mayor Theodore 
Mann last week. 


In H separate plan, the 
mayor asks the Board to ap¬ 
prove the abolition of the 
position and department of city 
physician, whose duties and 
functions would be asscd by the 
Personnel Department.

maintenance jobs in the city — 
streets, parks, buildings — wiU 
be done by the Public Works 
Department instead of by the 
individual department under 
whose jurisdiction the facility 
may be. 

The Building Commissioner 
will be responsible only for 
enforcement of slate building 
codes, city zoning regulatioas 
and city plumbing and wiring 
regulations. 

The Recreation Com- 
mis.sioner will be responsible 
for recreation programs and 
management of playgrounds 
but not their maintenance. 

The City Engineer and the 
Water Commissioner and their 
respective departments will 
.continue more or le.ss as is. 


with the "assistance and ad¬ 
vice" of the Public Works 
Commissioner. 

The abolition of the position 
of city physician gives the 
Personnel Department the task 
of providing health care for 
city employees and tightening 
up controLs on the abuse of sick 
leave and workmen's com¬ 
pensation. 

Jane Pitt, the mayor's chief 
administrative officer, said at 
a news conference Monday 
lhal proposals for medicare of 
employees have been received 
from the Newton-Wellesiey 
Hospital and from a clinic in 
Wellesley Hills headed by 
former Health Commissioner 
and City Physician Dr. John 


Alhans. 

Mayor Mann and the Board 
of Aldermen have been con¬ 
cerned for some time with the 
excessive sick time taken by 
some city employees and by 
the climbing workmen's- 
compensalion costs. 

As formerly established, the 
position of city physician took 
only about 10 hours per week, 
not enough lime to do the 
frillow-up and investigation of 
injury and sickness claims 
thoroughly. 

Newton-t^ellesley Hospital 
maintains a health service for 
its own employees’ Ms. Pitt 
said, and would be able to 
integrate city employees into 
lhal service. 

The full Board of Aldermen 


will deliberate on the public 
works reorganization, sitting 
informally as a committee of 
ihe whole. 


The Personnel Department 
matter has been referred to the 
City Planning and Public 
Health 4 Safely committees. 


■MAHFAfT ITKIAl ' 
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Housing Services queried 
on housing for retarded 


Providing housing for 
handicapped and retarded 
persons in the city has surfaced 
as a new issue for the Newton 
Housing Services Commission. 



An inquiry from the Newton- 
Wcllcslcy-Wcston Committee 
to Plslablish Community 
Kesidcnce.s to HSC Executive 
Director Frank Quinn sparked 
di.scu.s.sion on the subject last 
week. 

The Newton-Wellesley- 
Weston Committee asked if the 
HSC would be interested in 
taking over and operating 
Juniper House, a home for 
moderately retarded adulLs on 
Ncwlonville Avenue. 

No decisions were made on 
Ihe mailer, according to 
Chairman Stephen Buchbin- 
dcr 

One of the missions of the 
Ilmising Services Commission 
is to provide housing for 
handicapped, but "it's a long 
way down the road." 
Buchbinder said Tuesday. 

The Newton-Wellesiey- 
Weston Committee is locdcing 
for an appropriate city agency 
lo purchase Juniper Hou.se. 
whose' occupants range in age 
from 32 lo 42. 

The HSC doesn’t think it is 
ibe right group to purchase the 
lioine, but it might eventually 
lake a hand in operating the 
house, Buchbinder said. 

Programs now functioning 


under the state Department of 
Mental Health and the Morgan 
Memorial Goodwill would 
conlinue, he believes, with city 
agencies helping lo run the 
facility. 

In other business, the 
commission is investiqating 
the asset limits that face 
continuing occupants of 
Newton housing projects. 

For example, if a couple has 
qualified under the limits for 
as.sels and income for two 
persoas and one spouse dies, 
Ihe .survivor may be above the 
legal limit for single persons, 
either in income or assets. 

The HSC now ha.s separate 
limits for income and assets. 

It is looking fur a way to 
revise the ceiling so that 
longtime residents are not 
suddenly thrown out when they 
inherit a small amount of 
money due to death of a spouse 
or relalive. 

Possibilities are a sliding 
.scale limit, or a combined 
asset-income limit 
Buchbinder said. 

Further discussion on both 
items will probably come at the 
next meeting of the com¬ 
mission on November 9 at the 
agency's Auburndale office.

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Mid-America 
holds 
surprises 
for visitors

Mid-Anierica can hold sur¬ 
prises for Americans louring 
by car through this region of 
mighty rivers and lakes, 
rolling farmlands and prairies 
and history 

Take, for instance, the town 
of New Harmony on the 
Wabash River, about 25 miles 
west north west of Evansville, 

Ind. 

There Is nothing particularly 
distinctive about New Har¬ 
mony as you approach it on 
Route 460 from Evansville - it 
looks like most other small 
farm communities m the mid¬ 
west. But once you reach the 
comer of Brewery and Main 
'Route 460), it Incomes ob¬ 
vious that New Harmony is 
different 

Fcir a massive restoration 
program has been underway 
for the past two years to 
restore and preserve its ex- 
raordinary historical back¬ 
ground and to create a new 
center for cultural and scientif¬ 
ic activities 

New Harmony was founded 
in 1814 by a group of German 
I.uiheran separatists led by 
Father George Rapp who 
called themselves the Har¬ 
mony Society. Ten years later, 
he town was purchased by 
Robert Owen. Scottish in¬ 
dustrialist and social reformer 
Both the Harmonists and Owen 
sought to create a new utopian 
communal social order in New 
Harmony. 

And although neither sue- 
, cceded, their experiments did 
produce important 
achievements: one of the 
nation's firsl public schools to 
iiffer equal education to boys 
and girls: the first charter^ 
women's club; one of the first 
free public libraries; the 
survey of the Northwest 
Territory and the seeds of the 
Smithsonian Institution. 

This legacy of educational 
and scientific significance is 
being commemorated in New 
Harmony now not only by the 
restoration of more than SO 
houses, commercial buildings 
and public structures, but also 
by the establishment of educa- 
lional programs in cooperation 
with leading colleges and 
universities. 

Even if you are just passing 
through, take time for a lour of 
I he historic district. The lour 
begins at the New Harmony 
Visitor Center with a 36-mlnuie 
orientation film. From there, 
ihe guided walking lour pro¬ 
ceeds through the tree-lined 
Streets to house museums and 
exhibitions illustrating various 
aspects of life in New Harmony 
in the 19th century, ar¬ 
chaeological excavations, a 
cluster of five Harmonists log 
siruclures. an exact scale 
model of the town in 1825 when 
It was purchased by Owen and 
other places of historical in- 
eresl 

There is also some outstand¬ 
ing contemporary ar- 
chiierture The award-winning 
Ki'ofless Church was designed 
by American architeci Philip 
Johnson in 1968 and is the site 
for open-air concerts as well as 
church services. It was built to 
commemorate the religious 
heritage of New Harmony and 
contains sculpture by Jacques 
Lipchitz 

Near Ihe Roofless Church is 
Tillich Park, a grove of pines 
conlaining stones etched with 
selections from the writings of 
Paul Tillich. The park is the 
final resling place for the 
famous 20Ui century philoso¬ 
pher-theologian and a large 
bronze scuplture has been 
placed ihere in his memory. 

The style of the recently 
completed New Harmony Inn 
reflects the solid character of 
Ihe original Harmo-tisl buil¬ 
dings. The Inn has 45 rooms, a 
pleasant dining room and a 
• greenhouse" pool for year- 
round swimming. New Harmo¬ 
ny also has other places to eat, 
including ihe highly raled Red 
Geranium resiauranl. 

If ihc Inn is filled, accommo¬ 
dations are available at hotels 
and motels in and around 
Evansville. The Harmonle 
Siaie Recreation Area, two 
miles south of New Harmony, 
offers 1,200 camp sites, a 
swimming pool and 3,200 acres 
of park land laced with hiking 
Irails. 

There are other places of 
historical interest in the area. 

A short drive to the north is 
Vincennes, one of the oldest 
selilemenls in Indiana and the 
only place weal of the 
Allegheny Mountains to be 
designated as an official 
Bicentennial site by the Amen- 
can Revolution Bicentennial 
Commission. The city, which 
dates back to 1702. was cap- 
lured from the British by 
militiamen led by George 
Rogers Clark. The George 
Rogers Clark Memorial in¬ 
cludes a museum

Calspan Corporation and 
Chrysler Corporation have 
designed a unique, five- 
passenger Research Safety 
Vehicle (RSV) for the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Ad¬ 
ministration INHTSA). 

The Calspan-ChryslerRSV is 
part of NHTSA’s special 
program to help develop 
practical, producible, energy 
efficient, and safe family 
transportation for the mid- 
1980s. 

Calspan chose as a base 
vehicle the Chrysler Simca 
1308, a 4-cylinder subcompact 
that was "Car of the Year" and 
"Safety Car of the Year" for 
Europe in 1976. In developing it 
into an RSV, engineers refined 
thestructure and built-in a host 
of special, advanced safety 
feahues. 

Tliese features include a 
carefully-structured body to 
provide front barrier impact 
protection to 60 mph and car- 
to-car impact protection up to 
45 on the side and 50 mph 
rear; soft front end and 
bumper system for pedestrian 
protection and low 
damageability; energy¬ 
absorbing interior trim panels; 
and "inflatabelt” restraint 
system, and new "run fiat" 
tires. 

Calspan, a Buffalo, N.Y., 
research and development 
firm with a long history of 
research in automotive 
transportation, is NHTSA's 
prime contractor on the 
project. For the RSV program, 
Calspan is providing overall 
direction and management, 
conducting tests of components 
and vehicles and developing 
occupant protection systems. 

Chrysler supplies its prac¬ 
tical automotive experience in 
styling design engineering, 
materials, cost analysis, 
manufacturing feasibility, and 
in building prototype vehicles. 

Four-Phase Program 
The RSV program, which 
began in January, 1974, is 
divided into four separately- 
funded segments. Calspan and 
Chrysler cooperated in the first 
phase which included the 
establishment of the initial 
RSV specifications. In Phase 
□, which began July, 1975, both 
companies worked to develop 
the design and to finalize RSV 
specifications, as well as 
testing of prototype cars. 
Phase III calls for design 
optimization and building of a 
number of RSV’s. Phase IV 
will involve testing and 
evaluating the vehicles. 

The RSV that results will be 
used to help formulate U.S. 
Federal Motor Vehicle Safety 
Standards. 

The RSV program specifies 
only minimum basic ob¬ 
jectives. The method of ac¬ 
complishing these objectives is 
up to the ingenuity of the 
contractors. The Calspan- 
Chrsyler RSV effort stresses 
evolutionary change with 
maximum manufacturing 
feasibility based on existing 
production techniques. 

The Sunca 1308 was chosen 
from among a number of 
chandidate vehicles as the base 
vehicle because of its package 
size, weight, and front wheel 
drive with transverse-mounted 
engine, which provides needed 
crush space between the 
engine and dash. Other 
features which attracted 
Calspan engineers are the 
1308’s stability and handling, 
protected fuel lank, and 
modern structural design. 

Key Materials Changes 
The RSV design concept 
which evolved included many 
structural modifications using 
high strength steel and 
aluminum but did not 
markedly alter the basic ap¬ 
pearance of the car. Three 
inclx.s were added forward of 
the dash to provide additional 
crush ^ce. Front and rear 
ends were replaced with soft 
polyurethane material to 
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provide pedestrian and vehicle 
protection. 

The first mock-up model, 
created from an existing Simca 
1306 fiberglass shell, was used 
to demonstrate proposed ex¬ 
terior appearance and interior 
space. 

The RSV's curb weight will 
be 2,637 pounds. Even with all 
available options. Its weight 
will be well under the 3,000- 
pound limit. 

Computer analysis and 
vehicle testing by both 
Chrysler and Calspan show 
Simca handling, steering, and 
braking characteristics 
suitable for the RSV. One 
outstanding feature was the 
Simca's reserve braking 
potential even with the added 
weight of the RSV features. 
The braking system, however, 
was changed so that a front 
wheel and diagonally-opposite 
rear wheel are operating from 
the same master cylinder, 
rather than both front or rear 
brakes operating on the same 
cylinders as in the base car. 

Reinforced Body 

One goal of the RSV program 
is to create a structure capable 
of withstanding a front barrier 
impact at 60 mph, and car-to- 
car impacts at U mph side and 
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50 mph rear. To achieve this 
goal, inter-related computer 
studies, static crush tests, and 
dynamic impact tests are used. 

Engineers conducted crash 
tests at speeds up to 70 mph to 
determine the base car 
characteristics. Sometimes 
structural improvements were 
needed to meet tough program 
goals. The engineers changed 
designs, materials, or gauges. 
They made liberal use of high 
strength, low alloy steel in 
many structural components. 
Use of aluminum was 
restricted to hood and hatch 
panels for easier separation in 
recycling materials. 

Specific structural changes 
include an additiunal roof 
crossbow; windshield rein¬ 
forcement; high strength low 
alloy door opening panels 
(frames), with reinforced 
center posts; reinforced rear 
quarter panels and doors; 
longer, redesigned front and 
new rear frame members: new 
radiator bulkhead; added 
upper fender beams; hood and 
fender interlocks; reinforced 
shift linkage structure and 
tunnel, and high strength low 
alloy steel instrument pabel. 

The soft bumper design 
reduces the potential for iniurv 


to pedestrians in an initial 
impact at speeds up to 20 mph. 
The bumper also provides a 
reasonable level of low speed 
vehicle damage protects in 
front {8 mph barrier impact) 
and rear (2-4 mjrfi) crashes. 

A three-dimensional cra.sh 
victim computer simulation 
determined ^e desired shape 
and stiffness of the front end by 
analyzing pedestrian 
kinematics and contact forces. 
Ihe study resulted in the 
selection of a soft elastomeric 
bumper design which provides 
low contact forces ovec the 
small area of a pedestrian and 
high contact forces over a 
larger suiiace such as another 
car. nie front bumper system 
has a high density urethane 
skin and a low density foam 
fill. Total weight is only 31 
pounds. 

The key to the greatly In- 
LTeased crashworthiness of the 
RSV IS its efficient occupant 
protection system. This system 
includes front seat passive 
inflatable shoulder belts with 
force limiters and dash- 
mounted knee restraints; 
semi-passive lap belts with 
force Lniilers for optional use; 
and a convenuonal three-point 
harness with force limiters for 
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rear seal passengers. 
Requirements for the occupant 
protection system were 
determined through use of the 
Calspan-develop^d crash 
victim computer simulation. 

The infiatable belt system 
provides an automatic 
tightening of the belt around 
the occupant on inflation and 
increased distribution of loads 
over a larger area of the oc¬ 
cupant. These features allow 
for efficient use of the 
available Interior space for 
safe restraint in a high-speed 
crash. 

One end of the front passive 
shoulder belt is anchored 
between the front bucket seats. 
The other end is attached 
above the door near tlie center 
post The upper er*^ is moved 
forward or back by a retractor 
motor, releasing c !='*curing 
(he occupant as Uie door is 
opened or closed. 

Additional interior occupant 
protection includes padded B- 
piUars, a roll bar, energy- 
abstTbing cushioned door trim 
panels, door Interlocks on sills 
and pillars, and see-through 
front seat head restraints. T^ 
energy-absorbing steering 
column is designed to break 
away from the steering gear on 
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impact, reducing its effect in a 
front end crash. 

The new tires with run-flat 
capability employ a plastic 
ring which clamps around the 
wheel and permits a deflated 
tire to run lor 60 miles at 60 
mph. This new tire eliminates 
the need to diange a tire on a 
busy highway, eliminates need 
for a spare tire, and allows 
more space in the luggage 
compartment.

Toward the end of World 
War II a group of Germans 
altempLslo sail a three-masted 
ship of lyth century vintage 
from Brazil to their homeland, 
dodging storms, submarines, 
warships and airplanes. 
Among their passengers are a 
plucky group of nuns. As 
unlikely as this mix of 
elements appears, Higgins 
masterfully intertwines them, 
leading the reader with con- 
.siunalc skill to a smashing 
climax. 

The Tragedy of United Fruit, 
hy Thomas McCann. (Crown, 
(8.95) Here is one man's ex¬ 
perience with corporate life in 
a company that grew fat and 
sueccsslul employing un- 
serupulous methods and, 
ironically, collapsed under the 
management of a latter day 


corporate raider. The author 
was a public relations 
executive with United Fruit 
who was disillusioned by what 
he describes as stupidity and 
skulduggery he saw first hand. 
He has written a worthy guide 
showing what It’s like (0 work 
for a giant corporation — the 
good and the bad. 

The Adventures of Conan 
Doyle, by Charles Higham. 
(Norton. (9.95) Conan Doyle 
was part Sherlock Holmes, the 
detective nonpareil, and part 
the oafish Dr. Watson, accord¬ 
ing to this straightforward 
biography. For a Victorian 
doctor and gentleman, he also 
was a formidable adventurer 
and led a life of remarkable 
diversity. He even did some 
actual detective work in 
several notable London 
crimes. Doyle was a unique 
figure and this biography 
presents his career com¬ 
petently, although with little 
insight into the man himself. 
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But its o»ni gubernatorial race, 
held simultaneously with the 
U.S. presidential elections, is 
always crucial for the island's 
future. This year, as in the 
past, voting will reflect sen¬ 
timent on statehood, in¬ 
dependence, or the present 
commonwealth arrangement 
with the United Stales. 
Emotions run strong. 
Although violence is the 
exception rather than the rule, 
one campaign worker for the 
New Progressive party was 
shot to death in San Juan in 
September. Earlier in the year 
the 24-year-old son of Socialist 
candidate for governor Juan 
Mari Bras was shot to death. 
Mari Bras charged the crime 
was political but police denied 
it. 

Cheerleaders, Salsa 
Turn on the radio in Puerto 
Rico on any given morning and 
chances are you will hear a 
blistering harangue from one 
party leader or another, blam¬ 
ing his opponents for nearly 
every problem on the island. 

In San Juan and in cities and 
towns scattered throughout the 
Connecticut-sized island of 
three million persons, crowds 
stand for hours, braving either 
the semi-tropical sun or rain¬ 
storms, to hear candidates of 
their choice. 

Sound trucks weave through 
city streets and narrow 
country roads, broadcasting 
praises of candidates to the 
lune of the “salsa," Puerto 
Rico's tropical rhythm, and 
Inevitably creating 
monumental traffic jams. 

At the typical small town 
political rally, called a 
“mitin," orators ~ backed by 
strategically placed 
cheerleaders — whip up en¬ 
thusiasm by denouncing the 
opposition as "crooks." 
"degenerates," “barbarians," 
and “traitors." 

Then the candidate for 
governor will appear, usually 
giving a speech in a more 
moderate lone. But by the time 
he arrives the crowd is in such 
a frenzy it matters little what 
he says. 

Invective Obscures Issues 
There are a number of im¬ 
portant campaign issues this 
year besides the perennial 
debate over the island's status. 
Unemployment, ranging be¬ 
tween 17 and 21 per cent, is at 
one of the highest levels in 
Puerto Rico’s history. The 
government takeover of the 


telephone company and ship¬ 
ping facilities are other poten- 
Ually controversial issues. 

Yet at the typical campaign 
rally the ist^d's economic 
issues are obscured by torrents 
of invective and innuendo. 

An outsider just listening to 
the speeches may have a 
difficult time distinguishing 
one parly from another. The 
sweeping personal attacks 
against one candidate or 
another tend to have a similar 
ring. But the politicians have 
made it easier to draw the 
battle lines by adopting flags. 

The symbol of the pro- 
commonwealth Popular 
Democratic Party is the red 
silhouette of the farmer with 
the straw hat, known as the 
"pava." That of the pro- 
statehood New Progressive 
party is the "palma," a blue 
palm tree on a white banner. 

During the election season 
entire neighborhoods are 
dotted with the red and white 
flags of the “pava" and the 
blue and white “palma”. 

Less common but oc¬ 
casionally spotted are the red 
flags with the gold star of the 
Socalist parly - a Marxist- 
I>emnisl group - and the green 
flag with the white cross of the 
Independence party. 

Bolh these minority parties 
are not expected to make much 
of a dent in the strongholds of 
the Popular Democrats and 
New Progressives, which are 
running close. But a surprise 
strong showing by either of the 
small parties could give them 
an important moral victory. 

Each gubernatorial can¬ 
didate has his own style. San 
Juan Mayor Carlos Romero 
Barcelo, running for the New 
Progressives, knows his party 
is weakest in the countryside. 
Nearly every week during the 
past year, he has been barn¬ 
storming small towns and 
housing developments scat¬ 
tered throughout the moun¬ 
tains and coastal plains, 
shaking hands and handing out 
color autographed photos. 

Governor Taunts Mayor 

Gov. Rafael Hernandez 
Colon, running for reelection 
for the Popular Democrats, 
takes full advantage of his 
position as incumbent He often 
flies into towns in a helicopter 
and methodically tells 
cheering crowds the number of 
roads, schools, hospitals and 
other public works his ad¬ 
ministration built. 


Hernandez, tossing aside the 
old political rule that the in¬ 
cumbent should never mention 
his opponent's name, has 
denounced Romero constantly 
as a know-nothing who “crili- 
cizes everything and supports 
nothing — he can't even collect 
the garbage of San Juan." 

Romero, in turn, has accused 
Hernandez of "character 
sasinalion" and "defamation". 

He has soft-pedaled his 
parly's pro-sialehood views 
and appeared upset at op¬ 
position leaflets taunting him 
as “Mister Charlie." 

“My name is Carlos, not 
Charlie." he told a crowd. 
“Puerto Ricans should learn 
Spanish first. English second." 

Like politics everywhere, the 
campaign in Puerto Rico has 
produced strange bedfellows. 
Wiretap Issue 

Mari Bras caused a brief 
uproar when he denounced the 
government-run telephone 
company for wiretapping and 
waved reels of tape at a press 
conference as proof. 

The government contended 
the tapping was legal, for 
purposes of “quality control," 
but it nevertheless ordered the 
practice of taping phone calls 
for the first 12 seconds stopped. 

Romero immediately de¬ 
nounced the government for 
“abuse of power.” Normally 
the New Progressives and the 
Socialists are bitter enemies - 
at opposite ends of the political 
spectrum. 

Although his party is 
generally thought to be the 
most conservative of the four 
competing for power, Romero 
has supported striking bus 
drivers and criticized the 
government for closing the 
University of Puerto Rico in a 
lough stand against a student 
strike. 

He gave a speech saying he 
didn’t “trust businessmen,” a 
pitch for labor support that 
might have poured more 
money from the business 
community into the campaign 
coffers of Gov. Hernandez. 
"It's like this in every elec¬ 
tion,” Rodriguez Aponte ex¬ 
plained. "The party out of 
power will always criticize 
everything the government did 
- everything!"

The consensus of the two bodies was 
that the Authority intends to do what is in 
Ihe official urban renewal plan adopted 
by the Newton Board of Aldermen.

income family. 

Duplexes, mentioned by one Board 
member, are not legal under current 
zoning agreed to by the aldermen several 
years aqo. 

Thomas reminded the Board that at 
some point the NCDA will receive 
$125,000 from Carabetta Enterprises as 
payment to build Carabetla's share of 
low-income housing. 

Carabetta and the Board of Aldermen 
made such an agreement when Carabetta 
was granted pennissiun to build Chestnut 
Hill Gardens, a highrise luxury housing 
development at Route 9 and Hammond 
I'ond Parkway . 

Instead of honoring Newton’s unwritten 
policy of providing 10 percent of its units 
for rental to the Housing Authority to luw- 
income persons in exchange for granting 
of permission to build more than the 
allowed number of units, Carabetta will 
donate funds for the low-income units to 
be built elsewhere in the city. 

To dale no specific site has been 
selected. 

l.ower Falls residents have stronqly 
resisted previous attempts to place low- 
income housing in their area and are not 
likely to favor Thomas’ suggestion that 
the Carabetta funds be applied to Moulton 
Street.

Students want teachers bused

If more teachers at Newton North High 
School use the shuttle bus from the junior 
college parking lot, there will be more 
parking space - - for students, the 
.students say. 

Newton North High School, which has 
,been referred to as the albatross around 
all School Committee members' necks' 
was again the main topic at the School 
Committee because of its limited 
parking, stale air, and broken swimming 
pool. 


Newton North student Wendy Silver- 
man and other members of the Student 
Advisory Committee said that teachers 
who have been given a shuttle bus from a 
nearby parking lot have been parking on 
Hull Street, one of the few places ad¬ 
jacent to the school where students can 
park. 

The School a month ago Committee 
voted (7,700 for a shuttle bus from a 
Newton Junior College parking lot to the 
new high school, but 60 teachers a day 
used the service last week that was 
designed for about 200. About 140 


teachers use the lot each day and most 
walk to the school. 

Director of Support Services Roy 
Cornelius said he will continue 
monitoring use of the parking lot and 
shuttle. Cornelius claimed there is other 
parking space near the school for the 
students but agreed "if the teachers do 
not use the lot that worsens the .situation 
near the s hool." 

The lot cannot be used by students 
because of respect by the School 
Department for the neighbors.

Off-Street parking ordinance 
under review by aldermen 


A comprehensive new set of parking 
regulations drafted by the Planning 
Department is under review by the 
aldermanic City Planning Committee. 

The current parking ordinance "has 
deficiencies," according to Planning 
Director Charles Thomas' such as no 
provision for landscaping requirements 
unless special permission is needed, too- 
large spaces required, and no design 
criteria. 

The new proposed ordinance would not 
apply to parking or loading areas that 
were legal at one time (now non¬ 
conforming) or for which building per¬ 
mits had been issued at the time of 
adoption of the new ordinance. 

The new regulations are divided into 
two sections, applying to parking “facllit 
ies." as they are referred to in the draft, 
of irrespeless than five spaces and those 
with five spaces or more' ctive of whether 
the facilities are for residential or 
commercial use. 


Most off-street parking for single¬ 
family houses would come under the 
provisions for fewer than five spaces. 

The same prohibition against parking 
within setback and side lot lines prevails 
in the new draft. Minimum dimensions of 
a parking space shall be at least 9 feet in 
width and 19 feel In length, The driveway 
shall be at least 12 feet wide. 

No motor vehicles are now allowed to 
be parked on a lawn ("untreated dirt") 
and will not be allowed to in the new law. 

All parking facilities for five or more 
cars will require a building permit, ap¬ 
plication for which must be accompanied 
by plans that will be reviewed by the 
Building Department and the Planning 
Department. 

In addition to size requirements, for 
more than a five-space area there are 
requirements for landscaping, a per¬ 
centage of parking stalls for handicapped 
persons, a 20-foot minimum width for 
aisles and other controb. 


The provbions for landscaping spell out 
the width of "densely planted" 
evergreens and say that they must be at 
leasts ^ feet high at the time of planting, 
interior 

Other requiremenb govern fencing, 
lighting' landscaping, surfacing and 
curbing, and maintenance. 

Bicycles will get one stall for every five 
automobile slalb in a facility of 20 or 
more automobile slalb up to a maximum 
of 40 bicycle stalls. 

Businesses will be affected by the new 
ordinance's detailed requiremenb and 
allowances for off-street loading 
facilities. The zoning ordinances 
currently specify little more than 
"adequate" parking, maneuvering and 
loading facilities. 

When a building b altered or enbrged 
or several buildings are joined together, 
the loading area specifications come into 
play.

Soccer wants to be legitimate

Soccer has become the latest craze for 
Newton youth, mushrooming in just one 
year from a minor experiment to a weli- 
organized grassroots effort now seeking 
city sanction and funds. 

Like it or not, the Newton Recreation 
Commission b faced with demands from 
soccer parents that may knock aside 
more traditional, revered youth baseball 
and football for a less expensive, less 
competitive, low-key ball game • youth 
soccer. 

The Newton Youth Soccer League, 
which brought its case to the Recreation 
Cotnmbsion Monday night, expeeb to 
operate a 16 team league in the city in the 
fall of 1977. 

"There Is a tremendous support 
throughout the city for thb sport," Ms. 
Roberta Vanderwald told the Com¬ 
mission, as she related Youth Soccer’s 
hbtory and pbns for the future. 

The league's coordinating committee 
asked that the city designate several 
playing fields for the use of youth soccer, 
designate fields In all parb of the city for 
practice areas, and provide assbbnce 
within the Recreation Department to 
coordinate some of the soccer activities. 

The fields for soccer games should 
include a regulation size field for the 
juniorhighdivblon and two smaller fields 
for the use of younger players, Youth 
Soccer representatives said. 

Finally, they asked for future budget 
consideration for instructors to run 
weekly soccer clinics, referees for 

Soccer I,,eague games, and equipment. 

Some neighboring communities 
already provide these items tor soccer in 
their ^dgeb, Youth Soccer advocates 
pointed out. 

Youth Soccer began last fall with only 
65 boys and girb in grades four through 
six, Ms. Vanderwald said. 

That number has tripled thb year, she 
said. 

Prior to that soccer had rarely been 


offered at the elemenbry school level, 
she said. 

Now, Youth Soccer wanb to expand to 
include down to third grade and up into 
junior high to take In those children who 
cannot or do not wish to play varsity or 
junior varsity soccer, she explained. 

A youth soccer program in Needham 
has been operating for 10 years, ac¬ 
cording to William Rhodes who runs it. 
Rhodes attended the Newton Recreation 
Commission meeting to support a city- 
sponsored program here. 

Needham, with a population of 30,000, 
has 500 boys and 300 girb In ib 1976-77 
soccer program which goes through the 
seventh grade, Rhodes said. 

The girls' program Is "separate but 
equal", since girb were brought in three 
years ago, Rhodes said. 

By next year he expeeb to have as 
many girb as boys, he added. 

Coaches in Needham have been asked 
to stress the instruction and the fun, and 
to deemphasbe the need to win, Rhodes 
said. 

The Needham soccer program b now 
so popular that the town b running out of 
playing fields, Rhodes concluded. 

Wellesley has a program that now 
serves 1,^ children, Ms. Vanderwald 
added. 

There, the town earmarks funds In ib 
budget to pay all the cosb including 
referees, she said. 

Ms. Vanderwald stressed the need to 
have referees and coaches who really 
know the sport instead of a willing parent 
volunteer who has had little experience 
with the game. 

Commissioners Paul Burke and Her¬ 
bert Bamel were worried about setting a 
precedent for soccer that would force the 
Recreation Commission to provide funds 
and facilities for otlier, more esbblbhed 
sporb such as Little League and liie Pop 
Warner football league. 

"If you set up a program for thb, you 
have to do It for five others," complained 
Bamel. 


Bamel abo argued that Youth Soci 
would draw Newton kids away fn 
baseball and other competitive spa 
which arc already csbbibhed. 

Youth Soccer would be competing 
the same pool of young people now 
volved in those sporb, Bamel said, u

Drinan versus Mason in two-way race 


By CYNTHW BLACK 
of the Graphic staff 
Is the Drinan Era over? 

That is the question Fourth 
Congressional Obtrict voters will answer 
next week when they either return 
Congressman Robert Drinan to office or 
elect hb opponent, Arthur Mason.

He pointed out that there is 
one chief justice of superior 
courts and 45 judges, not in¬ 
cluding probate, for the entire 
Commonwealth. He said the 
total number, including 
probate, would be about 96. In 


contrast' be said Los Angeles 
County, with the same 
population as Massachusetts, 
has a total of 217 judges. 

Asked about the caseload, 
Sullivan said there are about 
600 to 700 new civil cases per 
month and about 300 criminal 
matters. 

He was a also the sponsor of 
a piece of legislation that freed 
District Court judges to sit in 
Superior Court, a move which, 
when passed, gave the state an 
additional 23 judges, he said. 

Needleman has emphasized 
the fact she is an attorney 
during her campaign. In a 
campaign statement entitled, 
” Professionalslm versus 
Politics," Mrs. Needleman 
charged that the ad¬ 
ministration of the Superior 
Court "has taken a bak seat to 
politics." 

"The Sullivan machine," she 
states, "has blocked every 
effort to bring about an orderly 
change to the county and has 
participated in every escapade 
which has further burdened the 
people.” 

"The management of the 
courts, the retraining of per¬ 
sonnel, the Introduction of civil 
service to the county, the 
creation of magistrates to 
relieve the judges of minor 
duties and the eventual task of 
transferring the courts to state 
operations require someone 
who can handle these jobs,” 
she slatesd. "Someone who is 
interested in handling them in 
a professional manner." 

Needleman advocates the 
addition of magistrates to the 
system; Sullivan is against it. 

Mrs. Needlman maintained 
that magistrates would be able 
to "reduce pressures" on 


judges, who are now the only 
people in the system that can a 
handle any Superior Court 
procedure, Including 
arraignments. 

Sullivan is against the 
magistrate idea because be 
said their salaries are almost 
as much as a judge's salary. 



soon as I raised the question of 
computerization, the In¬ 
cumbent suddenly decies 
decides he's going to get a 
computer.” 

Sullivan this week In a joint 
press conference announced 
that a $430,000 grant has been 
made for the purchase of a 
computer for the Supreme 
Judicial Court and Middlesex 
Superior Court.

Combing forces with the 
Supreme Judicial Court for the

Two challengers are attempting to 
defeat the Democratic incumbent who 
now represents Newton in the state 
senate. 

Both Republican Aaron Spencer an- 
dlibertarian Party candidate David 
Long of Brookline are attacking Sen. 
Jack Backman for his spending policies. 

Backman, the present state senator 
from Brookline, has served in the State 
Legislature for four terms, representing 
the Newton-Brookline district the last two 
years. 

He defeated former Sen. Irving 
Fishman of Newton in a primary to win 
the Democratic nomination in 1974 after 
the two were redistricted and pitted 
against each other. 

Backman is running on his record of 
fighting for "hundreds ot laws for the 
people" during his 12 years on Beacon 
HiU, 

Spencer criticizes the "extremist 
philosophy represented by Senator Jack 
Backman." and particularly the State 
Legislature’s spending policies. 

"The old remedies don’t work 
anymore," says Spencer, 


■'You can't bury this State's problems 
under taxpayers' money and expect the 
problems to go away," he adds. 

Spencer cites his expertise as a 
businessman running a chain of fran¬ 
chises that employs more than 400 people. 

He is president and founder of Inter-

national Food Service Company, Inc., a 
major owner and operator of Kentucky 
Fried Chicken stores. 

The incumbent cites his sponsorship of 
legislation that recently restored medical 
benefits to the poor and elderly as "some 
of the most important legislation in the 
history of the Commonwealth." 

Backman attacks Governor Michael 
Dukakis’ "policy of punishing the needy 
as a solution to the fiscal problems of the 
state.” 

His bill "restored medical services to 
those in need by reinstating statutes in 
effect prior to last year's welfare cuts," 
Backman says. 

Furthermore, those cuts would have 
afforded no real savings. Backman says. 

Instead, they would have resulted in 
more expensive medical treatment, 
incapacitated potentially employable 
persons, and increased costs for com¬ 
munity hospitals that arc financed by 
local property taxes, he believes. 

Spencer says that he "understands 
what taxes mean to business people, what 
business people mean to State em¬ 
ployment, and what lack of available 
employment means to crime." 

Aaron Spencer, in essence, wants less - 
less state spending, less taxation, less 
unemployment, and less crime, he says.

The basic principle of the libertarians 
is that “no person, group of people or 
government has the right to initiate force 
against any other person, group of people 
or government."

The three candidates disagree with one 
another on crime and prison reform. 

Spencer believes in capital punishment 
and mandatory minimum sentences, 
while I>ong advocates making restitution 
to victims of crimes, punishing 
"criminals'" and sentencing convicted 
felons to make reparations. 

Backman favors improving correc¬ 
tional facilities to "prevent them from 
carrying on as repressive, degenerative, 
dehumanizing institutions in which 
criminals are made ... 

Backman, Spencer and l,ong agree on 
only one of the referenda questions • the 
proposed state equal rights amendment. 

While Backman supports a graduated 
income tax, Ixing and Spencer both op¬ 
pose it.

Each voter in Newton 
Tuesday will have a chance to 
cast one vote for a stale 
representative. There are four 
Middlesex County districts in 
the city. 

All incumbent candidates 
are formally opposed on the 
ballot, but the opposition to 
incumbent David Mofenson, 
Republican Robert Snyder, 
withdrew from the race after it 
was too late to have his name 
removed from the ballot. . 

18th Middlesex 
Mnlenson, a Democrat and 
chainnan of the Committee for 
Human Services and the 
Elderly, represents the 18th 
Middlesex Di''trict which in- 
cl ii''.'.'? Waban, Upper Falls, 
K’ aL/.i Higbiands. and part of 
Oak Hill, including Oak Hill 
Park. It includes the following 
wards and precincts; 4-2,5-1,5- 
2' b-A. 6 2, 6-3, fl-3, and 8-4.

DiAucci, having defeated 
inccmbenl Richard J.

DeNucci, a former boxer and 
full-time legislative aide , is 
opposed to increased use of 
nuclear power and to rein¬ 
stating capital punishment. 
Withlngton favors reinstating 
capital punishment for some 


crimes and has said he would 
support all forms of energy 
development. 

DeNucci favors the Equal 
Rights Amendment, the 
gradua and ted income tax, a 
ban on handguns, all of which 
Withington opposes. 

DeNucci answered a League 
of Women Voters questionnaire 
saying he would favor cost-of- 
living increments for welfare 
recipients. Withington wants 
Massachusetts to be no more 
generous with welfare funds 
than the average funding of all 
other states. 

Withington, 38, has been an 
active Newton Republican 
since 1964. The salesman is a 
1962 graduate from Nichols 
College iviih a B.B.A. degree. 
He has b::n active in the 
Jaycees and United Way and 
served in the Army, and 


strongly advocates lowering 
the meals and unearned in¬ 
come tax. 

DeNucci. 37, is known for his 
long Involvement with the 
youth in Newton and has been a 
member of the Newton Youth 
Commission. For 14 years he 
has worked as a staff member 
of the House of Represen¬ 
tatives. 

He lias assisted with Project 
Turnabout, and has helped in 
numerous athletic events and 
organizations. 

I7th Middlesex 

Incumbent Democrat Peter 
Harrington in the 17th Mid¬ 
dlesex District faces 
Republican A. Jefferson 
Cornell and Independent 
Patricia Ciccone. 

The district includes 
Nonantum, Newton mer, and 
parts of Newtonville and 


Chestnut Hill. This includes all

The race between 
Harrington and his opponents 
seems centered on a bill the 
incumbent in introduced Itiat 
died in committee. 
Harrington’s bill called for the 
dissolution of county govern¬ 
ment and the creation a 
regional form of government 
that Harrington calls a plan¬ 
ning agency and his opponents 
call a decision-making txiard. 

Cornell, an insurance agent, 
says the bill shows the dif¬ 
ferences in philosophy between 
the two. Cornell said important 
business prevented him from 
attending a recent I.eaguc of 
Women Voters debate, but he 
said each time he proves 
Harrington wrong, his op¬ 
ponent changes the subject. 


Cornell had publicly 
challenged Harrington to that 
debate which Cornell did not 
attend. 

Cornell says the bill would 
allow for regional zoning, 
taxation, law enforcement 
policy, and niclropolitanization 
of schools. 

All three candidates oppose 
the flat rate electric charge on 
the ballot, but differ on the 
other major questions. 

Ciccone opposes the slate 
Equal Rights Amendment, the 
graduated income tax, the 
slate power authority, and the 
bottle bill. Cornell opposes all 
of those four except the ERA. 
and Harrington favors all of 
those four. 

Ciccone is for repealing the 
Sunday closing law, 
Harrington is not sure, and 
Cornell is personally in favor of 


repeal but legislatively may 
vote against it. 

In other issue.s, Harrington 
favors more state funds for 
low-income housing, Cornell 
and Harrington favor cost-of- 
living increments for welfare 
recipients, Cornell and Ciccone 
favor reinstatement of capital 
punishment, and Cornell 
favors more nuclear facilities. 
Candidates nut listed in favor 
were opposed. 

Cicconc see-ms in agreement 
with Cornell on the im¬ 
plications of Harrington's bill. 
She said the main reason she is 
running against Harrington is 
because he favors banning 
handguns, and furthermore 
applied for a gun permit. 

Harrington admits having 
applied for a firearms iden¬ 
tification card once to discover 
how easy it was to obtain one. 


but said he hasn't owned a 
handgun since he was in the 
service.

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Seven ballot questions become law if approved

Nine questions will be on the ballot next 
week, seven of which will become law in 
1977 if approved by the voters. . The 
questions are of three kinds — advisory, 
nonbinding, and initiative petition. Ail 
except the advisory questions (No. 8 on 
oil refinery and deep-water port and No. 9 
on Sunday closing laws) are binding on 
the state legislature and require action 
next year. 

Questions 1 (the Equal Rights 
Amendnenti' 2 (graduated income tax), 
and 3 ( absentee voting for religious 
reasons i are amendments to the stale 
constitution and have been approved by 
the state legislature twice before and 
require only voter approval to become 
law. 

Questions 4 through? were submitted to 
the legislature as initiative petitions, 
defeated by the House, revived by the 
collection of at least 64,918 signatures 
total, and would become law if approved 
by at least 30 percent of those voting next 
week. 

These laws, if passed, are subject to 
alteration or repeal by the legislature at 
any time. 

(^estion 4 deals with a state power 
authority. Question 5 is the ban on han¬ 
dguns. Question 6 is the bottle bill. 
Question 7 provides for uniform rates for 
electricity. 

QUESTION 1 
Equal RlgbU Ameaduenl 

Massachusetts has already ratified the 
equal rights amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution and the state House of 
Representatives approved the state ERA 
by 261-0 in 1973 and 217-65 in 1975. 

The amendment provides that equality 
may not be denied on the basis (if res, 
race, color, creed, or national origin. 

Proponents feel that passage of the 
state ERA is necessary to encourage 
other stales to ratify the US Con¬ 
stitutional amendment, to create equal 
educational opportunities where they do 
not now exist, and promote lair laws in 
the fields ol labor, property and 
inheritance laws, and marriage righto. 

Opponents of the ERA lear that it wiU 


allow the drafting of women into the 
armed services' although the draft is a 
federal function. 

They also say that there is no need for 
the stale amendment because there are 
enough laws protecting women now’ and 
that the ERA will lake away the duty of a 
husband to support his wife. 

QUESTION 2 
Graduated locome Tax 

The constitutional amendment that 
would allow a graduated income tax has 
been approved twice by the state House 
and Senate by overwhelming votes. 

Proponents of the graduated income 
lax point out that 36 other states have 
some form of graduated income tax and 
only five others impose a flat-rate tax. 

The graduated income tax to fairer 
than a flat rate, they say, because it taxes 
at a higher rale those most able to pay 
more. 

The graduated income tax will be a 
start toward state tax reform to decrease 
reliance on the property tax as the chief 
source of revenue, proponents claim. 

Those in favor of the graduated income 
lax claim that such a lax will stimulate 
the economy because low- and middle- 
mcome people will have more money to 
spend. 

They reject the argument by opponents 
that businesses will move out of the stole 
if the graduated income tax moves in by 
saying that access to markets, energy, 
availability of skilled labor and tran¬ 
sportation head the list of factors im¬ 
portant to business, and taxes are low on 
the list. 

The $22,000 gross Income, the point 
below which proponents have said tax¬ 
payers would pay less tax, translates into 
$16,000 adjust^ taxable Income on which 
there wuudd be less tax or no more than 
already paid. 

Opponents say that too many taxpayers 
will soon be in the higher-taxpaying 
bracket because of inflation' and that 
once voted in, the tax wculd increase year 
after year because the legislature could 
change the percentage at will. 


QUESTION 3 

Absentee Voting lor Religious Reasons 

If you have wondered what religion 
observes Tuesdays as religious days, 
there may be one. But this constitutional 
amendment applies to Saturdays' 
primarily, when elections are allowed by 
state law. 

Under the proposed amendment, 
anyone with religious beliefs that conflict 
with voting on election day may obtain 
absentee voting rights. 

QUESTION 4 
Public Power Corporation 

The initiative petition filed by Cong. 
Michael Harrington seems to have little 
support. Reasons range from Boston 
Edison's obvious opposition to the 
questionable assessment by the 
Massachusetts Mayors' Association that 
much of the tax money now paid by 
electric companies would be lost. 

A state power authority would be 
empowered to build and operate 
generating stations for electrical power’ 
and to sell electricity to municipal and 
private power companies, which in turn 
would sell it to consumers. 

Proponents feel that the stole could do 
all this more cheaply than private, 
monopolistic companies can, but ihe 
power companies and some ethers 
believe that the stale can do nothing 
efficiently and that patronage and 
corruption would result. 

The savings would appear to be 
relatively insignificant to the 
homeowner. The long-range effects 
might be if the authority can be properly 
run. 

The authority would finance its ac¬ 
tivities by Issuing bonds, exempt from 
stale taxation. 

One requirement of the authority would 
be to develop a 2ft-year demand study and 
siting plan within 18 months of its in¬ 
corporation. 

The authority, while tax-exempt, is 
directed to make payments in lieu of 
taxes to the cities and towns in "the 
amount which would be assessable as 
taxes on the real and personal property If 
such property were the property a 


corporation defined as an 'electric 
company.' " 

The measure was defeated by a 179-46 
vote in the House in May' 1975, and was 
not voted on by the Senate. 

QUESTIONS 
Banoieg Private Handguns 

Despite 111 information in the recently 
issued red-covered book on ballot 
questions issued by the Secretary of 
State, there is only one handgun question 
on the ballot' since a court decision 
removing the so-called substitute 
measure. 

The initiative petition on the balloi 
would prohibit the possession, owener- 
ship or sale of any gun with a barrel 
length of less than 16 inches, a size that 
covers nearly nil firearms short of 
shotguns and rifles. 

The prohibition would not extend to 
policemen, other law-enforcement of¬ 
ficers, and military personnel. 

Present owners of banned handguns 
would be allowed six months after the 
effective dale of the act in which to 
surrender their guns. During the six- 
month period owners would be com¬ 
pensated for their guns at a rate yet to be 
determined. 

The proposed ban on handguns was 
defeated by the House in May, 1976, by a 
vote of 197-35. 

Opponents of the bill cite the Bartley- 
Fox bill on possession of unregistered 
guns and the mandatory jail sentence for 
its violation as the strictest gun-control 
law In the nation, and give statistics that 
showed that only a very small number of 
gun deaths in Boston were caused by 
unregistered firearms. 

Opponents say that criminals will still 
be able to get guns and only the non- 
criminals will be unarmed. 

The law would also prohibit the 
ownership of pellet and BB guns. 

Proponents include Sheriff John 
Buckley, who recently suggested that 
people could sell their guns in 
neighboring states if they feared being 
undercompenstated for the loss of their 
guns here. 


Their value has been estimated by 
opponents at $125 million. 

Nearly all liberal groups have taken a 
position in favor of the ban, and op¬ 
ponents of the ban lend to be con¬ 
servatives. 

The supporters of the ban, in addition to 
pointing out that guas are made to kill a 
human being with, discount the dollar 
cost of reimbursement for what amounts 
to a confiscation. 

Proponents .show figures that say the 
program will pay for itself in less than 
four years just by reducing medical care 
costs and lost earnings. 

The most cogent reason for banning 
handguns, proponents say, is the fact that 
72 percent of gun killings are done not by 
strangers but by people who know each 
other' with 12.3 percent of the killings 
attributable to a spou.se. 

Handguns are used in 53 percent of 
murders, according to FBI statistics. 

questions 

Coutrols on Bottles and Gaos 

This initiative petition, disapproved by 
the iiouse in 1976 by a 146-85 vote, would 
ban flip-top can outright and set a refund 
value of at least five cents on all other 
containers for beer and soft drinks. 

Environmentalists and con¬ 
servationists strongly support the bottle 
bill from the standpoint of reducing litter 
and saving our natural resources. 

Manufacturers and bottlers of suit 
drinks and beer are the leading opponents 
of the bill, although some segments of 
labor have joined their opposition. 

Oregon, Vermont and South Dakota 
have similar legislation on the books. In 
Oregon and Vermont litter has been 
reduced a reported and percent, 
respectively in the first' year of the law. 

Massachusetts Environmental Affairs 
Secretary Evelyn Murphy, who is in 
favor of the bill, has said that the state 
spent $3.5 million last year to pick up 
bottles and cans from roads and public 
property. 

Murphy also cites figures on the waste 
of energy used to produce disposable 
bottles. 

Opponents claim that people will lose 


jobs because of returnable bottles' ar 
that the deposits will cost a family ov 
$100 a year.

The Newton Graphic 
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Missed opportunities, uneasy choices

Unfortunately, the naUonal eieetton of 
1976 will be remembered as the elecUon 
of missed opportunities and uneasy 
choices. 

Its campaign has been too long b) time 
and too short on issues; its candidates 
I Midwestern and Southern versions o< Uie 
middle American), too familiar to arouse 
either the passion or enthusiasm of targe 
groups of Americans. No national elec¬ 
tion in my memory has created such 
apathy and ambivalence. 

Yet this is a most important election. It 
Ls too important for the symbolic silent or 
minority candidate vote, the sort which 
helped to elect Nison in 1968. It comes 
after a period of disgrace and distruSst in 
government, a time when decisions must 
be made that will shape our policies for 
the next decade 

These are policies on the domesUc and 
foreign use of pur natural and technical 
resources, on'tbe management of the 
economy to minlmiie the devastating 
effects of Inflation and unemployment, on 
a tax strategy that will equitably 
redistribute the burden without cripi^lng 
the individual Incentive that is the 
lifeblood of a vital economy. 

The persons we choose to lead us 
through Utis doorstep to the future must 
have talent and integrity, intelligence 
and courage. They must have com¬ 


passion and vision. Most of all. they must 
have the will to break new phlkaophlcal 
ground and to bury unworkable 
organizations and myths. Though I have 
bedn disappointed in the quality of this 
campaign, I believe that the Democratic 
slate for President, Vice President. 
Senator and Representative is best suited 
to the challenge, and I will cast my vote 
for Carter, Mondale, Kennedy and 
Drinan. 

A President has enormous powers of 
appointment. Because he cannot per- 
so^ty oversee his many responsibilities, 
this oft-forgotten power is his most 
powerful tool. 

The judges he chooses for the federal 
and Supreme courts, the ambassadors be 
places abroad, the members he names to 
the regulatory commissions, bespeak the 
voice of the administration. 

The quality of these appointments 
becomes the quality of the government's 
operations, since staff morale and 
direction ebbs and flows with the signals 
from above. We need a President who will 
choose well, who will put performance 
before politics. 

The choice of a vice presidential 
candidate Is a fair test of a President's 
judgment. Mr. Carter deliberated 
cardully, interviewed eight candidates, 
and then picked the man he thought best 
qualified to be President. 

Mr. Ford used an unknown set of 
criteria and an unknown list of 
canididates. Re chose an undistinguished 
senator' a fellow-politican, who would 
probably place at the bottom of his own 
party’s list of Presidential possibilities. 
With the exception of Paul Stevens to the 
Supreme Court, Mr. Ford’s other ap- 
potatments have been similarly un¬ 
distinguished. 

An administration at a time of change 
needs a leader willing to state 
unequivocally the nation's goals and to 
follow a plan for its future. Mr. Ford has 
yet to demonstrate this. As a member of 
the House for 25 years, he neither drafted 


nor openly supported a major piece of 
legislation. . 

As President, his Instincts are those ot 
a narrow pollllcan, more anxious for 
votes than for principles. His refusal in 
1976 and 1975 to grant aid to New York 
aty, raise farm price support and sell 
sophisticated weaponry to Israel was 
reversed in 1976 to halt his falling polls. 

His record in conservation and en¬ 
vironment is mediocre; his veto of the 
Strip MinlngBill (to prevent loss of jobs) 
was unsupported by the facts or by the 
miners. Though Mr. Carter’s record in 
this is limited, he has shown a com¬ 
passion and organizaljonal ability. 

The future requires a leadership that is 
aware of means as well as ends. The 
government bureaucracy is the mess that 
binds and distorts the aims of a 
President, Congress and electorate. 

It must be streamlined. Mr. Carter is 
the first candidate In years even to 
mention this as a problem. If elected, he 
will undoubtedly Rnd the Inertia and civil 
service mighty obstacles to his goal of 
efficient govemmenL Nonetheless, given 
his statements and his experiences as a 
businessman and governor, there is at 
least some hope t^ this long-overdue 
task might be started. 

This support of Carter-Mondale is 
based on instinct, a feeling that the future 
needs leaders of intelligence and 
imagination. Mr. Ford is a reasonably 
decent and likeable man, but in his hands 
lies the preservation of a conservative 
past 

Mr. Carter is also a decent man. but 
more highly Intelligent and com* 
passionate. My vote is a gamble that In 
his hands will lie a vision and a 
realization of a future that will confront 
difficult Issues. 

The senatorial and House election in 
the Fourth Congressional District are 
non-contesls In my mind. 

Many of us resented Senator Kennedy's 
first entry into politics as the inex¬ 
perienced 30-year-Old brother of a 


President and resisted voting for him. 
But Senator Kennedy has learned his 
lessons weD. He has proved himself an 
extraordinary and effective spokesman 
for the refugee, health care, the needy. 
He is unafraid to be a spokesman for 
unpopular causes. At the same time, he 
has earned his party’s respect. 

Massachusetts is fortunate to have 
such a fine Senator, and be will probably 
and deservedly be reelected with a 
resounding majority. 

Congressman Drinan. for whom I will 
admit a frank and open bias, deserves 
reelectlon for being one of the best 
represenUlives in the House. Few have 
his knowledge of law. (He was dean of 
Boston College Law School and an expert 
in constitutional and family law). Few 
have his knowledge of government, and 
few have his incredible energy. 

His office was one of the Tint to have a 
staff social and immigration worker to 
help with constituent proWems. 

He visits the district constantly; the 
number and diversity of coosUtuent 
problems be has solved is legend, HU 
moral courage is unsurpassed. 

Perhaps the zenith of his moral 
strength was his proposal of the articles 
of impeachment against Richard Nixon 
one year before that action was moved by 
the Special House Committee. Rep. 
Drinan's opponent is a pleasant young 
man, but his experience is no match, in 
my view, to that of Drinan. 

Voters have little but their hunches and 
a candidate's past on which to ba« their 
ballot. The pasU of Kennedy. Drinan and 
Mondale argue eloquently for their 
election. 

Gov. Carter’s past, though less clear, is 
still more promising than that of 
President Ford.

Just how forceful are all those Ford vetoes?

President Ford has leaned heavily 
on his vetoes to prove that he is a 
strung leader. One of his commercials 
runs: "Forceful, as In his vetoes.” 

Iti the first TV debate between the 
two major candidates, Carter charged 
that FaH had broken all records for 
vetoes. The Democratic nominee 
made the charge to prove that Ford 
was no man to run the goverrunent 
because, in his repeated efforts to 
block the congressional will by veto, 
Ford had brought the federal 
medianism to a stall. 

Ford denied the charge. He said that 
there were other Presidents who 
vetoed more bills than be did. 

Actually, both (ilarter and Ford were 
right. There were Presidents, as Ford 
asserted, who had surpassed him in 
vetoes. But some of these Presidents 
were in office for a longer period 


What is more, they vetoed bills of 
another type; namely, private or 
local bills. These refer to legislation to 
admit some alien as a legal imimgranl 
or to build a pier in some river, etc. 

But in respect to major bills — the 
kind that appear in the voting records 
of the Americans for Constitutional 
Action, or the Americans for 
Democratic Action, tor instance — 
Ford has used the veto more often than 
anyone in the relatively brief lime he 
has served in office. 

Why Ford denied this in the debate is 
not at all clear. Probably it was just 
one of those facts that his briefing staff 
had accumulated and he was out to 
prove that he had mastered his history 
lesson. 

F'or, after denying his record- 
breaking veto power, he proceeded to 
make a virtue out of the fact that as 
President he had repeatedly forced 
Congress to behave itself; that Is, to 
bow to the presidential will. 


What did not come up in the debate 
and what is not so generally known is 
that Ford is — in the matter of vetoes 
— also setting a second record, a 
record of losses. As David Rosenbaum 
reports it in The New York Times; 
"The Mth Congress .. set a modem 
record for overriding Presidential 
vetoes” The “forceful” President 
Ford has been upset over and over 
again. His most recent reversal was in 
connection with a (56.6 billion ap¬ 
propriation for Health, Education, 
Welfare and manpower programs — a 
sizeable anti-recessionary move. The 
bill was some (4 billion more than Ford 
would allow; the extra funds were 
congressional adjustments to allow for 
inflation. 

The "forceful” Ford vetoed the bill 
with a ringing denunciation of the 
Democratic Congress that, be 
charged, was just playing elecUon 
year politics. From his post above the 


petty (ray. Ford forbade passage of the 
bill. 

In the Congress, however, he was 
overridden by the necessary two- 
thirds in both Houses. He was beaten 
ignominoualy only because he was not 
forceful enough to command the 
allegiance of the members of his own 
party. 

In the Senate, the veto was overriden 
by 67 to 15 with 19 out of 38 Republican.^ 
voting against their own party’s 
President: in the House’ the veto was 
overridden by 312 to93 with 65 out of 145 
Republicans breaking with their own 
party leader. 

No doubt, many of the GOP 
Congressmen voted for the bill 
because of pressure from their con¬ 
stituents. But if the President of the 
United States does not speak for 
Congress nor for the people who elect 
Congress, for whom does he speak so 
"forcefully”? 


a personal choice 



To decide for whom to vote should be 
based on some criteria with which one 
can analyze the candidates and the 
campaigns. 

TlKre are three which 1 use and believe 
transcend Ideology and transitory issues. 

One ought to decide which candidate 
for each office best understands the role 
of power to be entrusted to that person 
after election. 

Harry Truman said it is important that 
a person be able to distinguish between 
himself and the office he holds. President 
Truman understood the impact that 
governmental power can have on an 
individual’s life and that the abuse of that 
poer can have long-range effect on our 
lives. 

Power is the ability to act. But an 
elected official should appreciate that 
power need not be used all the time. 

The cautious use of govenunental 
power is the quality we should seek in 
candidates. It can frequently be the 
candidate who best understands that the 
use of power is like the use of paint. If 
always used In broad strc^ies and always 
of the same shade’ one can certainly 
cover great areas, but the application of 
long and short strokes with a variety of 
color can create a unique pattern and 
meaningful image. 

Tbe appreciation of tbe political 
process as demonstrated by a candidate 
and the campaign can give insl^ into 
how that candidate will view his 
reaponaiUlity to the people, the law and 
the fundamentals of free exchange of 
ideas. The need for cooipetiUon In the 
political sphere U vital to our system and 
we should demand from our candidates

their willingness to accept It. We must 
chooae those who understand that 
balloting is an election, not a coronation. 

We have come to a period in our history 
where all the easy answers are gone. 

The conflict between rising demands 
for services and the ability to provide 
them economically is reaching the stage 
wliere we cannot simply commit sums to 
every project since the money just isn’t 
there anymore. We must look for those 
who neither' like Vietnam War "hawks,” 
demand continued total commitment to 
governmental action regardless of cost, 
nor, like "doves,” who demand total 
abandoment of worthwhile and morally 
correct services which the government 
should provide. 

We should look (or those candidates 
who can find new solutions to old 
problems, who can find ways of 
Fllminatlng waste and ne^less 
dupUcation yet maintain service. 

We must select those candidates who 
are not pre-programmed to 
automatically vote for some proposal 
simply because Its the ’’liberal” or 
"conservative” thing to do. We must vote 
for those who have the courage and 
commitment to vote for and against 
programs which may upset their loyal 
followers but do so bwause it b for the 
good of all the people. 

These are the criteria which I use and I 
must admit that it b extremely difficult 
to find any candidates who measure up 
completely in every case. Our candidates 
may not be perfect nor may my ben¬ 
chmarks be fair or accurate. Thb b the 
nature of a democratic system. We must 
deal with what we have in order to get to 
that which we would like. 

I should say here that I am a very 
partisan person and have had a smaU 
hand in getting some of the candidates 
into thb election. 1 am working for two of 
them at tbe moment, and of course thb 
colors my decisions. I would not work for 
them, however, If I did not believe in 
them. 

It b also important that we consider 
more than just federal offices, for In 
many cases it u tbe lower offices that 
weave the fabric of our political system. 

Preaident Gerald Ford, in hb brief time 
in office, baa demuoatrated that he b 
sensitive to the question of power. He 
seems to have a beailby respect for it. 


unlike hb predecessor, and has, in most 
cases, used it well 

Although I have trouble with the 
President's blind spot on defense spen¬ 
ding, his overall understanding of the 
economic problems of America b better 
than Mr. trier’s. 

Carler abo appears to manifest 
qualities which create doubt that he 
would be able to differentiate between 
himself and tbe presidency. Mr. Ciarter, 
unlike President Ford, seems to be more 
aloof from the political world and echoes 
of CREEP come from the Carter can¬ 
didacy. President Ford will be my choice 
for PresideoL 

Congressman Drinan seems to have 
proven that he b not able to find those 
new solutions to our economic problems. 
He seems to prefer a government with tbe 
power switch always in the "on” position 
with little regard to the consequences. He 
has also projected tbe image that hb 
concept of representative seems to be 
much more restrictive that what Arthur 
Mason has shown. 

Arthur Mason appears to understand 
that a broader spectrum of the electorate 
ought to be heard in Washington and that 
he has the creative mind to se^ those 
new ideas needed to answer tough 
questions. 

Although Aaron Specncer's stana on 
some social issues gives me some dif¬ 
ficulty, I believe that at this time hb 
expertise on economic matters, 
especially taxation, are badly needed on 
Beacon Hill. His opponent bas, like 
Drinan, indkaled an unwillingness to 
seek any other solution but more 
govemroeolal action to any problem. He, 
loo, addresses himself to a very narrow 
constitueiKy. 

The Democrat slate representatives 
have brgely shown that they are still 
trying to use the same old easy answers 
which no longer work. S<Mne of them have 
also demonstrated that they (eel that 
competition In the political arena is 
distasteful. They appear to feel that we 
owe it to them to always reelect them. 
Thu u a very undemocratic attitude and 
one which shouldn’t be rewarded. 

Ilu county races, where 1 have spent a 
great deal of time, present real contrast 
Abuse of power, resialaace to reform, 
defense of an old, burdensome system. 


and very bad economics all characterize 
the county. 

Joan Needleman has clearly shown a 
superior understanding of the role of the 
clerk’s power and has fought to bring 
competition to the dosed shop of the 
county. She will certainly get my vote. 

The commissioners race b more dif¬ 
ficult. The difficulty b In dedding to vote 
for both Carl Cincotta and S. Lester 
Ralph, or Just vote for (Tincotta. 

Ralph’ who began as commissioner as 
a fighter for new ideas and better 
economy, to seems to have lost his 
energy. Cincotta. however, presenb a 
new, hard-driving commitment to 
checking the abuses of power in the 
county, eliminating the duplication, and 
de-lhroning self-proclaimed kings. 

Michael McLauglin b committed to 
continued county operation, not out of 
commitment to an ideology like a Drinan 
or a Badcman which sbms in them a 
sense of values, but rather a commltmeni 
to a political system which feeds on the 
worst qualities of government- 
patronage and lack of accountabiUty. 

I think that a single, or "bullet,” vole 
for Cincotta will go a long way toward 
bringing the issue of the county to all the 
people to decide if they really want want 
county govemmenL 

Most of the referenda should be voted 
down. Two questions, however, deserve a 
resounding "yes" vote. 

There are no logical arguments why tbe 
Equal Righb Amendment should not 
pass. The ERA is not just for women, it is 
for all people. We sliould do everything m 
our power to insure that all righb be 
granted to all people. 

Most guns used by criminals were 
urginally obtained through robberies cf 
private homes. Many people who have 
tried to use a weapon on an intruder have 
wound up at the wrong end of their own 
gims. Fifty-seven percent of all murders 
are committed with guns and result from 
the easy availability of the weapons in the 
home, car and martetpbee. 

People have a right to bear arms to be 
sure' but they do not have the right to kill 
or contribute to tbe death of others.

To the Editor; 

Bravo to Newton for being 
selected as a finalist for the All 
American City. Yes' we are 
proud and very fortunate to be 
living in such an honored city, 

I would like to go a little 
deeper into the three major 
reasons we were chosen for 
such an honor. The first one 
cited by Mayor Mann was the 
direct citizen action in the 
rescue of the Bigelow House. 

John Howard, a resident of 
Newton Highlands and a 
member of the Newton 
Highlands Neighbhorhood 
Area Council, spent many 
months replacing broken 
windows and securing that 
building from vandals by 
standing watch himself. It was 
mainly through his efforts that 
the Bigelow House may 
someday be restored for the 
landmark that it is and be used 
for much-needed housing. 

In addition, the mayor has 
chosen the sixth grade of Hyde 
School to make a model of the 


Bigelow House because of the 
school's unique architecture 
program. It will be presented 
in the final Cities' competition. 

The second reason cited was 
the Community School 
Program. It is a fact that the 
Hyde School in Newton 
Highlands has the largest 
Community School in the city, 

The final reason given by the 
mayor was the formation of the 
unique Newton Highlands 
Neighborhood AreaCouncil 
provided for in the City 
Charter. This organization of 
nine members elected by the 
Newton Highlands community 
has done a great deal toward 
helping our community grow. 
It has, through citizen par¬ 
ticipation. requested and 
received funds for the 
revitalization of our merchant 
area’ kept the community 
Informed of issues that concern 
us through a villagewide 
newsletter hand delivered by 
residents, served as a forum 
for problems arising in our 
neighborhood and as a voice 


for our local merchants. 

Last spring, it sponsored 
Village Day, a most successful 
display of community spirit as 
evidenced by the participation 
of a large portion of our 
neighbors, our local mer¬ 
chants, our library, churches 
and the Hyde School. Currently 
under study are the plans for 
Cold Spring Park and the 
possible closing of the H}'de 
School 

This last item brings me to 
the point of this letter. How can 
the City of Newton consider 
closing Hyde School and 
dividing its district into five 
separate school districts? 

The community itself would 
be divided into five separate 
areas, ecach with its own 
loyalty. This is the same 
community which contributed 
so greatly to Newton being 
chosen ns finalist for All 
America City. 

Does the city really wish to 
fragment the Highlands, a 
community which continually 
demonstrates its cohesiveness 


and enthusiastic willingness to 
work for the betterment of 
itself and the city? 

The Hyde School is the 
nucleus of this community. If it 
were to close, all roads would 
lead away from the center of 
our village to each of five other 
communities. What effect 
would this have on our mer¬ 
chant area? 

The Hyde School, which is 
only ninth from the highest 
enrollment out of 23 schools, 
would be used to "fill” 
Emerson. Bowen, Countryside, 
Beethoven and Mason-Rice. 

This would involve the 
busing of 41 percent of our 
children and considerably 
longer walks to school by the 
rest. This is not a true con¬ 
solidation of schools but the 
fragmentation and eventual 
demise of a real community. 
The Highlands is the 
Hydelands and it is essential 
that it remain so.

A temporary restraining 
order was Issued last week at 
Middlesex Superior Court 
ordering the Board of 
Assessors not to furnish con- 
fldential information 
abatement data on the 
Marriott Hotel to the Board of 
Aldermen. 

The Marriott requested the 
restraining order and was to 
appear at court again Wed¬ 
nesday to seek a permanent 
Injunction against the 
assessors' furnishing any 
abatement information other 
than that specifically allowed 
by law. 

The request for an injunction 
also asks that the Board of 
Aldermen be ordered not to 
take any action on its 
resolutions about the assessors 
and asks that the resolutions be 
declared null and void. 

In the wake of Aid. Sidney 
Small's outcry against 
abatements given the Marriott 
in 1976 — from $4.6 million 
valuation to $3.6 million, with a 
final tax blU of $572,400 - the 
Finance Committee decided to 
look into the method of ap¬ 
praisals and abatement for all 
large businesses. 

The Board of Aldermen 
passed two resolutions on the 
matter, one asking for specific 
information on the Marriott 
and one In reference to 
asse.ssing methods on large 
businesses in general. 

An opinion has been received 
from the state Department of 
Corporations and Taxation that 


aldermen per se are not en¬ 
titled to receive confidential 
abatement data. 

The Finance Committee and 
the Board of Aldermen 
disagree, and this week the 
Board of Assessors agreed with 
the aldermen. 

Smail has charged that the 
Marriott is "ripping off" the 
city on Its taxes. 

The Marriott in response has 
offered to split the cost of 
chosen an independent ap¬ 
praiser jointly by the city and 
the Marriott. The Marriott 
promised to abide by the 
decision of the independent 
appraiser. 

This offer was rejected by 
both Small, chairman of the 
Finance Committee, and 
Joseph McDonnell, president 
of th^Board of Aldermen. 

Mayor Theodore Mann has 
supported the Board of 
Aldermen's position. 

The complaint was served on 
the entire Board of Aldermen 
and the three assessors In¬ 
dividually. City Solicitor 
Howard Levine is their lawyer. 

Levine said Tuesday that 
part of his argument would be 
based on the fact that the city 
charter allows the Board of 
Aldermen to investigate the 
conduct of any city depart¬ 
ment, and the charter was 
allowed under the state home 
rule act. 

State law says that public 
officials may examine 
abatements In the course of 
their official duties.

The problem of enforcement 
of the zoning ordinances, 
especially as they relate to two 
or more families living in 
single-family houses, wiU be 
pointed up by data from the 
citywide real estate 
revaluation. 

Fraser said there only only 
46 formal complaints now 
pending in the Building 
Department, and not all of 
these arc on housing. Some of 
the 46 complaints have already 
reached the courts.

illegal two- and three-family 
houses listed. 

Since appraisal and 
assessment of real estate are 
supposed to be on the basis of 
fair market value, some 
aldermen argued, the actual 
use of the house should already 
have determined its value. 

Another point of view was 
that a legal two-family house is 
worth more than one that 
might Incur zoning violations. 

Fraser, who has a staff of 
five iaspectors, pointed out 
that his department cannot 
monitor every building in the 
city, and Planning Director 
Charles Thomas commented 
that if every building were 
monitored and the zoning 
ordinances enforced, there 
would be a shortage of housing 
for persons displaced. 

The failure of an ordinance 
defining "families,” written 
and never voted on last year, 
has added the problem of 
enforcement. 

Some of the.se households 
consist of six or more unrelated 
people living as a group in a 
Large house, and the effort to 
arrive at a limit to a “family” 
to four unrelated persons was 
not successful. 

The presence of large group- 
living houses has been blamed 
for parking problems on the 
street and unsightly collections 
of cars parked on lawns. 

Thomas reminded the 
aldermen present that the 
Board of Aldermen has twice 
voted against the conversion of 
a large house into a two-family 


house under the fairly new 
Ordinance 30. 

The ordinance is designed to 
allow conversion of large 
properties, provided the land 
area is 30'000 square feet or 
more and after conversion will 
still provide the amount of land 
required for a single-family 
house in the zoning district.

The Board yielded to 
neighborhood pressure aga two 
conversions. 

Fraser said he has submitted 
a long report on the operation 
of his department to the 
mayor. 

The City Planning Com¬ 
mittee requested copies of the 
report and will continue 
deliberating on what steps can 
be taken lo prevent further 
deterioration of the city 
because of nonenforcement of 
the zoning laws.

Voting in favor of the 
amendments were Aid. Eliot 
Cohen, Thomas Concannon, 
Donald Budge, and Ethel 
Sheehan. 

Aid. Mark White abstained , 
he said, because he does not 
like “tailoring laws for certain 
people." 

Mayor Mann announced his 
intention of appointing Quinn to 
be both chiefs some months 
ago, when Fire Chief Frederick 
Perkins set a date for his I 
retirement. 

Opposition to the ap- i 
pointment was voiced im- , 
mediately by the firefighters' | 
association and by several 
aldermen. 

Aid. Terry Morris, who 
proposed the amendment, said 
at Monday night's meeting that 
"it is clear that the mayor is 
trying to circumvent the 
problem of reorganization” in 
setting up a department of 
public safety. 

Mann has several times 
mentioned that he feels a 
department of public safety, 
incorporating the fire and 
police departments, would be 
more efficient in every way 
than two separate depart¬ 
ments. 

Richard Ciccone, president 
of the firefighters' association, 
commented that in his opinion 
"the mayor should put the 
,marbles on the table" about 
I the new department. 

When he asked the mayor 
about the Quinn appointment, 
Ciccone said, the mayor an¬ 
swered that he did not propose 
a reorganization because the 
Board of Aldermen is "anti¬ 
mayor,” that too many people 
' are running for mayor and that 
he would use the "back-door 
approach'' by appointing 
Quinn to do bo^ jobs. 

The firefighters were and are 
opposed to the appointment 
because they do not feel that 
Quinn is qu^ified to be a fire 
chief Ciccone said. 

The mayor has never 
presented a reorganization 
plan that would combine the 
police and fire departments. 


One reason is that Police 
Chief Quinn would not willingly 

relinquish his position as chief 
to b^me commissioner of 
public safety because of the 
loss of civil service benefits 
that would occur, as well as 
other rights and honors that 
are attached to the title of 
police chief.

began Monday In Middlesex 
Superior Court, Cambridge, 
with Judge Henry Leen 
frequently refusing to allow 
questions that Ginsburg’s 
attorney put U> his witnesses. 

A jury of eight men and four 
women is hearing the suit, 
brought by Ginsburg for 
alleged inadequate com¬ 
pensation paid to him when the 
NRA took his land for a 
renewal project in Lower Falls 
In 1971. 

The property Included a lot 
and two-family house on Grove 
Street, and land and buildings 
along Washington Street that 
housed a Mr. Donut store' 
Mary's Cafe, a gas station, and 
several families. 

Ginsburg received t20,000 for 
the first parcel and $^,000 for 
the second, according to 
records at the NRA office. 

City Clerk Joseph Karlin, the 
first witness for Ginsburg, was 
asked by Attorney George 
Cashman how many gas 
station permits have been 
granted In Newton in the last 
ten years. 

Karlin said he did not know. 
SVhen Cashman asked Karlin 
how many permits had been 
applied for in that period, Leen 
ordered the question striken 
from the record and Karlin was 
then dismissed. 

A second witness, the former 
operator of the market at 
Moulton and Washington 
Streets, testified that he had 
paid Ginsburg $350 a month 


rent for his store, one of 
several business structures 
taken by the NRA on April 12, 
1971. 

Judge I«en would not allow 
Cashi^n's other questions to 
thus witness that related to his 
rent and-or services after the 
date of the taking. 

Cashman’s major witness, 
M- ' Eleanor Bennison, now

School administrators 
voted 7% pay increase 


Eight of the top ten ad¬ 
ministrators in the School 
Department were voted raises 
of seven percent or more 
during an "executive executive 
session" last month. 
Superintendent of Schools 
Aaron Fink was not given a 
raise above his 845,300 .salary. 

Director of Research and 
Planning Vincent Sllluzio the 
only administrator to have his 
.salary approved unanimously. 
He received a raise of 10.4 
percent to give him 828,000, 
effective Sept. 1, 1976. 

School Committee member 
Michael I^ontl voted against 
the seven percent accross-the- 
board increase. 

The vote not to give Fink a 
raise was 3-3, with Robert 
Cohen, Honora Kaplan, and 
Manuel Beckwith opposed. 

Seven percent raises were 
voted for the following persons, 
resulting in the following 
salaries.

'78-83 capital items 
being studied for budget 


The 1978-83 capital im¬ 
provement program, Just 
completed, contains a few 
surprises and many of the 
same old items that get pushed 
aside every year. This year a 
preliminary version of the 
program, which is supposed to 
list all foreseeable new public 
facilities, improvements and 
purchases of items costing 
over 120,000, has been sub¬ 
mitted to the City Planning 
Committee and the Board of 
Aldermen. After the public 
hearing required by law and 
after all changes have been 
made by the Board, a final 
amended version will be 
published, incorporating all the 
changes. The entire six-year 
program will cost 118.5 million, 
with federal or state reim¬ 
bursement of (3.8 million 
expected. Major items for the 
six years include (77’000 for an 
addition to the Jackson 
Homestead, (2 million for the 
new library lif the Friends of 
the Library can match it), $1.77 
million for conservation land 
acquisition' and $888,000 for 
fire<equipment. 


Underwood School con¬ 
struction and renovation have 
been allocated $850,000 despite 
the absence of a recom¬ 
mendation from the city's 
School Building Advisory 
Committee on how to meet 
educational specifications in a 
minimum space. 

Repairs and renovations to 
nine schools are slated to cost 
$1.1 million during 1978. 

The City planning Com¬ 
mittee was scheduled to meet 
Wednesday rJght to begin its 
review. The committee will set 
a date for a public hearing, 
following which the Board of 
Aldermen will vote Its changes. 

The capital improvement 
program items then are in¬ 
corporated into the budget for 
FY 78 , which is presented to 
the Board of Aldermen in 
February. 

The program is available for 
inspection at the office of the 
city clerk. City Hall, and in the 
Planning Department, where 
extra copies may also be 
available.

With the ball at midfield and 3:20 remaining, the Red 
Raiders moved the ball down to the 40 and then picked up 35 
yards when Doherty hit end Keith lindbergh who latcraled 
to fullback Bill McIntyre. McIntyre might have made it all 
the way except for a saving tackle by (you guessed it) 
Manning on the five. 

A pass interference call on Newton put Quincy In a first 
and goal situation on the Newton one, but a personal foul on 
the Raiders pushed the ball 16 yards away from the Newton 
goal line. With just 0:50 renuiining. Manning made a diving 
interception of Doherty's pass on the two. 

With Just 0:40 remaining and the Tigers on the two, 
Hinchey look an inlenticnal safety by running out the back 
of the end zone. This allowed Newton to kickoff (without 
fear of a Quincy block) from the 20 and put a fair amount of 
real estate between the Red Raiders and the Newton goal. 

North Quincy was unable to score after Fleming’s lengthy 
kick and ended up on the loser's end of a 13-9 score.

Cable. Wis. 


Bower added that the Soviet, 
East German and Czechos¬ 
lovakian teams have also been 
invited, but have yet to con¬ 
firm. “The Soviets have asked 
for more information on the 
races, however," Bower ad¬ 
ded. 


The racers will compete in a 
three-man, 30-kilometer relay 
Dec. 21, and a 15-kilometer 
individual race Dec. 22.

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Juniper House was 
a miracle for Mary 


It's been a year of miracles 
for Mary since she left a state 
school and came to live in 
Juniper House, a community 
residence for retarded adults 
in Newton Corner. 

A room of her own was only 
the beginning. Mary has ex¬ 
perienced the fun and sense of 
achievement that comes with 
helping to run a household, 
.shopping,' going on outings. 
Rest of all. she is learning a 
skill at Charles River 
Workshop in Needham and is 
on her way to becoming a self- 
supporting citizen. 

Mary’s miracles are part of a 
quiet revolution taking place 
across the state and the nation 
in the care of the mentally 
retarded, and community 
residences are only a part of 
the liberation of the retarded. 

The change has come from 
many directions over the past 
five to seven years. Scientific 
research on normal human 
development has led to in¬ 
creased understanding of 
"unique” development and a 
new concept called 
•'developmental disability,” 
which includes any distur¬ 
bance or difference from 
normal or expected physical, 
emotional and intellectual 
growth. 

Sociological studies have

concluded that some people 
were being labeled "retarded" 
because cultural or language 
differences caused them to 
score low on IQ tests geared to 
the American white middle 
class. And the label often 
closed the door to educational 
and vocational opportunity. 

Studies of other societies 
have found that retarded 
people who are not isolated in 
institutions arc more 
productive and happier and the 
costs of their care are much 
lower than in the United States. 

Finally, custodial care in 
large slate schools was simply 
not working. Overcrowding, 
poor conditlcfLS, and staffing 
problems • led to mushrooming 
expenditures that were never 
enough and suits brought by 
parents objecting to the quality 
of care. Recently, in¬ 
stitutionalized people them¬ 
selves have been suing for their 
constitutional rights. 

Federal and slate legislation 
passed in recent years - such as 
the Federal Developmental 
Disabilities Act and 
Massachusetts Chapter 766 — 
define “developmental 
disability” broadly, spell out 
the rights of the disabled, and 
provide funding tor programs 


men's and women’s groups, 
family group and individuai 
client-consultant time. 

Tlic center had operated for 
two years at the Rebecca 
Pnmroy House until Sep¬ 
tember. when it moved to the 
l.utheran Church of the 
Newtons, 1310 Centre St..

that will help retarded people 
to live normal lives. 

The Newton-Wellesley- 
Weston Community Mental 
Health and Mental Retardation 
Center, an affiliation of many 
agencies, has responded to the 
new mandate for ''nor¬ 
malization” of the retarded 
with a variety of new programs 
and staff. 

Recent additions to the 
center’s .staff are Seymour 
Mo.skowitz. a program analyst 
who will develop and evaluate 
new programs, and Joan l^evy, 
who will coordinate retar¬ 
dation services. They join 
social worker Phil Woodes, 
who provides counseling to 
retarded people and their 
families and helps them to find 
appropriate resources. 

.Some of the programs ser¬ 
ving Newton residents which 
are run by center agencies or 
contracted from private 
agencies are community 
residence for adults (Juniper 
House); Charles River 
Workshop In Needham tor 
vocational training; and 
“respite care" funds which pay 
for temporary foster homes for 
retarded youngsters and young 
adults whose families need a 
weekend or a few weeks of 
relief. 

Other programs include the 
Garden City Activity Center at 
Post440, asocial-rehabilitation 
center for adults with a variety 
of physical and-or mental 
handicaps, including retar¬ 
dation, and a preschool 
educational program for 
youngsters from Newton and 
Brookline at the Spaulding 
School in Newton Centre. 

On the drawing board for 
.soon in the future are an ' 'early 
intervention” program for 
special-needs children from 
birth to age three at the 
Newton Guidance Clinic; 
cooperative apartments for 
retarded self-sufficient adults; 
more vocational training for 
disabled people; and day care 
for retarded peopled who live 
at home.

Independent economists at the 
University of Massachusetts predict that forcing already-budget-bound companies 
to make up the multi-million-dollar difference in increased electric costs could 
trigger the loss of 30,000 jobs or more, Employers would have to cut back, close 
down, or move out of state. 

" Flat rat es" could cost you hi g her taxes. As state and local governments 
pay more for the electricity they use for everything from streetlights to public 
buildings-and as more and more families bcK-ome unemployment and welfare 
burdens-who'll pay for it? Only the companies and the fDeople who are still 
working here. Fewer and fewer of us paying more and more. There would be no 
conceivable way around increasingly higher taxes.

Mofenson reviews highlights 
of 1976 legislative session 


The 1976 session of the 
Massachusetts legislature, 
while not as productive as it 
could have been, turned out far 
belter than he had feared it 
might last January, State Rep. 
David Mofenson said recently. 

"Looking back al the year, 
not only did we keep a lot of bad 
bills from being enacted," 
Mofenson said, "But we also 
made important strides in the 
areas of health care, auto in¬ 
surance. and human rights." 

The most significant piece of 
legislation, according to 
Mofenson, was the bill to 
empower the state, through its 
Rate Setting Commission, to 
review the budgets and costs of 
individual hospitals, for 
private as well as public 
patients. “Strict control. over 
spiraling hospital coats will 
help hold down future in¬ 
creases in medical assistance 
programs and health insurance 
premiums,” he said. 

"We also restored some of 
the more drastic cuts of 1975,

notably dental and eye care for 
Medicaid patients, and some 
outpatient programs for 
general relief recipients,” 
Mofenson added. 

"The substitution of a merit- 
rating pbn of automobile in¬ 
surance for the no-fault 
property d.image system will 
penalize bad drivers who cause 
aecidenls or arc convicted of 
serious driving law 
violations,” Mofenson said. 

This law, according lo 
Mofenson, is designed to en¬ 
courage competition among 
insurance companies by 
permitting companies to set 
their own rates, subject to stale 
insurance commissioner ap¬ 
proval. 

The restructuring of the 
Massachusetts Commission 
Against Discrimination, 
providing for three full-time 
commissioners and 
establishing regional officers, 
was much needed, Mofenson 
said. "We must give this 
reorganized body the resources 
to carry out its mandate." 

"Legislation prohibiting 
Massachusetts firms from 
complying with the Arab 
boycott of firms owned by Jews 
or doing business with Israel is 


another important 
achievement of the session," 
Mofenson said. 

Among other highlights of 
the session cited by Mofenson 
was a consumer credit bill 
which requires businesses to 
notify customers of balances in 
their accounts at least twice 
every six months. Either the 
credit balance is to be returned 
lo the customer or gain interest 
al the rate of 18 percent per 
year. 

He also expressed pleasure 
al the passage of a bill to 
facilitate the establishment of 
health maintenance 
organizations, which, 
Mofenson said, should "pave 
the way for ,new and creative 
cost-effective approaches to 
health care delivery." 

Progress, Mofenson said, 
was also made in 
strengthening the state's 
wetlands protection law and 
providing a corporate lax 
incentive for the use of 
alternative energy sources.

The new premier of the 
easternmost island of the West 
Indies is the son of the late Sir 
Grantley Adams, who was its 
foremost political figure for 50 
years and its first premier. 

“My father was the main 
contributing factor in forming 
I my political philosophy. He. 
like myself, was a democratic 
I socialist, l.e. one who is 
] prepared to make the neces- 
I compromises to preserve 
I democracy,■’ says Adams, 14, 
on Oxford graduate, a former 
BBC Broadcaster. 

I Adam.s' party came in after 
15 years in which the govern¬ 
ment was controlled by the 
Democratic I-abour Party of 
Errol Barrow, whose actions 
have been viewed as friendly to 
the more radical elements in 
the Caribbean.

in Barbados." Adams says it 
was "absolute, utter non¬ 
sense.” He says Barrow's 
allegation “has held us up to 
ridicule overseas." 

"In Prime Minister Barrow’s 
last Iwo years in office, he lost 
touch with political reality and 
fell into the trap of having to 
follow (Guyana's L.S.F.) 
Burnham and (Jamaica's 
Michael) Manley." 

Adams, tall — about 6'2" and 
lean, radiates in both speech 
and manner an atmosphere 
reminiscent of the British 
1..3bor Party of the 1950’s. He 
makes It plain his government 
will follow an Independent role. 

“The economic organization 
in some of the Caribbean 
countries has allowed them to 
reach certain goals," he said. 
“But at what a price? 

"A price we would find 
unacceptable. The accompan¬ 
ying political elements make 
the potential benefits just not 
worth it." 

“Guyana's local economic 
gains may, for example, not be 
worth their loss of image 
overseas," he added. 
Nationalize Utilities? 

In Barbados, there has been 
talk of the nationalization of 
the U.S. owned telephone 
company and Canadian owned 
power company. It is a touchy 
subject. 

"1 want to stress, we don't 
have a 'take over' mentality in 
Barbados," Adams said. He 
docs believe utilities should be 
locally controlled. But he says 
the island lacks the money to 
buy them and talks instead of 
providing incentives “that 
would encourage their over¬ 
seas owners to sell shares to 
their employes." 

His position comes in the 
light of his statement that 
Barbados' three basic ovear- 
seas relationships, other than 
those in the Caribbean, arc 
with Great Britain, Canada 
and the United Stales, in that 
order. Between them, they 
supply over 75 per cent of the 
21-mile by 14-mlle island's 
tourists, whose annual total 


nearly outnumbers its 250,000 
population. 

Although Britain and Canada 
come first because of their 
historic ties, Adams said, “The 
United States is viewed by 
most Barbadians as the land <rf 
greatest opportunity and large 
numbers of Barbadians would 
be very pro United States." 

Why He Won 

Barbados' international pos¬ 
ture aside, Adams believes 
there was a simpler reason for 
his party’s victory. He noted 
his country’s tradition of self 
government going back more 
than 300 years and that has the 
third oldest legislative body in 
the commonwealth. 

"After 15 years of one party 
controlling the government,” 
he said, “the people wanted 
change because, to Bar¬ 
badians, change is safe." 

Barbados' future will depend 
to a great extent upon ex¬ 
pansion of the local economy 
and how successful Adams' 
government is in dealing with a 
reputed 20 per cent unemploy¬ 
ment rate. His planning in this 
regard, invariably involves 
tourism, which makes up 
almost half of the gross 
national product. 

"Things of major Im¬ 
portance ... will not happen im¬ 
mediately,” he said. But he 
promised one thing will come 
quickly. 

End Sales Tax 

“We will remove the five per 
cent sales lax, certainly by 
Nov. 1." It is a move bound to 
appeal both to tourists and 
residents alike. 

Also he talked about “clean¬ 
ing up the mess along the 
roads’’ and fresh coats of paint 
for buildings that need it. 

“Barbados can be made 
more attractive by doing these 
things,” he said, again with an 
eye to tourism. 

Despite the impatience of the 
island's youth, local observers 
said Adams can exnect a 
period of time to deal with 
unemployment and the 
economy. A newspaper editor 
mentioned three to five years.

Klugman, who stars in the title 
role of the new "Quincy" 
series, has been estranged 
from his wife for three years 
and vows that separation is his 
only insurance against 
remarriage. 

Jack leads a bachelor life in 
a condominium at Malibu 
Beach where he lives alone 
except for visits from his sons 
David, 17, and Adam, 14. Both 
attend high school and live with 
their mother. 

Jack's separation from his 
wife, actress Brett Somers (a 
regular on “The Match Game” 
show) is a friendly arran¬ 
gement.

Ihe Environmental Protection 
Agency has rolled back a 
reirulation that would have 
caused a gasoline shortage in 
the summer of 1977—a short¬ 
age that could have rivaled 
the one associated with the 
Arab oil embargo of 1974.

lead content in gasoline. EPAI 
thinks it should be down to a 
O.S grams per gallon level as 
soon as possible to forestall 
environmental damage.

Most new cara manufac¬ 
tured since 1975 must use 
unleaded gasoline, and they 
account for an estimated 20 
per cent of the gasoline now 
consumed. Refiners say they 
are switching over as quickly 
as possible for more unleaded 
production. But they also say 
that making the neceasary 
changes in the refineries takea 
two to three years. 

EPA officials privately sus¬ 
pect that petroleum refiners 
have been dragging their feet 
■in building the new unleaded 
production capacity. They 
point out that the original 
regulation was issued in 1973. 
but has not been implemented 
because the refiners went to 
court to block making it final. 
The issue remained in the 
courts until June of this year. 

During the period of the 
legal hassle, refiners gradu¬ 
ally increased unleaded ca¬ 
pacity, but only enough to 
accommodate new models 
which use unleaded fuel or 
risk the fouling of emission- 
cleaning catalytic converters. 

The refiners have been do¬ 
ing some name-calling, loo. 
They accuse EPA bureau¬ 
crats of being unreasonable 
environmental lealots who 
fail to understand the diifi- 
eulty inherent in producing 
the VB.«t amount of petroleum 
consumed in American auto- 
niubiles. 

Whatever the real situa¬ 
tion. it tiecanie obvious ,lo 
EPA that It must relax the 
tegulaiions or risk shortages 
iii-M yeur. The agency say. 
Its deei'ion to amend the reg 
ulation. w'ii. based un a num¬ 
ber of studies by the govern- 
iiient und independent l•<■n• 
tractors. "All of which con¬ 
cluded that gasoline shortages 
would result if the existing 
schedule was enforced." 

Actually, the regulation 
change is not too dramatic. 
While the original timeUble 
called for phasing down the 
lead content over several 
years, including a maximum 
of 1.4 grams per gallon m 
1976. the amended version 
merely pushes back the 
phased period. But it still in- 
sisU that the O.S grams per 
gallon standard be met by 
Oct. 1, 1979. 

Because of the push back, 
it is generally agre^ that the 
refiners will be able to achieve 
sufficient unleaded capacity to 
meet the needs. 

The whole issue could be a 
tempest in a uapot. If EPA 
had let nature run its course 

iiiri i»i' —•iier' -•-g- ’ii'U'il- '' 
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all. its goals would have been 
achieved anyway. With each 
new car sold, the mix of 
American cars on the high¬ 
ways would have been more 
heavily weighted to cars that 
must use unleaded fuel Be¬ 
fore long, the refiners would 
have been pushed by competi¬ 
tive pressures, and not by 
government regulations, to 
increase unleaded production- 
The final phase-out would 
have been delayed, but not by 
much. 

EPA is getting a well- 
deserved reputation for being 
overly eager to write regula- 
tiona—an unfortunate ten¬ 
dency for many relatively new 
federul agenciea. At the same 
time it it possible to believe 
that the petroleum refiner* 
could have been more cooper¬ 
ative with environmental 
safeguard rules.

Hanging Baskets—Now that 
your hanging baskets have 
done their duty, what can you 
do to keep them over winter"’ 
You have several options (li 
Bring them indoors and try to 
grow ihem on again for winter 
show You may have lo clip 
back some of the tips and 
shoots to rejuvenate the plants 
Grow them In a bright window, 
and give them a liquid feeding 
once every three or four weeks 
Wait until spring for repotting. 

i2i Or you can put them in 
the basement, where there is a 
little light. Keep the soil balls 
lightly moist - just enough to 
keep the plants alive until 
spring When spring comes, cut 
the plants back at lea.sl half 
way, and repot the plants, 
using a soil mixture of 1 part 
each of sand, peat and loam. 

r3) Or you can lake cuttings 
of your plants now, root them 
in perlite or vermlculite and 
get a new batch for spring 
planting. This might not be a 
bad idea since quite often the 
older plants get woody or may 
die off during the winter 
months. You get your best 
show from young plants. 

Spring is the test time to do 
your repotting, a chore we 
recommend since the plants 
arc growing in such a small 
space where they use up the 
nutrients in a hurry. 

Drying Flowers — There are 
several tricks (or drying 
flowers for winter 
arrangements, but the latest 
wrinkle is to use a microwave 
oven, if you happen to have 
one. Pack the flowers to be 
dried, In silica gel, or a borax- 
sand or commeal-sand mix¬ 
ture. using a Pyrex dish Bake 
them for 30 seconds to several 
minutes, depending on the 
texture and quantity of blooms. 
After baking, leave flowers in 
the supporting material 
overnight or as long as 24 
hours. Some people use Kitty 
Litter for drying flowers We'd

The bluer the spruce the less it 
is harmed by salt spray. Most 
resistant trees are horse-- 
chcstnul. ailanthus, Norway 
Maple, cottonwood, black 
walnut, black locust, 
honeylocusl, red oak and sugar 
maple.

Roots, by Alex Haley. 

'Ooubleday, $12.50) 

The blockbuster novel span¬ 
ning generations of one family, 
'racing their rise or fall, as 
(he case may be has a 
fascination and compelling 
momentum that few readers 
can reslsl- 

Thcre is such a quality in 
Haley's Roots, but Roots Is 
fact, or as near to fact as Haley 
could make il, tracing his 
family back six generations 
and two centuries, past slavery 
and li> the village of Juffure. in 
The Gambia. West Africa. 

Haley began the book 12 
years ago. in search of his 
identity, and il is by chance 
'hai il is being published in the 
year of the American Bicen- 
' ennlal - and also turned into a 
special television mini-series. 

The book's subtitle is "The 
Saga of an American Family." 
and while any reader has a 
(real m store for him in this 
•inmelimes hrulal. sometimes 
'■ndc' 'ak 'he black reader 
has a .special mlcresi. Haley's 
identity has such a direct link 
0 his own 

The major portion of Che 
bonk deals with Africa and the 
slave days in America, with 
mly .scant ailention paid to 
receni times. The early 
chapters of life in Africa, and 
their picture of the civilization 
I hat existed there may come as 
a surprise to many readers 
with a comic book view of 'the 
dark continent," 

The emphasis of the book 
rests with Kunla Kmte, "the 
African" as he was called in 
the word of mouth genealogy of 
' he family. And quite a man he 
was- 

The most disturbing 
elements of Roots lie not so 
much in the big things but in 
the small ones. While the 
brutality of the slave trade Is 
sickening, it is hardly unex¬ 
pected. But Roots provides 
insights into the life of the slave 
• the way in which they were 
kepi like any working animal, 
nnl necessarily treated cruelly 
so much as inhumanly. 

No (arm animal, for in¬ 
stance. has any sense of place 
in relation lo the rest of the 
world nor was the slave 
allowed one. As the author says 
aboui Kinia at one point: 

'From whal he’d been able 
CO observe, most blacks literal¬ 


ly didn't even know where they 
were, lei alone who they 
were."

Drinan said he requested military 
officials tour Devens, which, he said.

"I want the military to prove closing 
Fort Devens Is the most economic of 
alternatives and the least disruptive to 
lives,” Drinan said. 

Revenue Sharing 

The candidates differ on their ap¬ 
proaches to revenue sharing and Mason 
has been critical of what he calls Drinan's 
support of legislation that "does not allow 
use of revenue sharing funds to offset the 
tax rate.” 

Drinan supports legislation that con¬ 
tinues the Revenue Sharing pix^ram and 
increases citizen input. 

Under the new law, a public hearing 
must be held In each community to 
consider proposals for utilizing the 
allocated funds and citizens will have 
access to documents to assist them In 
maldng suggestions. 

Drinan also offered an amendment to 
strengthen enforcement of non¬ 
discrimination provisions of the act, 
which he said had been “virtually 
unenforced” since its inception, more 
He was also in favor of changing the 
categories specified for revenue sharing 
use and allowing the funds to be spent for 
public education and as matching funds 
to obtain other federal grants. 

He said he had also worked out a new 
definition of a ‘‘township” in the law 
because In some places a “township" 
really is not a responsible governmental 
entity but got funds anyway. A list of 14 
tasks was developed and in order to 
qualify, a township must do two, such as 
educate children and provide law en¬ 
forcement. 

Mason maintains local governments 
should be allowed to use revenue sharing 
funds where they feel they will most 
benefit the community. 

He said Drinan acted "against" the 
interests of the district throughout the 
revenue sharing debate, conceding 
Drinan voted in favor of the final 
package. The vote in the House was 361- 
35. 

Mason said the bill that was passed by 
Congress will mean $27 million to the 
Fourth District over the next four years. 

Oil 

Mason said he is a strong advocate of 
"energy independence” and would push 
for measures to start solar energy 
research, offshore oil drilling and 
government pricinq mechanisms for oil. 

He said energy has to be a ‘‘major 
priority of the next Congress.” 

He also cited figures showing our 
dependence on Arab oil has increased 16 
percent since 1973. 

— Drinan, too, recognizes energy 
resources as a majority priority. 

. He indicated support for solar energy 
research, but has turned his attention to 
energy conservation, an area where 
America has barely scratched the sur¬ 
face, he maintained. 

Drinan was a sponsor of the Solid Waste 
Energy St Resource Recovery Act, to 
"turn a serious problem Into a genuine 
resource.” 

Drinan said the 135 million tons of 
municipal trash collected per year have 


the potential energy equivalent of 500 
million barrels of r^e oil per day. 
Israel 

‘‘I am unequivocally committed to the 
existence and survival of Israel, and not 
just because I'm Jewish,” Arthur Mason 
declared. 

"Today, as never before, it is essential 
that the United States unequivocally 
reassert its traditional policy of 
unavering support for Israel," Ehinan 
said. 

Mason added, "My feeling is you 
cannot be against defense appropriations 
and say you're for the survival of Israel." 

He cited, as an example, Drinan's vote 
against continued production of the CSA's 
prior to the Yom Kippur War. The 
measure to continue producing the planes 
passed. Mason said, and they were used 
to transport supplies to Israel during the 
war. 

Drinan's anti-defense posture has been 
a major Mason campaign Issue. 

Drinan, in a position paper, 
acknowledges; "I have consistently 
supported efforts to trim the Defense 
budget in a responsible fashion by 
eliminating new weapons systems which 
appear unessential to our national 
security.” 

Ho cited as an example the continued 
existence of Selective device long after 
the draft had ended. 
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School Committee Chairman Alvin 
Mandell said that there is no legal way 
teachers can be stopped from parking on 
Hull Street, but urged Silverman and 
students to give the principal sticker 
numbers of teachers who park there so 
Robert Mechem could "use a little moral 
persuasion,” Mandell said.

James Ronayne said restoration of 
partial programs at the two high schools 


changed their minds' and the state ad¬ 
ministration Is opposed. 

Business opposes the flat rate because 
It will add to electricity bills for industry. 
Many business leaders have threaten^ 
to leave Massachusetts if the flat rate Is 
enacted, and unemployment would be 
increased. 

There is no provision for a reduced rale 
to hospitals, municipalities, universities 
and on other nonprofit bulk consumers of 
electricity, and increases in their bills 
would be passed on users of these 
facilities. 

Fair Share has estimated that the 
saving to residential consumers would be 
80 cents to $1 per week on their electric 
bills. 

Opponents of the flat rate say that the 
saving would be more than offset by 
higher costs of goods and services. 

The electricity industry has said that 
under flat rate some businesses would 
actually be paying more than their 
electricity, since in many cases the cost 
of delivering the power is less to large 
consumers. 


Health Care 

Congressman Drinan has also said 
health care is a priority for the next 
Congress and supports the Health 
Security Act while Mason favors the 
McIntyre Bill. 

Drinan said the average American 
spends one month’s income out of every 
12 for health care, "way above the norm 
of for any other Industrialized nation.” 

The Congressional Budget Office has 
estimated a comprehensive health care 
plan, providing for general health care 
and not just hospital visits, would cost 
$250 billion by 1981, according to Drinan. 

"Yet, if current trends continue, the 
national price tag for health care under 
the present patchwork system will ex¬ 
ceed that level within five years.” 

Mason said he believes a form of 
national health insurance should be 
provided for "those who cannot afford 
it.” 

The McIntyre Bill, he said, "allows us 
to provide the basic health care services 
that this nation's people require. It aUows 
us to provide health care for the millions 
of people who have never been able to 
afford it before. Yet it allows us to 
provide the necessary health cae to all 
the people at a price tag all people can 
afford.” 

The McIntyre plan uses existing 
private insurers “to offer uniform 
benefits while keeping administrative 
costs as low as possible.” Mason 
suggested a price tag of $10 billion for this 
plan. 

Drinan, 55, former dean of the Boston 
College Law School, has an AB from 
Boston College, and an MA from Boston 
College; an LLB from Georgetown 
University I.aw Center and an LLM from 
there in 1959. 

Mason, 35, is married and is an at¬ 
torney. He graduated from Cornell 
University and Boston College Law 
School. He received the bronze and silver 
stars for service as an Infantry captain in 
Vietnam.

Oil Refinery and Deep-Water Port 
This nonbintUng question asks the 
opinions of the people of Massachusetts 
as to the advisability of the cwistrucUon 
of an oil refinery In this state and an off¬ 
shore deep-water port for handling the oil 
that will be drilled off Georges Bank. 

No specific proposal has been made (or 
either of these facilities. 

An oil refinery in this state wquld cut 
the cost of oil, proponents say, a reduc¬ 
tion greatly needed by New Englanders. 

The question of construction would be 
subject to the approval of those com¬ 
munities "directly affected," according 
to the question. 

Environmentalists are generally 
cautious about a deep-water port, which 
would be located at least beyond the 
horizon as seen from the shore and 
probably considerably beyond that. They 
fear oil spills and leakage from the 
pipeline that would be built from the 
deep-water port to the refinery, wherever 
that might be. 

QUESTION 9 
Sunday Closing Laws 
This is another nonbinding, advisory 
question Including package liquor which 
asks whether retail stores' stores, shall 


the state law requires a 
balanced budget. 

Pines voted against a bill 
that would have the name of 
every new state employee senl 
to each legislator each month, 
because she said it would be a 
waste of money and the in¬ 
formation Is public record. 

Passman said the disclosure 
of employees and salaries lets

Pines wrote the bottle bill as 
it appears on the ballot as a 
referenda question.

Passman opposes the 
graduated income tax because 
none of three past new lax laws 
have alleviated the property 
tax, and because it would 
discourage top management 
personnel from moving 
themselves and their 
businesses into the state. 

Pines supports the graduated 
Income lax. saying it is a more 
equitable tax based on a 
person’s Income. Eventually 
she would like to see the stale 
collect merely a percentage of 
federal tax and save about $16 
million by cutting personnel in 
the Department of Taxation 
and Audit. 

Passman criticizes Pines’ 
vote for a $5 million Holyoke 
Community College student 
center and gym, saying Fer- 
nald School in Waltham is in 
much more desparate need of 
help. 

Pines claims that the 
Holyoke Center is needed tor 
the large city and the campus 
(or 5,000 students where the 
biggest hail holds 300. 

Passman points out that this 
is one of eight states in the 
country where the legislature 
can pledge debt, and he'd like 
(0 change that. But Pines notes 
that the legislature cannot 
predict expenses for such 


flexibility in department 
needs. 

Pines voted to cut 10 percent 
of the state employees once 
and claims to have voted many 
times against spending. She 
sees that the state and private 
Industry and the federal 
government must spend money 
to create jobs and reduce 
unemployment. 

She will fight for the federal 
government to take over the 
costs of the welfare system, 
which in Massachusetts ac¬ 
counts for about one third of 
the $3 8 billion budget. 

She points to her long list of 
legislative accomplishments 
which includes school bus 
safety laws, the smoking ban in 
some public areas, required 
emergency medical training 
for police and fire personnel' 
tax deductions for child care, 
prohibition of sex 
discrimination (or insurance 
policies, and the anti-Arab 
boycott law. 

Pines. 36, Is a member of the 
Massachusetts Bar who has 
specialized in tax law. In her 
two terms in office she has 
served on the Committee on 
Taxation and points to her long 
legislative record as her 
background. She notes she has 
been a full-time representative 
and supports a ay raise to 
insure quality representatives 
needed for the reduction of the 
size of the House in two years. 

Passman, 38, is a computer 
hardware salesman who is a 
member of Temple Beth 
Avodah, is a Cub Scout leader, 
and is a member of the 
Republican City Committee. 
He is a graduate of the 
University of Maine and the 
Kansas State University.

‘Misanthrope’ — one for the intellectuals

Moliero’s classic, "The Misanlhrope,” 
IS In an aaspicious revival al Ihe Boston 
Repertory Theater. 

Orisinally written in 1666, translated in 
1955 by Richard Wilbur, the "The 
Mi.santhrope" concerns Alceste, an 
honest man who cannot tolerate people’s 
hypocrisy, practices what he preaches 
and in telling the truth all the time 
Wevtlably becomes a source of debate. 
Iponically, he has fallen in love with 
Celimene, a woman who embraces the 
deceptive and decadent lifestyle that he 
so abhors. 

Intellectuals will feast on the sound 
reasoning of Alceste, who verbally bests 
anyone that will entreat him, except his 
beloved Celimene, who confounds him by 
simply not committing herself to an 
opinion. 

Alceste's philosophies employ just one 
generalization (that man is always 
wrong I amid the specifics, and it is the 


generalization that Is his.only In¬ 
consistency. If man Ls always wrong, then 
Alceste must be wrong. 

If man is not always wrong, then by 
saying man is, Alceste Ls wrong. 

A man of logic and reasoning, his only 
illogical assumption renders Alceste 
susceptible. For if Alceste were not 
susceptible, it would be no contest bet¬ 
ween him and anyone he meets. It is the 
only person that does not trod on logic 
(Celimcnel that gets Alceste's goat. 

Philinte, the first character we see deal 
with Alceste, is typical of the hypocrisy 
that Alceste detests. When Oronte, a 
political bigwig, regals Philinte and 
Alceste with a horrid sonnet that he has 
composed, Philinte brims with the utmost 
compliments while it is al! Alceste can do 
to keep from screaming. When pushed by 
Oronte to offer a candid opinion, which he 
freely does. Alceste matter-of-factly 
socks it to him. 








s' 
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Naturally, such insolence was never 
expected and Oronte exits in a huff. 

This modem version ran smoothly; the 
only notable exception being a too swishy 
marquis, Clitandre. Two dominant 
performances carried the show. David 
Zucker as Alceste gave a flawless per¬ 
formance. 

Despite a difficult script' Zucker 
mastered Aiceste's philosophical tirades. 
To counterbalance his crusading in¬ 
tolerance of human failings, his 
vulnerability to Celimene adds a deeper 
dimension to his character. Zucker knew 
what he was saying. 

In a supporting role, David Morse plays 
an old maid, Arslnoe. Most Impressive 
about Morse Is that he did n't overact. 
Minute gestures and simple expressions 
were handsomely underplayed in a 
situation where it would have been easy 
to go overboard. Morse was very funny. 

Susan Palmer-Person played Celimene 
in a forced manner, her Her squealing 
giggle was annoying and unnecessary. 

Her attempt at little girl cuteness 
failed; and her walking on stage with a 
Raggedy Ann doll was too much to bear. 

On the all-to-rare occasion when 
Palmer-Person was not putting on her 
cute little girl act, she acted admirably. 
One gets the impression that her talent is 
being wasted. 

Philinte, played by Charles Stransky, 
was appropriately dispicable. Gerald 
Bernstein was very good as the high class 
Oronte. Virginia Feingold, John Adair, 
Joseph Anthony Colella were fine. 

Flsqulre Jauchem as the swishy 
Clitandre simply did not belong. The 
direction of Joseph Wilkins left nothing to 
be desired, save Jauchem's charac¬ 
terization. The set is designed by Pierre 
Vuilleumier. 

"The Misanthrope" Is a production that 
must be watched closely. If a few key 
speeches arc missed, the entire theme of 
the play can be missed. 

"The Misanlhrope" will be pbylng al 
the Boston Repertory Theater through 
Nov. 28.
